Nyquist: “Greatness” 
in a plain brown wrapper

T he look on Doug O’Neill’s face bordered on reverence. 

Team O’NeiU was gathered on the balcony of the Pimlico pressbox high above 
the track’s racing strip Sunday morning. Down below, Nyquist, the undefeated 
2-year-old champion who had just eight days earlier added the Grade 1 Kentucky 
Derby to his burgeoning resume, galloped. 

“You see him?” one member of Team O’NeiU asked another. 

“Every beautiful stride,” came the response. 

As the 3-year-old son of Uncle Mo began to slow, a couple of team members — 
Ufelong racetrackers aU—clapped for him. 

Hundreds of yards away, Nyquist couldn’t have heard them and Ukely wouldn’t 
have known what they were doing had he been able to. But none of that mattered; the 
champ was in the house. 

Which you wouldn’t necessarUy know if you saw him, say, walking the shedrow. 
“One of the primary things we’ve found in our research is that Mother Nature 
conceals her leadership,” said Kerry Thomas, founder of THT Bloodstock, which caUs 
itself “the only company in the world that speciaUzes in analyzing the mind of the 
racehorse as it relates to class, distance aptitude, performance and breeding.” 

That’s Nyquist: an unassuming colt clad only in the plainest of plain brown wrap¬ 
pers, who, by the way, has ended every race of his career to date in the same spot: in 
front. Leadership—concealed. 

At a glance, he’s eminently forgettable. Without any markings—no blaze on his face, 
no socks, no nothing-he’s another brown horse in a sea of them. 

But spend a Uttle time around him, and you begin to pick up what other horses 
must sense about him: a calmness, and a presence not often found in the equine world. 

“He’s a special horse,” agreed O’Neill. “When you get here in the morning, and 
you walk down the shedrow and you’re able to look in his eye, you know you’re right 
alongside greatness.” 

While many horses convey a kind of jittery skittishness in their interactions with 
humans, always ready to flee, Nyquist seems more to be surveying the situation calmly 
to determine the best course of action. 

“The higher you get on the herd dynamic totem pole, the less non-purposeful 
motion you have,” said Thomas. “It’s aU purposeful motion.” 

Thomas devoted years to the study of herds, learning how horses interacted with 
each other and how those interactions revealed to the astute observer which horses 
were herd leaders and which filled other roles. That study has since become a busi¬ 
ness, analyzing Thoroughbreds, advising buyers and breeders, and helping trainers and 
owners. 
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New Bolton adds robots to veterinary team 



^ r^he University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center large animal 
J hospital unveiled a new member 
of its veterinary team in late April, with 
the launch of a robotics-controlled 
imaging system that experts say could 
revolutionize medical imaging for horses 
and humans alike. 

Dubbed Equimagine, the system 
offers a new path for equine imaging— 
taking the computed tomography (CT) 
scan to all parts of the horse without 
general anesthesia or other limiting fac¬ 
tors. Current CT scanning equipment 
for horses involves a small circular ring, 
which limits areas of the body that can 
be scanned. Horses must be immobilized 
and prone on a table as they would be for 
surgery. The new system allows horses to 
stand, be only mildly sedated and takes 
far less time. The end result is a three- 
dimensional image which can help veteri¬ 
narians diagnose, treat and perhaps even 
prevent injuries. 

The system connects ABB Robotics, a 
Michigan-based company specializing in 
industrial robots, with New York-based 
4DDI, an imaging and medical-device 
company that specializes in digital medi¬ 
cal imaging and horses at New Bolton in 
Kennett Square, Pa. 

The result is a medical-imaging system 
like no other in the world when it comes 
to horses. 

“We have some problems with CT 
scanning and our patients,” said Dr. 
Barbara Dallap Schaer, medical director at 
New Bolton. “It’s a fixed ring, and a par¬ 
ticular size. Our patients won’t necessarily 
lie stiU and be very quiet on the table, as 
you can imagine, so in many cases we 
have to anesthetize them and have them 
become completely immobilized so we 
can image parts of their anatomy. We’ve 
made plenty of progress with general 
anesthesia in large animals, but there are 
still some risks associated with it. The 
process of recovering from general anes¬ 
thesia is an athletic event for a horse.” 

Robotic digital imaging won’t require 
general anesthesia, wiU take far less time 
than traditional imaging (X-ray, fixed 
ring CT, MRIs) and deliver far more 
information. New Bolton installed two 
robotic-imaging systems: one in the 
treadmill facility (opening the door to 


in-motion scans) and a smaller version in 
the surgical facility. Much of the cost was 
paid for by a donation from the estate 
of Pennsylvania Thoroughbred breeder 
Mimi Thorington. 

Dr. Dean Richardson, chief of large 
animal surgery at New Bolton, sees many 
potential benefits when it comes to the 
Thoroughbred industry and talked with 
Mid-A^tlantic Thoroughbreds Clancy 
about the new technology. 

Doesn’t CT technology 
already exist for horses? 

We’ve been doing CT-guided surgery 
for some time now, but all it does is whet 
your appetite for what we could do more 
of if we had better, more sophisticated 
three-dimensional imaging. The problem 
is we have really big patients and they 
don’t fit in little tubes. The only part 
that fits are the little parts of their legs, 
which is great because that’s what I work 
on, but if you work on their neck or the 
upper parts of their legs, there are so 
many horizons out there that we need to 
investigate. 


How is this different? 

Instead of a tube, we have an X-ray 
emitter on one robot arm and an X-ray 
detector on the other robot arm. The 
computer takes hundreds of images and 
recomposes those so that you end up 
with a three-dimensional composition. 
That’s how a CT scan works. It’s 
individual images put together by a 
computer algorithm and you can end up 
with a true three-dimensional image. 

How can robots help 
racehorses? 

The single most common site of 
injury in the racehorse is the front 
fetlock. An enormous percentage of 
serious injuries involves a part of the 
distal cannon bone that is very difficult 
to get a true idea of what’s going on. We 
do bone scans, we do MRIs, we do CTs 
under anesthesia, but aU that is much 
more involved. MRI is very good, but the 
studies take an hour, two hours. This, to 
do a fedock, is going to take a minute. A 
minute. Then a little bit of time for the 
computer to fix it. 
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Could this become 
the new standard? 

This holds enormous promise in all 
kinds of avenues in equine medicine. 
When young Thoroughbreds are sold, 
every horse that has X-rays taken of it 
before it even goes to the sale. Those 
X-rays are very incomplete images, but 
they’re the standard. This holds the 
promise for more reliable and much, 
much more information. It wouldn’t sur¬ 
prise me that within 10 years this type of 
technology is commonplace enough that 
it could replace that type of radiography. 

Really? Scans made by robots 
could replace X-rays? 

There’s not going to be one of these 
on every street corner, but people used 
to say there will never be that many 
places that have fiber-optic endoscopes. 
Now, every vet on the planet has one. 
Then people said, WeU, they won’t have 
video’ and everyone has video now. 
Digital radiography is the best example. 
We were one of the first places in the 
United States (to have it) and it was like 
a matter of two years and everybody had 
it because it was that big a step forward. 
You couldn’t practice without digital 
radiography today. This is going to be 
slower than that, this obviously is a little 
more expensive and it’s not portable. But 
it’s pretty exciting. 

Can such imaging help 
prevent injuries? 

In the Thoroughbred industry, one 
of the foremost things wiU be to follow 
the disease progression of what’s called 
repetitive stress injury in the distal 
cannon bone of the racehorse. It’s also 
repetitive stress injury in the horse’s 
knee, in their hock. We’re just now 
recognizing certain injuries in the hock 
that are similar to what we’re seeing in 
the distal cannon bone and the knee, 
but certain parts of the hock you can’t 
diagnose without something like this. We 
feel very confident this technology has 
the potential to lessen the catastrophic 
injuries that occur at racetracks by 
identifying these pre-existing lesions that 
lead to catastrophic breakdowns much 
more easily. We’ll be able to do standing, 
three-dimensional imaging on their limbs 
in a matter of seconds or minutes.

Earned: A $50,000 bonus from the 
Maryland Jockey Club for his performance 
during Preakness Weekend, trainer Dale 
Romans. He won Friday’s Black-Eyed 
Susan with Go Maggie Go and finished 
second in Saturday’s Preakness with 
Cherry Wine. The MJC offered $100,000 
in bonus money to trainers who ran 
at least five horses in combined stakes 
and starter races Friday and Saturday. 

The trainer with the most points earned 
$50,000. Along with Go Maggie Go and 
Cherry Wine, Romans saddled Ma Can 
Do It to a second in the Black-Eyed 
Susan and Flying Tipat to a fourth in the 
GaUorette. Romans finished the weekend 
with 34 points. Mark Casse took second 
(worth $25,000) with 32 points, followed 
by Todd Pletcher with 31 points ($12,000). 
Romans is a regular at Pimlico in May 
and spoke highly of the Maryland track. 
Wou go into Churchill Downs (at 
Kentucky Derby time) and there’s so 
much pressure, there’s so many people. 
There’s just a different feeling to it. 

You’re in that boiler pot. Then it’s like 
the valve’s released when you come over 
here. We’re aU in the same barn or the 
barn next door. At the end of the day, 
aU of us are pretty much friends. We aU 
go to the events they put on and it just 
seems like it’s an easier time. This place is 
perfectly spotted and it’s a lot of fun.” 

Launched: A $280,000,10-month 
market and economic impact study of 
Pimlico Race Course, the Maryland 
Stadium Authority. The Stadium Authority 
will manage a study by Crossroads 
Consulting to evaluate Pimlico’s ability 
to serve as a permanent home for the 
Preakness Stakes. Pimlico has been the 
home of the Preakness since 1873. 

Named: A “PiUar of the Turf” by 
the National Museum of Racing’s HaU 
of Fame, William Woodward Sr., whose 
Maryland-based Belair Stud was one of 
the world’s leading Thoroughbred farms. 
Woodward inherited Belair from his uncle 
James T. Woodward, who died in 1910. 
Woodward bred and raced Triple Crown 
winners Gallant Fox and Omaha in a 
career that included the breeding of 101 
stakes winners, seven American champions

including the two Triple Crown winners 
and the great Nashua, five HaU of Famers 
and four European champions. Woodward 
was chairman of The Jockey Club from 
1930-’50, and convinced England’s Jockey 
Club to include American Thoroughbreds 
in its General Stud Book. Woodward 
and Kentucky breeder Arthur B. “BuU” 
Hancock Jr. join the Pillars of the Turf 
category, which honors individuals who 
have made extraordinary contributions 
to Thoroughbred racing in a leadership 
or pioneering capacity at the highest 
national level. They wiU be inducted 
Aug. 12 along with racehorses Rachel 
Alexandra, Tom OchUtree and Zenyatta; 
jockeys Ramon Dominguez and Wayne 
Wright; and trainer Steve Asmussen.

PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



W ar horse. It’s a hot button term 
in the racing industry, meant to 
denote a Thoroughbred with a 
lengthy—and most often blue-coUar— 
history on the track. Statistics can 
frequendy list starts in triple digits, and 
bankrolls of a few hundred thousand 
dollars are not uncommon. 

Should the concept ever seek a poster 
boy, it can look no further than Irish 
Majesty. The 13-year-old son of Arch 
from the His Majesty mare Joy of Ireland 
has a race record resembling the rap sheet 
of a career criminal. From his first start 
as a 2-year-old in 2005 to his final outing 
at 10 in 2013, the bay gelding entered 
the gate 102 times. He inked a resume 
of 18-22-10 while earning $526,052. As 
is often the case with such seasoned 
veterans, the horse who finished fifth 


behind Deputy Glitters and Bluegrass Cat 
in the 2006 Tampa Bay Derby-G3 ran his 
last race for a $4,000 claiming tag at Penn 
National. 

The space between was fiUed with 
trainer and owner changes that placed 
him in some of the top barns on the New 
York circuit. Bred in Kentucky by Phillips 
Racing Partnership, he was purchased 
as a short yearling for $25,000 by Ken 
and Sarah Ramsey from the Keeneland 
January mixed sale in 2004. Sent to the 
barn of Dale Romans, Irish Majesty lost 
three starts as a juvenile, breaking his 
maiden in the second start of his 3-year- 
old campaign. The connections thought 
enough of him to try for black type and 
protect him in allowance company until 
the second start of his 4-year-old season. 
He was immediately claimed for $20,000 


at Gulfstream Park by Norman Pointer 
for Roy and Alma Lomas. . . and the 
revolving door was set in motion. 

After only two starts for Pointer, Irish 
Majesty was claimed by Rick Dutrow 
($35,000) for Sullivan Lane Stable and 
Vincent Scuderi in April 2007. For Dutrow, 
Irish Majesty won a $50,000 claimer at 
Saratoga that August. 

Five months later, Gary Contessa and 
Winning Move Stable took the horse for 
$40,000 at Aqueduct. He won a starter 
handicap and ran well in allowance 
company. Dropped in for $35,000 at 
Belmont in September 2008, he was 
immediately claimed again—this time by 
David Duggan for Louis Zito. 

After seven starts for Duggan and Zito, 
Bruce Brown dropped a $25,000 slip for 
Mike Repole at Aqueduct in March 2009. 
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A month later, Irish Majesty made his first 
start for his new barn in a $12,500 claimer. 
He won that one and was haltered by 
David Jacobson for Jacobson Racing. 

During August 2009, Jacobson ran the 
horse four times at Finger Lakes. The 
trainer of record was Oscar Barrera Jr. 

The following month, Irish Majesty was 
back at Belmont, running under 
Jacobson’s name for a $7,500 claiming 
price. And just three weeks after that, 
trainer Bruce Alexander and owner James 
Riccio got him for $5,000 at Meadowlands. 
His only start for Alexander and Riccio 
was a winning one. William E. Hamer Sr. 
claimed the horse for Carlo Dethomasi 
for $5,000 in November 2009. Six-year- 
old Irish Majesty had been to the gate 18 
times that year, winning four. 

Dethomasi moved the horse to the 
barn of Cal Lynch midway through 
2010, and he strung together a four- 
race winning streak at Parx Racing from 
November 2010 to February 2011. But 
the claiming slips continued to drop 
like leaves off the autumn trees: Ney 
Pessanha in June 2011; Steve Cardone 
in August 2011; Richard Alexander in 
December 2011. 

At Penn National on May 9, 2012, 

Irish Majesty was claimed for the final 
time when Allan Shuchman took him for 
himself That race would also prove to be 
his final career win. Shuchman kept the 
horse busy in the claiming ranks at Penn 
until his final outing in August 2013. He 
finished a dismal 10th, running for $4,000. 

Irish Majesty had by then come to 
the attention of two rescue advocates 
in the region. Sue Smith of CANTER 
Pennsylvania contacted Bev Strauss 
of MidAtlantic Horse Rescue, relaying 
that the 10-year-old needed to get off 
the racetrack, but the price was firm 
at $1,000. At around that same time, 
journalist/blogger Dan Tordjman ran an 
online fundraising challenge in honor of 
Monzante, the 9-year-old graded stakes 
winner who was euthanized at Evangeline 
Downs after breaking down in a $4,000 
claiming race in July 2013. 

'Tt was called the MMFC-Monzante 
Memorial Fundraising Challenge. 
Monzante was a horse who’d competed 
at the highest levels,” Tordjman said. 

''He’d had aU the trademark signs, had 
been pulled up in his previous race. 

There was a big outcry on social media 


after he broke down. I do have a fairly 
big following, and so many people had 
reached out to me and wanted to raise 
awareness. So we thought we’d get some 
people together and cause a little bit of 
a stir by raising money for these rescues 
to help these horses. It really just kind of 
snowballed; within a 10-day period I’d had 
close to a dozen different rescues reach 
out and say they wanted to participate. We 
challenged people from aU over the U.S. 
and Canada to raise money for their local 
rescues. I was living in Silver Spring, Md., 
at the time so I chose MAHR.” 

Tordjman’s efforts raised $2,030, and 
he sent a check to Strauss. 

"Dan’s check was used to buy Irish 
Majesty and ship him here to MAHR. 
When he came in, he fell apart physically 
and mentally. It took months and months 
before he started to come around.” 

A friend of Strauss’ named Judy Ochs 
had been watching Irish Majesty online 
and made him her project. 

"She would come and visit with him, 
only give him as much attention as he 
wanted. He realized that nothing was 
going to be asked of him, and gradually 
started looking for her visits,” Strauss 
said. "She would maybe groom him, lead 
him around the farm, or just feed him 
carrots—basically let him do whatever he 
wanted to do—then he started wanting to 
do more with us.” 

In May 2015 Jane Rhoades, a joint 
master of the Wicomico Hunt on 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore, made the trip 
up to MAHR in search of a hunter. 

"When Jane came to look for a hunt 
horse, she watched a few go but kept 
looking at Irish. He wasn’t quite ready 
for adoption. We warned her he could be 
strong at the canter, but she knew he was 
the one. She hopped on him and rode 
him at a walk and trot and decided to 
adopt him.” 


"There was something about him I just 
liked,” Rhoades said. "When I saw him go, 
I knew he was unhappy about something. 
Then when I got on him, after I’d ridden 
for maybe five minutes, he decided that 
maybe I was OK. And he just dropped 
that head and went straight to walking like 
he was really going somewhere. I like a 
horse to walk that way. I said 'I really like 
him.’ So that was how I ended up getting 
him.” 

Rhoades knew nothing about the 
gelding’s past. It wasn’t until she got 
him home to her farm in Denton, Md., 
that she had a look at his papers and 
researched his history. Given aU he’d been 
through, she was even more impressed 
with his kind, willing attitude. 

The daughter of a Pennsylvania 
huntsman, Rhoades grew up riding 
Thoroughbreds. Now in her 70s, she rides 
regularly and very rarely, if ever, misses 
the opportunity to foxhunt. 

"Hunting is my life—that’s all I want to 
do. I’ve ridden a lot of ex-racehorses and 
I find him very kind and very smart. He’s 
a very forward, very willing horse. You 
just let him do what he’s going to do. He 
doesn’t shy, he goes over the countryside, 
through the woods, with deer running 
aU about. Water, ditches, whatever. You 
just go along and encourage him and he 
goes great. He doesn’t like anyone on his 
mouth. If you ride him gently, if you just 
trust him, you’re fine. Irish is a gentleman. 
He’ll stay on this farm with me now. . . 
he’ll be buried on this farm.” 

"When you step back and you look at 
this horse’s story,” Tordjman said, "it’s 
powerful because it proved that people 
do care and will give everything they 
have to save a horse from a fate like 
Monzante. All of these horses deserve 
the opportunity to live the life that Irish 
Majesty now has.” ^

Preakness path 
goes through 
Maryland racing 
for Desormeauxs 


C harlie Hadry, who would have a 
major role in any production call¬ 
ing for a Maryland Thoroughbred 
trainer, was dying. He’d gone to the barn 
one last time, checked his last leg, talked to 
his last jockey, made his last set list, hired 
his last hotwalker. Hopefully, he thought 
about Private Terms, Finder’s Choice, 
Military Look, Light Spirits, maybe even 
good old St. Brendan and P Day. 

At some point, he talked to his son 
Charlie “Junior” Hadry and asked a simple 
question. 

“Where’s Kent?” he asked. “How’s he 
doing?” 

This was winter 2003, and Kent Desor- 
meaux was a fixture in the California 
jockey colony. On the way up, in Maryland 
in the late 1980s, he rode regularly for the 
Hadry barn. The boisterous Cajun and the 
taciturn Marylander hit it off With Hadry 
fighting cancer, his son made a phone call. 

“Dad really wants to see you,” the 
younger Hadry told Desormeaux. 

“Junior, PU get on the red eye and be 
there tomorrow,” the jockey responded. 

And he was. Desormeaux, who would 
go into the Hall of Fame the next year, 
flew back to Maryland to see Hadry—who 
died a few days later—one last time. 

“My dad could still talk and see and 
understand a little,” Hadry said shortly 
after Desormeaux won the Preakness with 
Exaggerator. “One of his last wishes was 
he wanted to know where Kent was. I 
picked Kent up at the airport and he saw 
my dad. PU never forget that. It shows you 
the heart the boy has.” 

And then some. One moment does 
not a life make, but Desormeaux’s past 
in Maryland was on the minds of lots of 
people around Preakness time. The jockey 
spent three fuU seasons in Maryland—lead¬ 
ing the nation in victories with 450 in 1987, 
474 in 1988 and a record 598 in 1989. 

Desormeaux and Hadry won 179 races 
together according to Jockey Club statis¬ 


tics, and won at a 24-percent clip—weU 
above career marks of 16 percent (Hadry) 
and 19 percent (Desormeaux). They won 
important races together, including five 
stakes with Private Terms. They won not- 
so-important races together, including 76 
maiden contests. They teamed up as early 
as 1987, when Bal Du Bois won the 1987 
Flirtation Stakes at Pimlico. Desormeaux 
jetted in for the 1992 Maryland Million, 
and won the Nursery with Hadry’s Military 
Look. He came back the next year to team 
up and win the Sprint. 

The partnership involved more than 
legs-up, however. 

“My dad reaUy took Kent in like another 
son,” said Hadry. “The relationship was 
unreal, really strong. Kent won for every¬ 
body, but with Dad there was more to it.” 

I bet they’d have some talk now. 

More than 13 years after Hadry passed 
away, Desormeaux and his brother Keith- 
Hadry’s assistant trainer for a year—won 
the Preakness with Exaggerator. 

And much of Maryland smiled. 

“I was here when he won the Preakness 
with Real Quiet (in 1998),” said Jamie Ryan, 
Desormeaux’s valet in the jocks’ room 
at Pimlico. “I was in the winner’s circle, 
everything. It was the best. It makes my 
year to be part of something like this. You 
understand? It’s huge, just foUow it. Him 
coming back to Maryland. . . he was a kid 
who came here. . . he rented a room in a 
basement. Now he wins the race with his 
brother? It’s amazing.” 

Charlie Hadry would be proud, and 
Maryland should be too. 

You don’t get to the top (and the 
Preakness is that) in racing without a 
decent place to start—to learn, to make 
mistakes, to connect with people, to put 
your hands on quality horses, to watch 
established horsemen work. 

And Maryland has long been that place.

Exaggerator upends Derby winner 
Nyquist in sloppy Preakness Stakes

K eith Desormeaux saw a visitor walk 
up the shedrow and say hello to the 
sleepy dark bay horse in Stall 21 of 
the Pimlico Stakes Barn. 

“Hey buddy, how are you?” the visitor 
said in a soothing tone. “You have any idea 
what’s coming in a couple of days? What a 
dude you are. Aww, come here.” 

Already hanging his head over the web¬ 
bing in the half-nap of a lazy morning, 
Exaggerator took the compliments, the 
nose rub and the pep talk without really 
stirring. If a care in the world lurked 
behind those brown eyes or beneath those 
perfect Thoroughbred ears, he didn’t show 
it. The visitor gave the horse a face hug as 
Desormeaux smiled and cringed just a bit. 

“Watch him now, watch him,” the train¬ 
er cautioned. 

Desormeaux issued the warning about a 
sneaky bite—which never came—but might 
also have been talking about the $1.5 mil¬ 
lion Preakness-Gl two days in the future. 

Because Exaggerator made everybody 
watch that day. 

Owned by Big Chief Racing, Head of 
Plains Partners, Rocker O Ranch and part¬ 
ners including Kentucky stallion operation 
WinStar Farm, Exaggerator knocked off 
undefeated Kentucky Derby-G1 winner 
Nyquist and nine others on a gray, rainy, 
chnied, record-setting day at Baltimore’s 
Pimlico Race Course May 21. The victory 
was part homecoming for Desormeaux 
and his brother/jockey Kent, Louisiana- 
born but Maryland-learned when it comes 
to racing, and all coming-out party for 
Exaggerator—who vanquished Nyquist 
after losing four prior meetings. 

The 5-2 second choice covered iyi6 
miles in 1:58.31 on a sloppy track, leaving 
17-1 Cherry Wine 3A lengths behind in 
second and 4-5 favorite Nyquist a nose 


back in third. The aU-day rain did litde to 
diminish the impact of the race, or the 
14-race card put on by the Maryland Jockey 
Club, as the attendance of 135,256 and the 
total handle of $94,127,434 set records. 

Second to Nyquist in the Derby May 7, 
Exaggerator thrived during the two weeks 
between races and his trainer never hesi¬ 
tated to talk about it. 

“He’s running on a high level right 
now,” Desormeaux said while walking 
through the stable area Thursday morn¬ 
ing. “Everyone asks whether we can beat 
Nyquist or not, and why. I think it’s because 
of his ability to rebound, because of his 
make-up. It’s him. I’m not here out of 
a lack of respect for Nyquist. Last year, 
American Pharoah looked totally dominant 
in his races and he stiU attracted a big field.” 

Desormeaux was confident in his 
horse’s ability to handle the quick turn¬ 
around, to rise up on a big stage, to improve 
under demanding circumstances. And had 
the example to cite. In 2015, Exaggerator 
won the Saratoga Special-G2 after traveling 
2,800 miles from California to upstate New 
York—only some of it by airplane. 

“We couldn’t get a flight to New York,” 
Desormeaux said. “He flew to Lexington 
on Wednesday, stayed the night and got on 
a van Thursday to ship to Saratoga. That 
was 15 hours I think. He had the constitu¬ 
tion to fly, to ship, rebound from that and 
win a race as a 2-year-old on Saturday. That 
shows you what he can do. 

“The good ones have a different metab¬ 
olism maybe. They run on a different level. 
They show it with their physical being, their 
presence. And he glows, man. It’s not like 
I’m doing anything crazy. It’s fun to give it 
a shot.” 

Across the parking lot, Nyquist looked 
like anything but a target. Sent to Maryland 


early by trainer Doug O’Neill, the son of 
Uncle Mo alternated jog days with gal¬ 
lop days on the track during Preakness 
Week—doing so with the aplomb of an 
unbeaten 2-year-old champion, Derby win¬ 
ner and potential Triple Crown repeater 
after American Pharoah’s drought-busting 
sweep in 2015. 

Owned by Reddam Racing, Nyquist 
entered the Derby off just two preps 
as a 3-year-old and won by a comfort¬ 
able VA lengths as the 5-2 favorite in a 
field of 20. The Preakness beckoned next 
and it was difficult to find reasons for 
negativity as Reddam, O’Neill and jockey 
Mario Gutierrez tried to duplicate I’ll Have 
Another’s win from 2012. 

“That was perfect,” said O’Neill, after 
watching Nyquist gallop Thursday morn¬ 
ing from the press box porch. “Two- 
minute lick aU the way around there. Good 
horses just give you a different feeling 
when you watch them do that.” 

Rival trainer Dale Romans watched the 
same gallop, and quipped to O’Neill, “I 
just figured out what 20 percent of $1.5 
milli on is.” 

As it turned out, the Romans-trained 
Cherry Wine collected the $300,000 for 
second. Nyquist settled for third money of 
$165,000 (11 percent). 

Rain, Rain, Rain 

After sunshine and easy breezes for 
Black-Eyed Susan Day, the weather spirits 
took some ransom on the Preakness card- 
delivering overnight rain, more gray clouds 
than a truck-stop parking lot and plenty of 
water. The track turned sloppy in a hurry 
and stayed there, even with a brief mid-day 
respite from the rain. Though nothing like 
the flash storm that blew through at post 
time in 2015, the weather played a role.

Nyquist came into the race with one 
start on a track labeled anything but fast, 
and that was a romp on a good Gulfstream 
Park strip for the Florida Derby-Gl. Con¬ 
versely, Exaggerator won the Santa Anita 
Derby-Gl on a sloppy track as a 3-year-old 
and the Delta Downs Jackpot-G3 on a 
muddy track as a 2-year-old. 

Perhaps more importantly, Kent Desor¬ 
meaux—who came into the race with 649 
wins at Pimlico-did some pre-race home¬ 
work. 

“I walked the course with him. You 
know what those terms mean?” the jockey 
asked afterward. 

No, he did not get his boots dirty. 
Desormeaux let Exaggerator meander in 
the post parade-inside, outside, middle— 
and found some relief from the ooze and 
goo. 

'd thought the fastest spot was like two 
off the fence.” 

Pretty much everyone else at Pimlico 
thought the outside was the best part of 
the track, and the differences of opinion 
became immediately clear when starter 
Bruce Wagner sent the field on its way. 


From post five, Exaggerator broke with 
the others but worked his way toward the 
rail as Desormeaux looked over his left 
shoulder for room. He had plenty. 

“When Pm going down the frontside 
the first time, everybody was fighting to get 
off the fence,” the jockey said. “I was like. 
What are they doing?’ ” 


From a clubhouse box, Keith Desor¬ 
meaux asked the same question—about his 
brother and his horse. 

“I wanted to strangle him when I saw 
him go to the rail,” he said. “I was, like, 
damn, he didn’t ride a race today. This is 
the only race he rode today, and I was, 
like, all these other jockeys realize that it’s

a quagmire down on the rail, and Fm, like, 
what’s he doing? . . . this is why he’s in the 
Hall of Fame. Those kind of decisions.” 

In front of Exaggerator, a race—a trap — 
developed. 

From stall two, longshot Uncle Lino 
blasted to the front for Fernando Perez. 
Two paths to his outside. Awesome Speed 
responded to Jevian Toledo’s urging and 
made a play for the lead. Between them, 
Nyquist also rode a sharp move to the 
front as Gutierrez nudged the favorite 
from the gate. Past the finish line the first 


time, Nyquist led Uncle Lino by a neck 
with Awesome Speed another neck behind 
in third. Exaggerator was eighth and as 
close to the rail as anyone in the field of 11. 

“I always gig him because he breaks tre¬ 
mendously,” Desormeaux said of the start, 
'd pop him a couple of times in the mouth, 
just a couple of times, and he comes off 
the bridle. The Derby I did it more than 
twice and today I only did it twice because 
I didn’t think they were going that fast. I let 
him roU to the wire and then picked him up 
and asked him to wait.” 


Nyquist led through a first quarter-mile 
in :22.38, and had company from Uncle 
Lino to the inside. Awesome Speed sat 
third, followed by Collected and Stradivari. 
Seventh and pulling, Exaggerator waited— 
stiU inside everyone. After a half in :46.56, 
Nyquist led against pressure from aU sides 
as Collected joined the group four wide. 
Behind them, Stradivari loomed with 
Exaggerator sixth, close, inside and on 
hold. Six furlongs went by in 1:11.97. 

“He totally dragged me to the three- 
eighths pole and then I had to slow him 
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down and wait for space,” Desormeaux 
said. “It was there, but I didn’t want it 
because it was way too soon. He got me 
there so easy, man-wow-floating.” 

Desormeaux stayed on the rail for 
nearly the whole turn, drafting to third 
behind Uncle Lino and Nyquist without 
doing a thing. Just before the quarter pole, 
Exaggerator came out from behind the 
two leaders-his first strides with a horse 
on his left since the start—and swarmed 
Nyquist. By midstretch, Exaggerator was 
back in the two path and drawing clear. 
Cherry Wine rallied late and inside to catch 
Nyquist for second. 

The victory was Desormeaux’s third as 
a Preakness jockey—following Real Quiet 
in 1998 and Big Brown 10 years later to 
go with three Kentucky Derby wins, a 
Belmont Stakes win and some 5,700 more 
in a career that started in 1986. 

The jockey’s brother was saddling his 
first Preakness starter, also his first Derby 
starter, in a training career that began in 
1988 and meandered in all directions only 
to find a new level in 2013 with career peaks 
in wins (51) and earnings ($1.3 million). He 
won his first graded stakes, with Ive Struck 
a Nerve, that year and has been on a roll 
ever since. Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl win¬ 
ner Texas Red came on board in 2014 and 
was soon followed by Exaggerator. 

Keith Desormeaux spent $110,000 to 
buy Exaggerator for Big Chief Racing as 
a yearling at Keeneland September 2014. 
The son of Curlin and the Vindication 
mare Dawn Raid—bred in Kentucky by 
Joseph Murphy of Stoneleigh Farm—made 
his debut last June, finishing fifth behind 
Nyquist in a 5-furlong maiden special. 
Stretched a furlong at Del Mar in July, 
Exaggerator won and repeated the vic¬ 
tory when shipped east for the Saratoga 
Special-G2 in August. He was second to 
Brody’s Cause in the Grade 1 Breeders’ 
Futurity and fourth behind Nyquist in 
the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl, both at 
Keeneland, then capped his 2-year-old 
season with a win in the $1 million Delta 
Downs Jackpot. 

Exaggerator began his 3-year-old 
campaign with a second (to Nyquist) in 
the San Vicente-G2, then a third in the 
San Felipe-G2 and a win (with Nyquist 
in Florida) in the Santa Anita Derby. 
Nyquist made it 4-0 against Exaggerator 
in the Kentucky Derby. Two weeks later 
in the Preakness, everything was different. 
Exaggerator didn’t get as far back, Nyquist 
set a pressured pace, rain made the track 
sloppy. Two days afterward, Nyquist was 
off the Triple Crown trail with a fever and 
an elevated white blood cell count while 



Exaggerator was being pointed for the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

The Beginning 

Like aU horses, Exaggerator’s story 
starts rather simply. He was one of three 
foals born in 2013 at Stoneleigh near Paris, 
Ky. Nicknamed Buster by manager Kim¬ 
berly McCormack, the colt with big ears he 
needed to grow into made himself a home. 

“He was always really playful and I 
never had a lot of problems with him,” 
said McCormack. “He was always nippy 
and I know he stiU is to this day. He was 
always a nice colt, never real awkward, 
never difficult, very sure of himself more 
than anything.” 

Early on, McCormack said she rec¬ 
ognized a class about the Curlin—Dawn 
Raid colt, whose favorite things growing 
up were napping and playing with a Jolly 
Ball horse toy. 

“You can just teU the confident babies 
and he was like that,” she said. “He’d be 
like, d’m kind of a deal.’” 

McCormack fed that opinion, literally 
and figuratively. 

“You know how they come inside to 
prep for the sale?” she said. “Well, he’d be 
lying down taking a nap and you’d bring 
the bucket in to feed him and he’d look at 
you like 'No, it’s nap time. You can feed me 
lying down. Just leave it here by my head.’ 
The first few times I took his temp, but he 
was fine. He did it every single day and on 
my day off I’d get the phone call, 'He’s eat¬ 
ing food lying down.’” 

That’s just the way Buster did it. 

After prepping with McCormack at 
Stoneleigh, Exaggerator went to Keeneland 
September. Part of the Warrendale Sales 
consignment, he brought $110,000. The 
horsewoman hated to see the colt leave, 
but has been around long enough to know 
that this is her job. She foals them, raises 
them, preps them and says goodbye. 

Not quite two years later, he was on 
NBC getting talked about by Bob Costas.

“I can’t believe people know this horse, 
people know my Buster,” she said. “It’s 
surreal. I see him on TV, he’s a big shot. I 
raised this horse. We have five broodmares. 
We had three babies that year. We hand 
raise them. I do everything myself with 
the exception of one other part-time girl. I 
love it. It’s like watching one of your own 
do something great.” 

Exaggerator eats standing up now, has 
raced at seven tracks in five states, been 
sold and re-sold as a racehorse and a stal¬ 
lion prospect to some of the biggest names 
in Thoroughbred racing. His dam delivered 
a full-sister this year (which Stoneleigh may 
keep) and was carrying a fiUy by Medaglia 
d’Oro for 2017. 

But he’ll always be Buster. 

“My family follows him—my parents, 
my niece and nephew, my sisters—and when 
he runs, we say 'Go Buster,’” McCormack 
said. “We just remember a goofy horse play¬ 
ing with his JoUy Ball and eating lying down.” 

It must have been something to

Parx-based Allard, Always Sunshine 
knock off stars in Preakness Day sprint

B ig-name trainers Rudy Rodrigues, Steve Asmussen and David 
Jacobson sent horses to Pimlico for the $150,000 Maryland 
Sprint-G3 on Preakness Day But Ned Allard, who came into the 
day with 23 starts this year, sent them home with consolation prizes when 
Always Sunshine won the 6-furlong stakes. 

Allard’s first graded stakes win since 2004 showcased a potential sprint 
star, who collected his fifth win in 11 starts for owner/breeder Gilbert 


Campbell. 

“He beat some older horses [last year] 
and he did it very nicely,” said AUard, based 
at Parx Racing. “Today he was being tested 
again, but he’s one of those horses that 
trains like a good horse, acts like a good 
horse and now he has to go out and prove 
it but he’s on his way to doing that.” 

At Pimlico, the 4-year-old stalked the 
Asmussen-trained Cinco Charlie through 
a quarter-mile in :23.54 and a half in 
:46.75 and swarmed past in the stretch 
to win by 2 V 2 lengths in 1:10.49 over a 
muddy track. All Star Red finished second 
for Rodriguez, while Rockinn On Bye 
finished third for Maryland-based Steve 
Casey. Favorite Salutos Amigos wound 
up fifth for Jacobson while Cinco Charlie 
faded to sixth. 


A son of deceased Florida stallion West 
Acre, Always Sunshine won for the second 
time in 2016 after opening the year with 
a second to Salutos Amigos in the Tom 
Fool Handicap-G3 at Aqueduct in March. 
The Florida-bred got stuck at Parx because 
of the herpesvirus quarantine, but won an 
allowance by 11 !/2 lengths in April. 

Frankie Pennington, aboard for the 
fifth consecutive time, was impressed by 
that effort and excited for Pimlico once the 
quarantine ended. 

“I came here today saying ‘They’ve got 
to run to beat him,’” said the jockey, who 
improved his record to four wins and a sec¬ 
ond in five rides aboard Always Sunshine. 
“He’s such a big horse that you’ve got to 
kind of keep his mind in it but once he gets 


his mind set on something he’s aU focused. 
He took off in the stretch. [Allard] does a 
phenomenal job with his horses.” 

Allard, who trained HaU of Famer 
and champion Mom’s Command in the 
1980s, credited his horse’s maturity with 
the recent success. 

“In the beginning he was a little awk¬ 
ward,” he said. “He didn’t like dirt in his 
face, he didn’t like being in a bad spot and 
then he kind of got over aU of that. He’s 
just gotten very professional.” 

Campbell bought Always Sunshine’s 
dam Sunny Again for $20,000 as 2-year- 
old. The Awesome Again mare never 
started, but produced eight winners from 
as many starters and five full-siblings to 
Always Sunshine. 

Ship-shape 

RandaU Lowe wore the look of serious 
concern as he stood, out of the rain, next 
to an empty saddling stall in the paddock 
about 20 minutes before the $100,000 The 
Very One Stakes. 

“I’m just a little nervous,” Lowe said, 
emphasizing the little even though he 
didn’t need to. 

A few minutes later Lady Shipman, a 
daughter of Midshipman Lowe bred and 
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Always Sunshine splashes toward the finish with a win in the Maryland Sprint for owner/breeder Gilbert Campbell and trainer Ned Allard. 


races in the name of his Ranlo Investments, 
arrived and took her place in the stall. 

Lady Shipman was as composed as can 
be despite the supercharged atmosphere 
of the packed paddock before the 5-fur¬ 
long stakes and didn’t even get roiled up 
when the mare in the next stall, longshot 
Moldavite, sent a valet and others scur¬ 
rying when she smashed herself into the 
stall wall. 

A bit later with his prized homebred 
tacked up and waiting to go to the track. 


Lowe stood inches from Lady Shipman’s 
muzzle and whispered a few words to the 
chestnut filly. 

“Not to say I’m not a little bit crazy, but 
I always talk to her,” Lowe joked. “I teU 
her to protect herself in a race, that ‘you’ve 
got a target on your back, you never know 
what will happen,’ stuff like that.” 

Lady Shipman indeed had a target on 
her back-an eight-time stakes winner bet 
down to 2-5 against 11 opponents—and 
she not only protected herself but her glis¬ 


tening resume with a victory that proved 
she’s every bit as professional on the race¬ 
track as she is in the paddock. Ridden by 
Joel Rosario, Lady Shipman overcame her 
extreme outside post to win by 2 A lengths 
from Joya Real and Exaggerated, who were 
separated by a head for second and third. 

“I couldn’t be any prouder,” said Lowe, 
who watched the race from the front row 
of the owners’ box area with an NBC 
Sports Network camera chronicling his 
every move. “She can run on anything and 
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Odds-on favorite Lady Shipman (maroon siiks) charges through the stretch-and scatters two birds-in the $100,000 The Very One Stakes. 


we still haven’t seen her best yet. We believe 
there’s a lot more in the tank.” 

Rosario admitted to being a bit privy to 
how much Lady Shipman had in the tank 
before he rode her at Pimlico. He raced 
against her in her last start, the $100,000 
License Fee Stakes May 1 at Belmont Park, 
and actually led briefly aboard Shrinking 
Violet. Lady Shipman wound up winning 
the 6-furlong stakes by 2^4 lengths in 
1:07.49, a time jockey Irad Ortiz Jr. told 
Lowe could have been faster if the course 
wasn’t “slippery” because of rainy condi¬ 
tions. 

“Last time when she won at Belmont I 
was on the leader,” Rosario said. “She was 
closing on me a little bit and then turning 
for home she just said, TVdios.’ I’m so glad 
they gave me the opportunity to be on her 
this time.” 

Lady Shipman tracked the speed of 
Everything Lovely and Exaggerated early 
before taking the lead turning for home 
and drawing clear with authority. She won 
in :57.85, a quick time on the saturated turf 
course. 

“I was a little bit concerned, especially 
when [Everything Lovely] opened up on 
us,” Lowe said. “At the same time I knew 
she was coming, all he had to do was ask 
her. Joel Rosario told me she has such an 
unbelievable kick to her. Just went right on 
by as if the horse was standing stiU.” 

Marengo Road upsets Murphy 

Mike Trombetta finished one last inter¬ 
view, spun around on his heel, clapped 


his hands and asked a small group waiting 
the all-important question after Marengo 
Road upset the $100,000 James W Murphy 
Stakes. 

“OK, who bet?” Trombetta inquired, 
immediately getting the answer in the form 
of two arms raised in the air from the 
youngest members of his waiting mini¬ 
entourage. “Great, way to support the 
team.” 

Trombetta’s supporters and others who 
backed Marengo Road were richly reward¬ 
ed for their faith as the son of Quality 
Road returned $33.80 as the third longest 
shot on the board of the nine starters in 
the Murphy. 

Marengo Road won by IV 4 lengths for 
his second stakes win in his last three starts 
and his fourth victory from 10 career out¬ 
ings. Trombetta put Marengo Road back 
on the grass after six consecutive starts 
on the main track, including a win in the 
Miracle Wood Stakes in mid-February and 
a fourth behind Preakness starter Abiding 
Star in the Private Terms in mid-March, 
both at Laurel. 

Trombetta considered the April 9 
Federico Tesio, on dirt, for Marengo Road’s 
next start but that plan didn’t materialize. 

“The race we were scheduled to run in, 
he came up sick two days before the race,” 
Trombetta said. “That was the last stakes at 
Laurel. We took a step back, we regrouped, 
started over and that pointed us to this 
weekend. We wanted to stay local. 

“He wasn’t eligible for the Sir Barton 
[later on the Preakness card] because he 
already won a stakes, so this was the logical 


spot for him and it worked out aU right. . . 
Now I’m leaning toward keeping him on 
the grass.” 

Familiar team for Chick Lang 

Justin Casse called Justin Zayat before a 
colt by Zensational went through the ring 
at the 2013 Keeneland November sale with 
an intriguing proposition. 

“I really love this Zensational wean¬ 
ling,” said Casse. 

Zayat didn’t hesitate and replied, 
“Come on Justin, we’ve got hundreds of 
Zensationals. We own the dad.” 

Casse didn’t back down, and said, “This 
is a really good one.” 

Zayat called his father Ahmed, told him 
the gray colt really needed to join the band 
at Zayat Stables. 

“We rarely buy horses as weanlings but 
he called me,” said Justin Zayat. “So I told 
my father we needed to buy him and got 
the go-ahead.” 

Casse—who has known Justin Zayat 
since he was a teenager-made a strong 
case, and Zayat purchased the colt privately 
after he left the ring unsold at $130,000. 
The next issue was coming up with a name. 

“For a while we were like, what are we 
going to name this horse?’” Casse said. 
“We were throwing all kinds of names out 
there and finally we were just like, what 
about Justin Squared?’ It stuck. Then a 
little while ago, up in the boxes, I said, 
if he wins we both have to lead him in 
together.’ ”

A few minutes after Casse made that 
statement both young men were on either 
side of the now fully grown Zensational 
colt, who made his stakes debut look 
easy defeating six others in the $100,000 
Chick Lang Stakes. Trained by Bob Baffert, 
Justin Squared won by 2 lengths over 
Counterforce in 1:11.41 under Martin 
Pedroza. 

The sight of the turquoise and gold 
colors of Zayat Stables in the Pimlico 
winner’s circle came a year removed from 
eventual Triple Crown winner American 
Pharoah’s victory in last year’s Preakness, 
a moment not lost on one of the Justins. 

“Winner’s circle, Preakness Day, the 1 
hole, same result, it couldn’t be better,” 
Justin Zayat said. “He’s a very exciting colt; 
hopefuUy he’U have a good summer. And 
he’s a good poster boy [for the sire] with 
hopefully more accolades in his future. 
Bob’s done a great job with him and 
Martin Pedroza comes off and says, ‘this 
is my next Private Zone.’ I said, ‘from your 
mouth to God’s ears.’” 

Get the Money 

To say Ron HiUerich knows a thing or 
two about the family of Mizz Money sim¬ 
ply would be incorrect. 

It’s perhaps more appropriate to say 
he knows three things, because he’s been 
involved in breeding three generations of 
the winner of the GaUorette Handicap-G3 
for her second career graded stakes victory. 

“We’ve owned the family, and it’s been 
wonderful for us,” HiUerich said after the 
4-year-old daughter of Mizzen Mast won 
the $150,000 GaUorette for his HiUerich 
Racing, LTB Inc. and Bernie FUnt, who 
also trains the gray or roan fiUy 

Mizz Money’s pedigree goes way back 
with HiUerich and FUnt, who added his 
second graded stakes win on the sea¬ 
son to go with Brooklynsway’s victory in 
the Doubledogdare Stakes-G3 in AprU at 
Keeneland. 

Mizz Money is out of AbbeyviUe Miss, 
who was bred by Conway and HiUerich Rac¬ 
ing and FUnt but never raced. AbbeyviUe 
Miss is out Skye Cashes, who ran one time 
and was also bred by Conway and HiUerich 
Racing and later sold for $250,000 in 
foal to Unbridled’s Song at Keeneland 
November in 2007. Skye Castles is out of 
My Sea Castles, who raced for Conway and 
HiUerich Racing with FUnt as the trainer, 
and won four of seven including three 
stakes. 

FUnt bought My Sea Castles as a 2-year- 
old for $28,000, sent her out to earn 
$173,504 and was involved in her sale for

Mizz Money and Javier Castellano 
stalked the pace early, took over from 
Josdesanimaux in the stretch and just bare¬ 
ly held off 76-1 longshot Vieisaim in the 
last jump to win by a head. Heath was 
another nose back in third with 9-5 favorite 
Tiger Ride a non-threatening eighth in the 
field of 11. 

'We bred this mare, we’ve got three 
generations and she’s absolutely won¬ 
derful,” Flint said. “She came up here 
like a champion on the van, came here 
Wednesday night, walked Thursday, went 
to the track Friday and today she ran. 
That’s asking a lot of any horse. I knew it 
was going to rain and I didn’t want to run 
her on an off track. I was just hoping we’d 
get a good enough track to perform and we 
did. I’m ecstatic with the race. That was a 
heart-stopper. I’ve won almost 3,400 races; 
I can’t have my heart stop too much more. 
I’m too old for this at 76.” 

Mizz Money is the third foal produced 
by AbbeyviUe Miss and the middle of 
three full-siblings sired by Mizzen Mast. 
The first, the mare Mizzen Miss, won three 
times in seven starts. The third, the colt 
One Mean Man, finished second in the 
May 28 Arlington Classic-G3 and won a 
small stakes in January at Fair Grounds for 
the connections. 

“When you raise them yourself, and you 
bring them up and you’ve got the brothers 
and sisters, that’s something special and 
money doesn’t buy that,” Flint said. “You 
can be a millionaire and go buy a horse, a 
gazillionaire and go buy a horse, but when 
you breed them yourself you have the 
mare, you broke them, you raised them 
yourself, brought them to the track, as an 
owner or a trainer, it’s something special, 
like one of your kids, what can you say?” 

NOTES: Amid the success stories, Preak¬ 
ness Day included sadness as two horses 
died. Veteran Homeboykris won the open¬ 
er, a starter handicap, for owner Stirrup 
Trouble and trainer Frannie CampiteUi 
only to coUapse from an apparent heart 
attack on his way back to the test barn. 
The 9-year-old won 14 of 63 career starts 
and earned $567,389, and was a Maryland- 
bred champion at 2 when he won the 2009 
Champagne Stakes-Gl. . . Three races 
later, Lael Stables’ Pramedya broke down 
on the final turn, fell and was euthanized. 
Trained by Arnaud Delacour, the 4-year- 
old fiUy was making her fifth career start. 
Jockey Daniel Centeno suffered a broken 
clavicle in the faU. * 
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Preakness-winning Desormeaux brothers 
fueled by early days in Maryland

J ust beyond the finish line on the turf course a few minutes after 
the Preakness, Baltimore Police Department mounted patrol officer 
Janine Gilley sat tall in the saddle aboard the coal-black Percheron 
Slurpee and thought about a young, hotshot kid riding for her old boss 
Mike Campbell. At home in front of her television, former jockey Andrea 
Seefeldt Knight remembered learning how to ride races from that same 
hotshot kid while also smiling about a win for his brother at Pimlico nearly 
three decades ago. Also watching on television, Charlie Hadry went back 
to the 1980s, when his father had a barn fuU of stars, and thought of aU the 
hours of work with the subtly funny guy from Louisiana and the dozens 
of wins with his hotshot kid brother who rode like nobody else. 


Yes, the Louisiana-born Desormeaux 
brothers—both of them—have Maryland 
roots. When they won the Preakness 
together May 21, plenty of people remem¬ 
bered with equal parts pride and achieve¬ 
ment. 

“I felt really very sentimental,” said 
Seefeldt Knight, who won 605 races in a 
jockey career that ended in 1994. She rode 
with Kent for years and marveled at his 
timing, his instincts and the way horses 
ran for him. Sometimes, she’d get in the 
starting gate and tell herself to “Ride like 
Kent.” 

“He was incredible,” she said. “Fd been 
riding seven or eight years, and I came 


back to Maryland and that’s where I finally 
learned how to be a good rider. He made 
me a better rider. I learned a lot riding with 
him, from a 17-year-old boy.” 

Kent arrived first, shipping north from 
Louisiana’s Evangeline Downs with trainer 
David Vance in 1987. The teenager and 
his agent. Gene Short, rode around the 
stable area in a beater pick-up truck (“a 
truck from the ’70s” is how Hadry put it) 
looking for mounts. At some point, they 
crossed paths with Campbell, who trained 
a half-dozen horses at a time off the farm 
and frequently gave opportunities to hun¬ 
gry apprentice jockeys. Desormeaux fit the 
description. 


“Mike really was impressed with how he 
rode from the get-go, and he didn’t impress 
easy,” said Gilley, who remembered that 
Desormeaux never untied the first few 
braids of a horse’s mane the way other 
jockeys did. 

Just as they did to him, Desormeaux 
gave little guys like Campbell a chance - and 
gave their horses confidence. 

“Kent had such a good, enthusiastic 
personality. He’d tell you. We’re going to 
go out there and get the job done,’” said 
Gilley. “We had claimers and things, and he 
rode them like he was riding stake horses. 
He would give our horses the same ride 
that he would a good horse.” 

Of course, Desormeaux didn’t ride 
long for little guys like Campbell. Soon, 
everybody noticed the enthusiasm, the bal¬ 
ance, the timing, the athleticism, the riding 
genius among the others in the jockeys’ 
rooms at Laurel Park and Pimlico Race 
Course. 

Nurtured on the bush tracks of his 
home state, Desormeaux’s acumen for 
winning races blossomed in Maryland. 

“He was roaming the backside looking 
for rides—the next thing you know he was 
winning all the races,” said Hadry, who 
assisted his father Charlie with a deep sta¬ 
ble fueled by horses from the Janney fam¬ 
ily, Calumet Farm and other big names. 
Wou just don’t see young riders with the 
talent he had. He was a natural.” 
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Brothers Kent and Keith Desormeaux hoist the Woodiawn Vase after Exaggerator won the Preakness. 


Desormeaux rode his first Maryland 
races in 1986, won the first stakes of his 
career aboard Godbey for trainer Marvin 
Moncrief in the Maryland City Handicap at 
Laurel Park in December. When the calen¬ 
dar turned to 1987, the winning truly began. 

Desormeaux captured 450 races and 
an Eclipse Award as leading apprentice 
that year. He won 474 in 1988 and set still¬ 
standing national record 598 (by riding day 
and night) in 1989. Then Maryland couldn’t 
hold him. Desormeaux moved his tack to 
California, rode in New York, became a 
name every big-time trainer considered. 
He won two more Eclipse Awards, nearly 
swept the Triple Crown with Real Quiet, 
won some of the world’s biggest races, 
made the national HaU of Fame in 2004. 
The 46-year-old no longer wins hundreds 
of races a year-and doesn’t ride 2,000 
anymore either-but he stands 19 th on the 
aU-time list with 5,745 wins (through May) 
and fifth among active jockeys. 

A half-hour after winning the Preakness, 
standing in front of a locker in the Pimlico 
jocks’ room and sipping champagne from 
a paper cup, he paid credit to Maryland’s 
owners and trainers who trusted a hotshot 
kid from Louisiana with their horses. 


“They put me up on horses for four 
years,” he said. “They sent me this way. 
They gave me what I needed and taught 
me the lessons I learned.” 

It took longer, but Maryland put Keith 
Desormeaux on the path to a classic vic¬ 
tory too. 

He followed his kid brother to the 
state during a summer break from study¬ 
ing animal science at Louisiana Tech, and 
got a job with trainer Tommy Caviness. 
All about the same age, the Desormeaux 
brothers and the younger Hadry played 
softball together and struck up a friend¬ 
ship. They had nicknames, inside jokes, 
outside jokes, the whole bit. Kent was rid¬ 
ing regularly for the Hadry barn, and young 
Charlie would harass Keith about coming 
over to their side as well. 

“He finally came over and it was good, 
really good,” said Hadry. “One of the best 
times of my life. We had 100 horses, Kent 
was doing well, Keith was there, we were 
rolling.” 

Keith galloped horses, but worked his 
way up to the assistant’s job —soaking up 
knowledge from one of Maryland’s most 
esteemed horsemen. Hadry worked for 
Hall of Earner Frank Whiteley, and trained 


for 40 years. Hadry (who died of cancer 
in 2003) trained Grade 1 winner Private 
Terms, who went into the 1988 Kentucky 
Derby undefeated, and other standouts 
such as Finder’s Choice and Military Look. 
Keith said he wasn’t good enough to gal¬ 
lop any of the stars, but did ride a colt by 
Seattle Slew out of Davona Dale named 
Macau. The future Preakness-winning 
trainer was there for the stable’s peak and 
learned plenty. 

'With Dad, it was pretty much strictly 
business,” said Hadry. “He wouldn’t talk 
a lot unless maybe you would talk to 
him about something specific. But if you 
watched the way he did things and how he 
wanted them done, you couldn’t help but 
learn from them. It was detailed from A to 
Z and Keith paid attention.” 

According to Equibase, Keith won two 
races as a trainer in 1988, but didn’t have a 
starter in 1989. In 1990, at Pimlico, Seefeldt 
Knight rode what she thought was the 
trainer’s firstwinnerwithLongsufrin’charles. 
It was officially career win No. 3, but the 
moment wasn’t lost on the former jockey. 

“They sure celebrated like it was his first 
win,” she said. “He was very dedicated, 
very devoted to his job when he was here. 
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Preakness winner Kent Desormeaux’s Hall of Fame career 
as a jockey took off in Maryland in the 1980s.

Being an assistant for Charlie would have 
been a good job and a hard job to get. 
Charlie had really good horses then and 
Fm sure [Keith] learned a lot.” 

Keith got his college degree, and 
became a trainer. He went to California 
from Maryland and weathered the life of a 
just-starting-out horse trainer. He trained a 
few, bought and sold a few, made it work- 
all the while learning the craft. He won 10 
races each in 1991 and 1992, zero in 1993. 
The numbers picked up in the late 1990s, 
but it’s been a long grind to having graded- 
stakes horses in the barn on a regular basis 
the last few years. 

Hadry could see it coming. Keith, 49, 
was a student in Barn 21 at Laurel or in the 
long-gone barn area behind the grandstand 
at Pimlico. The Cajun didn’t say much, but 
he listened and watched and learned. 

'Tm so happy for him,” Hadry said. 
“He’s got a great eye. He doesn’t spend 
siUy money, and he gets good horses. That 
attests to his horsemanship. He’s a great 
trainer. I always knew that. They talk about 
horses having confidence, but it’s a confi¬ 
dence level in people too. Don’t question 
yourself when you make a decision. Learn 
from it, but move on.” 

The Desormeauxs are the first brothers 
to win the Preakness together as trainer 
and jockey. 

Kent’s the famous one, the talker, the 
one whose career has bounced up and 
down more than the basketballs he used 
to dribble back home—from record-setting 


highs to career-threatening lows and back 
again. Along with the success, he’s weath¬ 
ered failed Breathalyzer tests at racetracks, 
an incident with a Saratoga traffic guard in 
2011 and strained relationships with own¬ 
ers and trainers that come with such news. 

A 2012 article in the NetP York Times 
declared him an alcoholic. In a 2013 fea¬ 
ture in the Dailj Racing Form, he dis¬ 
cussed attending Alcoholics Anonymous 
meetings. The demons worry anyone who 
knows him. Keith spent the early part of 
Preakness week saying hello to old friends, 
and telling them to make sure they reached 
out to Kent when he got to town. 

Two weeks after the Preakness, Kent’s 
agent J.R. Pegram issued a statement saying 
the jockey was being treated at an alcohol 
rehabilitation center in Utah, but planned 
to ride Exaggerator in the Belmont Stakes 
June 11. 

“It was time to take a sober look at my 
life and takes this next step,” Kent said in 
the statement. 

Keith wouldn’t have registered on the 
minds of many racings fans before 2013, 
when Ive Struck a Nerve won the Grade 
2 Risen Star at 135-1 to briefly make that 
year’s Derby radar. The quiet brother does 
his work, tries to make his horses better, 
speaks in measured-but no less meaning¬ 
ful-sentences. 

Despite the differences, they’re very 
much family and reveled in the chance to 
make history together. 


“I know it was special for them being 
brothers even though they want to down¬ 
play that,” said Seefeldt Knight. “Keith has 
always been the older brother, he wants 
Kent to stay straight. They are really good 
people, very family oriented and it matters 
to them.” 

On the turf course, after the win, 
Kent and Keith exchanged a look and a 
fist pump —jockey to trainer, brother to 
brother. 

“We had an embrace up there, but 
brotherly love, I don’t know, is it different 
than any other kind of love?” Keith said 
afterward. “You don’t need to—when you 
know you have that type of love, you don’t 
need to show it outwardly. We know what 
we have.” 

Kent was similarly stoic in the post-race 
press conference, but let it out a bit more 
afterward. He thought about growing up 
one of six kids (Keith, Kent, Kristi, KeUi, 
Kalen and Kip) to Harris and Brenda 
Desormeaux in tiny Maurice, La., about 
learning horsemanship in 4-H, about rid¬ 
ing Quarter Horses, about the riding acci¬ 
dent that could have killed him in 1992, 
maybe even about the ups and downs 
of life (racing and otherwise). Surely, he 
thought about his brother. 

“For it to culminate in an American 
classic, that matters,” he said. “I know 
who the proudest people in the world are 
right now, my mom and dad. They created 
these monsters, Keith and I. It’s special, of 
course it is.” ^ 
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History-making Maryiand-bred 
Ben’s Cat adds fifth McKay to iegend

K ing T. Leatherbury knows Ben’s Cat 
better than anyone, and is as amazed 
as the rest of the racing world. 

“You watch him and say 'he’s beat, 
he’s beat, he’s beat’ and then he’s not,” the 
breeder, owner and trainer of Maryland’s 
favorite Thoroughbred said moments after 
the 10-year-old won his fifth Jim McKay 
Turf Sprint on Black-Eyed Susan Day at 
Pimlico Race Course May 20. Ben’s Cat 
dawdled early, rating in fourth off rapid 
early fractions of :21.46 and :44.04 by 
Rocket Heat, then made up 6 V 2 lengths 
in the final quarter-mile. The outcome 
wasn’t decided until the final yards, where 
Ben’s Cat split horses and edged Spring 
to the Sky by a neck with Rocket Heat a 
half-length back in third. Final time for the 
5-furlong turf sprint was :56.10. 

Jockey Trevor McCarthy said he never 
felt an anxious moment. 

“I’ve never ridden a horse like him 
before,” he said. “He knows where to go. 
It’s almost like you’ve just got to guide him 
around there and he’s going to get there 
in time. Don’t doubt him. The longer you 
wait with him, the bigger the kick he’s got 
and when he sees something he goes for 
it.” 

McCarthy improved to 2-for-2 on the 
son of Parker’s Storm Cat, both this year 
and both neck victories. The 22-year-old 
jockey was in middle school when Ben’s 
Cat was foaled, which might explain the 
confidence. 

Watching in the front row of the horse¬ 
men’s boxes, Leatherbury was not counting 
on another win. 

“I was saying 'Well, I hope I can get sec¬ 
ond money,’ ” the trainer said. “That horse 
[4-5 favorite Rocket Heat] was rolling on 
the lead and he looked like he was going to 
run away from them.”

Rocket Heat did just that at Churchill 
Downs two weeks earlier, blazing on the 
front end to take the Twin Spires Turf 
Sprint-G3 on Kentucky Oaks Day. Of 
course, Ben’s Cat did not ship to Churchill 
Downs for that race. Coming off a two- 
win season, the nearly black gelding took 
his customary winter break and returned 
with an allowance score at Laurel Park May 
1. Replacing Julian Pimentel, who missed a 
month with a foot injury, McCarthy was on 
board for the comebacker but didn’t get the 
fuU impact of Ben’s Cat until Pimlico. 

“I know it’s a big deal to everybody, but 
I didn’t realize how big,” McCarthy said. “I 
came back to the winner’s circle and there 
were 30 cameras on the racetrack. I felt like 
I just won the Derby. Everybody’s rooting 


for him. You hear everybody screaming, 
'Come on, Ben, come on, Ben.’ I really 
heard them the last 70 yards.” 

Bred in Maryland by Leatherbury, Ben’s 
Cat won for the 32nd time in 55 starts and 
pushed his lifetime earnings to $2,590,937. 
He’s run in six of the 11 McKay Turf 
Sprints—winning in 2011,2013,2014,2015 
and 2016. 

Bruce Brown, a Maryland native who 
sent two from New York to try and knock 
off Ben’s Cat, watched from the walkway 
next to the winner’s circle. In deep stretch 
it looked like Spring to the Sky (second to 
Ben’s Cat in 2013) was about to puU the 
upset. Then Ben’s Cat happened. 

“You’ve got to tip your hat to the old 
man,” Brown said. “I’m proud of my 
horse. He never comes from off the pace 
but for him to run like this was great. He 
had a layoff and I still think we’ve got a 
little room to get him to his best. We’re 
going to be aU right. It’s tough to lose one 
like this. . . Ben’s Cat is just. . . we’U get him 
one of these days.” 

Romans repeats 
in Black-Eyed Susan 

Don’t tell Dale Romans the Triple 
Crown schedule is too tight. The trainer 
sent Go Maggie Go into the Black-Eyed 
Susan-G2 at Pimlico off a fourth in the 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl two weeks earlier—and 
got rewarded with a win. 

The daughter of Ghostzapper raced 
up front throughout, opened daylight in 
the stretch and won by 2 V 2 lengths for 
owner/breeder Mike Tarp. Second choice 
behind Oaks runner-up Land Over Sea, 
Go Maggie Go gave Romans back-to-back 
Black-Eyed Susan victories after Keen 
Pauline won in 2015. Ma Can Do It com-

pleted a Romans exacta by finishing sec¬ 
ond at 51-1, with Kinsley Kisses finished 
third and Land Over Sea sixth. 

The win confirmed Romans’ opinion 
of his fiUy’s ability to compete on short 
rest. 

“My whole plan was to get through the 
Oaks to get to here,” he said. “Even if she 
won, I was going to come here. She’s a 
different type of fiUy She’s big and strong, 
she’d only run twice going into the Oaks 
and I think she’ll be better suited to a fall 
campaign if we get some more races in her, 
get some more foundation on her.” 

Prepped as a young horse at EUoree 
Training Center in South Carolina, Go 
Maggie Go won her debut at Gulfstream 
Park in March and advanced to a stakes 
win next out when she won the Gulfstream 
Park Oaks-G2. In the Kentucky Oaks, she 
and jockey Luis Saez got shuffled back 
at the start, were forced to steady on the 


turn and rallied wide for fourth. The effort 
was enough to make Romans think about 
Pimlico. 

“She’s old-school,” he said. “A big, 
rugged thing and loves to train and loves 
to run and has no problems. I didn’t see 
a reason to keep her in the barn. It helps 
her learn everything, gets her mind right 
and helps her run the kind of races she 
can run.” 

Produced from Tarp’s Tale of the Cat 
mare Magibel, who lost aU five starts for 
Romans, Go Maggie Go is a half-sister to 
graded stakes winner WaUyanna (who won 
the Jimmy Murphy at Pimlico in 2014). Go 
Maggie Go collected $150,000 for the win 
to reach $371,400 for her short career. 

Romans, who missed a flight last year, 
was happy to be back at Pimlico. 

“It’s one of my favorite places,” said 
Kentucky-based Romans. “For some rea¬ 
son we have great luck here and always 


have a good time. I’ve won the Black-Eyed 
Susan three times now—I’m counting the 
one they took away from me (Smart N 
Pretty was disqualified in 2006) —and won 
the Preakness and we’ve won the Dixie.” 

Noble Bird flies 
home in Special 

Mark Casse watched Noble Bird nearly 
run off the television screen in the Pimlico 
Special-G3, and fought the urge to dream 
of bigger things for the 5-year-old who 
came into the race off four losses (three by 
double digits). 

'A"ou know, when things go right that’s 
how talented he is,” said Casse, who trains 
the son of Birdstone for John Oxley. “He’s 
a really talented horse. He’s just so tough 
to ride. He throws his head and if he gets 
real mad he just quits. I was hoping as he 
got older that he would grow out of it but 
he hasn’t.”

Everything went right in the Special. 
Pre-race favorites Page McKenney and 
Stanford scratched, leaving a field of six. 
After the break, Noble Bird eased back 
slightly as Warrioroftheroses cleared from 
the outside post, then rolled past to take 
the lead into the first turn. Jockey Julien 
Leparoux kept his hands down and offered 
little resistance. By the backside. Noble 
Bird led by 2 lengths with his ears pricked 
and that was that. He won by 1114. Idolo 
Porteno (Arg), a son of Pennsylvania- 
based stallion Jump Start, rallied for sec¬ 
ond with longshot Warrioroftheroses third. 

Noble Bird won the Grade 1 Stephen 
Foster last year and looked like a player 
in the older-horse division until beaten 
24 lengths by Honor Code in the Grade 1 
Whitney at Saratoga. Casse ordered some 
tests, and a lengthy break. 

“He came out of that just rough, but 
we could have kept going,” said Casse. 
“We sent him home, did a scintigraphy on 
him and he had pulled some muscles in 
his hip.” 

Noble Bird returned this year and fin¬ 
ished sixth as the favorite in an allowance 
race at Oaklawn Park in February after 
getting rank early. He bounced out of that 
to finish a solid second to Eagle in the Ben 
Ali-G3. Next came the Alysheba-G2 at 
Churchill Downs May 6. Casse figured on 
a win. Instead, Noble Bird hopped at the 
start, got rank and finished last of eight. 


As he’s learned to do with Noble Bird, 
Casse erased the performance. 

“He broke bad, Julien didn’t know him 
that well and fought with him,” Casse said. 
“You’ve just got to go. He’s a nice horse. 
I’m not sure why he’s the way he is.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Jack Swain, Noble 
Bird won for the fifth time in 15 starts. 
Casse bought the chestnut at Fasig-Tipton’s 
2012 July Select sale for $105,000. His dam 
Anyhow, a daughter of Tiznow, has pro¬ 
duced graded stakes winner Brother Pat 
and graded stakes-placed Dido. 

Sweet win for Howard, 

Ahh Chocolate in DuPont 

Neil Howard showed up at Pimlico and 
immediately started feeling good vibes. To 
start, stall person Terry Overmier assigned 
Ahh Chocolate to the same stall that 
Mineshaft was bedded down in when he 
won the Pimlico Special-Gl in 2003. 

Then Howard got Marylander Annie 
Finney, a longtime Howard employee who 
galloped Mineshaft during his 2003 Horse 
of the Year campaign, to come ride the 
4-year-old Candy Ride (Arg) filly. 

Ahh Chocolate made good on all those 
vibes when she won the DuPont by a 
half-length for her second graded stakes 
win and first victory in three starts this 
year. Ridden by Brian Hernandez Jr., Ahh 


Chocolate edged Theogony after 1:50.82 
for IVs miles. 

The win came 26 years after Howard 
won the Preakness Stakes-Gl with Sum¬ 
mer Squall, though the trainer was a little 
concerned when the filly came back to the 
winner’s circle with blood flowing down 
her right front leg. Alerted to the injury 
after doing an interview, Howard quickly 
went to check Ahh Chocolate, ran his 
hands on her leg to check the severity. She 
walked back to the test barn on her own, 
while Howard and his bloodstained hands 
went to the winner’s circle. 

The injury was mostly superficial; 
Howard and Hernandez said she nicked 
a blood vessel below her knee. Howard 
hoofed it around the outside of the track 
to go check on his fiUy in the test barn. 
Along the way he discussed the filly’s train¬ 
ing. 

“I tell you one thing, and it’s always easy 
to say the next day, this fiUy has trained 
here like nobody’s money,” the trainer said. 
“Plus, I teU you another thing funny about 
her, this fiUy she never puts a foot wrong 
but she can be really funny in the paddock. 
They let me school her on Wednesday 
even though there was no racing, and we 
schooled her again yesterday, the first race, 
she did good but was a little antsy. 

“I’m like, Yh man,’ but it was a good 
schooling because there was a lot of activ¬ 
ity, people around and aU that. She stood 
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stoneway Farm’s Ahh Chocolate holds off Theogony at the finish of the Aiiaire DuPont Distaff. 


there, I mean, today, like nobody’s money 
That always makes you feel better. It’s no 
guarantee, but it helps.” 

The day before the DuPont when he 
watched Ahh Chocolate and Finney train 
a little before 6 a.m., Howard talked about 
his disappointment in his fiUy’s third in the 
Doubledogdare-G3 at Keeneland April 22. 

“It’s not something I say very much but 
I reaUy thought she was going to win that 
race,” Howard said. “She had a good race 
down in New Orleans to set her up for it 
but just didn’t get it done.” 

Third in last year’s Black-Eyed Susan, 
beaten 3y4 lengths in just her third career 
start, she won two more races to close her 
3-year-old campaign, an allowance and the 
Falls City-G2, both at Churchill Downs. 

Bred and raced by Stoneway Farm, the 
LaGrange, Ky, operation of Terri Burch 
and Jim Stone, Ahh Chocolate improved 
to 5-for-12 lifetime and added another 
level of appreciation Howard feels for his 
clients. 

“What these people do on these farms 
everyday, by the time we get them they’re 
broke, ready to go. I’m not saying we don’t 
have things to do with them, but what they 
do, it’s a lot,” Howard said. “I’m starting to 
get a little older, and I never thought I’d say 
that, but I’m starting to think about that 
stuff, what people do for you in this busi¬ 
ness that you don’t think about as much as 
you should. 

“I’ve been lucky, with these kind of 
people, not a lot of people can say that. 
I’ve been very blessed. Like with Mr. [WiU] 
Farish. It’s great to win for those kind of 


people, people that understand the busi¬ 
ness.” 

‘The real Gone Away’ 

Michael Matz laughed when the ques¬ 
tion was brought up and he thought about 
the first time he got a good look at Gone 
Away in the shedrow of his barn at Fair 
Hill Training Center. 

The query was about Gone Away’s 
$35,000 price tag at the 2015 OBS April 
2-year-old sale. The price was less than half 
the sale’s average and on the lower end of 
what George Strawbridge Jr.’s Augustin 
Stable might pay on the occasional dip into 
the juvenile market. 

“Did you see her front legs?” Matz said 
crisscrossing his arms. “She is so crooked. 
Unbelievable. When she came in I was 


like, 'They bought her?’ One leg is pretty 
straight and the other stands like this . . . 
but, knock on wood, she runs with it.” 

Does she ever. Gone Away charged 
from last to first to win the $100,000 
HiUtop Stakes the race before the Black- 
Eyed Susan. The Florida-bred daughter 
of Leroidesanimaux (Brz) won by a head 
with runner-up Family Meeting edging 
Wessex by that same margin in a proper 
turf stakes finish that saw the first nine 
finishers separated by less than 3A lengths 
after lVi6 miles. 

The victory at odds of nearly 14-1 
under Florent Geroux avenged Gone 
Away’s non-threatening fifth in an April 27 
Keeneland allowance race. 

“She had popped an abscess about a 
week before,” Matz said of that effort.

Disco Chick dances in Skipat 

Dr. Y Jerry Kolybabiuk and his wife 
Maria don’t breed every member of their 
Freedom Acres broodmare band every 
year. Sometimes they don’t even breed 
their mares every other year. But when they 
do they’re frequently successful. 

The latest successful product is Disco 
Chick, who kicked off the Preakness Week 
stakes action with a victory in the $100,000 
Skipat Stakes early on the Black-Eyed 
Susan card. 

'We don’t breed every year, we breed 
every other or every two years,” Kolybabiuk 
said after Disco Chick powered to an 
8-length victory over 67-1 Dallas Cowgirl 
with 1-5 favorite Fantastic Style third in 
the field of seven. “We want those babies 
to come to the farm and have the mares 
relax without having to be pregnant. We 
have a lot of mares and we’re selective who 
we breed to. 

“We’ve been doing this since 1981, 
we’re not newcomers at this. We’ve had 
some nice horses. We used to breed strictly 
in New Jersey, we have a farm in New 
Jersey, but we stopped breeding in New 
Jersey because of the situation there. Now 
we strictly breed Pennsylvania-breds, for 
like six or seven years. We have about eight 
mares and we only breed three or four 
every other year.” 

The 5-year-old Disco Chick is out of 
the Disco Rico mare Disco Flirt. Freedom 
Acres bred and raced her, too, almost 
exclusively in New Jersey before sending 
her to the breeding shed and a date with 
Jump Start in 2010. That mating produced 
Disco Chick, whose siblings include maid¬ 
en 3-year-old Silver Train colt Yeah Rocky 
and a yearling colt by BuUsbay named 
Dancing BuU. 

Disco Chick added the Skipat to a 
victory in the My Juliet Stakes 13 days 
earlier at Parx Racing along with runner-up 
efforts at Laurel Park in the Willa On the 
Move Stakes in December and Primonetta 
Stakes in March. Trained by Mario Serey, 
she won for the eighth time and pushed 
her earnings to $468,800. ^

Uncle Mo filly tops two-day sale 
on $1 million bid from Broman, Rice

Pike and his wife Salley, and his assistant 
Rob McElroy and his wife Angie, had put 
the serious work into the group, provided 
an adequate foundation, tested them with 
several breezes and prepped them as well 
as they could before the trip to Timonium 
for the biggest examination of their young 
lives. One of the six stood out above the 
others, a filly by Uncle Mo out of Dream 
Street who Pike said made “getting up in 
the morning and coming to the barn a lot 
easier” because she’d be waiting in the stall 


by the tack room, “wanting me to know 
she was there and waiting for me to pet her 
between the eyes.” 

Pike and McElroy knew the filly, pur¬ 
chased privately not long after she left the 
Keeneland September sales ring unsold on 
a bid of $80,000, was a good one. They 
didn’t know how good, but came to an 
agreement. 

“We were sitting there, trying to figure 
out if we had one better than her,” Pike 
said. “We’ve brought some good horses 


up there, and to other sales, too, but we 
couldn’t figure any one was better than 
her. . . It’s reaUy nice when you go to the 
sale with that kind of thinking and when 
that happens versus being disappointed 
when something doesn’t happen that you 
expect.” 

What happened was the fiUy showed 
herself well, first on the racetrack with a 
bullet quarter-mile breeze, and then in the 
barn area, which translated into signifi¬ 
cant interest when she went through the 
Timonium sales ring on the second day of 
the Midlantic sale May 24 and brought $1 
milli on. 

The price, paid by trainer Linda Rice for 
New York-based owners Chester and Mary 
Broman, was beyond Pike’s wildest dreams 
despite his high assessment of the filly. 

“It’s stiU real exciting,” Pike said a week 
after the sale, back home in Lafayette, La. 
“I can gauge how big of a deal it is with 
how long my wife is stiU happy with me. 
It’s been over a week now and she’s still 
happy with me, so it must reaUy be a big 
deal. That’s not easy to say after more than 
30 years of marriage. 

“In aU seriousness, it was always a goal 
of ours to seU one like that. I wasn’t sure it 
would ever happen. . . so for aU the stars to 
line up the way they did was pretty special.” 

Strong Finish 

The sale of the Uncle Mo filly , who Pike 
sold for longtime client Danny Saloom, 
toward the end of the second session 
helped boost the session and bring the 
overall sales results closer in line with last 
year’s returns that posted increases across 
the board. 

The results for the major metrics were 
StiU down—aside from total receipts, which

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were a record $23,136,400 and an increase 
of 2.1 percent-for the sale that started 
two days after a record-setting Preakness 
Stakes-Gl at nearby Pimlico Race Course. 

Fasig-Tipton reported sales on 337 of 
the 455 horses offered, both increases, 
an average price of $68,654 and median 
of $32,000. The average was down 22.7 
percent and median slipped 28.9 percent, 
while buyback rate rose from 21.5 percent 
in 2015 to 26 percent this year. 

A majority of the losses can be attrib¬ 
uted to a somewhat sluggish opening ses¬ 
sion, which saw colts by Tapit go back to 
the barn unsold for $375,000 and $700,000 
in the opening minutes and a total of 15 
RNAs from the first 52 horses offered. 

The opening session’s final results — 
aided by the sale of a $600,000 colt by 
Medaglia d’Oro, a $510,000 filly by The 
Factor and a $500,000 fiUy by Malibu 
Moon—were off by 17.9 percent by gross, 
33.6 percent by average and 24.4 percent 
by median. By comparison the results for 


the second session were up 29.2 percent by 
gross and down 8.1 percent by average and 
26.9 by median. 

“Anytime you have a record gross for 
a sale you have to be pleased,” said Boyd 
Browning Jr., Fasig-Tipton president and 
chief executive officer. “In addition we 
followed up with the first $1 million horse 
that occurred in 2015 with another one 
in 2016. That demonstrates the quality of 
horses offered at Timonium and the legiti¬ 
macy of the sale by participation from top 
buyers and sellers throughout the world.” 

Not surprisingly the top ends of the 
market soared while the middle to lower 
portions struggled. 

The action at the very top was strong, 
with six juveniles selling for $500,000 or 
more compared to just four a year ago. 
The sale-topper was of course in that 
group, along with a Pennsylvania-bred colt 
by Friesan Fire who brought $825,000, a 
Medaglia d’Oro colt who brought $600,000 


and a fiUy by The Factor who sold for 
$510,000. 

By contrast, 43 juveniles left the ring 
reported as sold on final bids of $10,000 or 
less, including seven for less than $6,000. 

“The lower segments of the market 
were consistent with what weVe seen 
throughout at other 2-year-old sales in 
2016 and frankly at the yearling sales in 
2015,” Browning said. “That wasn’t any 
surprise at aU. 

'What was interesting, and it always 
is, is the diversity of the buyers. You go 
through the buyer results and there was 
strong representation from a large number 
of participants. It was not dominated by 
one or two people. Horses were bought by 
a vast array of participants from various 
geographic regions — California, New York, 
Maryland, Florida—buyers attend that sale 
from all over. It’s locked its place on the 
calendar. People are very, very comfort¬ 
able coming there, both buyers and sellers.

Near Record 

Rice’s purchase of the Uncle Mo filly, 
one of two buys along with a $450,000 filly 
by Into Mischief she bought as agent, was 
a near record. 

The record was set at last year’s sale 
when Ben McElroy went to $1.25 million 
to purchase Garnet, a fiUy by Smart Strike 
out of Majestic Warrior’s fuU-sister Crystal 
Current. Pike’s Uncle Mo filly is just the 
second seven-figure 2-year-old sold at the 
Midlantic May sale and she came a long 
way to achieve such distinction. 

Pike was familiar with the fiUy since he 
sold her half-brother-the Malibu Moon 
colt Cadeyrn, a winner in New York who 
finished seventh in the Sir Barton Stakes 
on the Preakness undercard—to Tom 
O’Grady in a private sale for $160,000 
after the opening session of the May sale 
in 2015. 

Pike bought her for Saloom, “one of 
the first people that started to support us 
when we moved to Louisiana. He’s been 
a really good client. The next best thing 
to me owning her and selling her was sell¬ 
ing her for somebody that’s a very good 
client.” 

Pike bought her for what he felt was 
a “good price” when he negotiated the 
private sale with consignor Tom VanMeter 
at Keeneland last September and the good 
went to great as offspring of Uncle Mo 
started racking up graded stakes wins at the 
end of 2015 and early in 2016. 

When he and McElroy got started with 
the filly, they could see the competitive 
streak many horsemen say comes with the 
offspring of Uncle Mo, but she stiU needed 
to move forward in other ways. 

“To be honest with you she was a little 
small, looked a little like a deer when we 
started breaking her,” Pike said. “But she 
had a beautiful way of moving on the 
racetrack. She needed to grow, needed to 
fill out and she did. She was always one 
that got our attention and kept it, a good 
mover, always wanted to do a bit more. 

“If we wanted a slow gallop she’d try 
to make it a fast gallop, if it was an easy 
breeze, she’d try to make it a fast breeze. 
She wasn’t a bad actor, far from it, she just 
loved her job and wanted more of it.” 

The fiUy showed how much she pro¬ 
gressed when she breezed a quarter-mile in 
:21.40 during the third of three under-tack 
shows on the Timonium racetrack May 19. 
The work was the co-fastest of the day 
and for any of the horses on the grounds 
after three days of breezes. Only the Into

Mischief filly Rice purchased breezed as 
fast and as expected, buyers descended on 
Pike’s consignment in Barn K. 

“They really didn’t come look much in 
Timonium until after they breeze,” Pike 
said. “But after she breezed, 7 o’clock the 


next morning they were all there, scoping, 
X-raying, you name it.” 

Rice was one of those buyers. She was 
attracted because “she is an Uncle Mo and 
worked brilliantly and galloped out well. 
We knew she was going to be expensive.” 
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South Carolina-based consignor Cary Frommer sold Hip 21, a colt by Medaglia d’Oro, for $600,000.

The seven-figure sale was a personal 
and professional milestone for Pike and his 
team. It was also a validation on a decision 
earlier this year to skip 2-year-old sales in 
South Florida and Ocala and concentrate 
on Maryland. 

Pike brought six juveniles to Timonium 
and sold five through the ring or in a pri¬ 
vate transaction in the barn area and anoth¬ 
er privately after the sale. He eschewed 
the more boutique Fasig-Tipton Florida 
or OBS March and April sales because 
he’d done well at Midlantic in the past, 
selling Vyjack and Vicar’s in Trouble there 
in back-to-back years in 2012 and 2013 
and watching them run in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl in successive seasons. 

'We had a local sale in Louisiana and 
we sold a bunch, I think nine homebreds, 
there,” Pike said. 'We had a good sale, 
but we saved what we thought were our 
better horses that we normally would take 
to Florida, took our time and went to 
Maryland with happy, sound horses. 

"I’m a big fan of Fasig-Tipton, of Ms. 
Paget [Bennett] who runs the sale, they’ve 
always been very good to me. I haven’t 
had any luck in Florida the last couple 
years, nothing against them, I just thought 
this fiUy was a little immature starting the 
year, needed a little time and I think she 
rewarded us by giving her the extra time.” 

Regional Star 

Maryland sire Fries an Fire and the 
Pennsylvania-bred program made some 
noise with the top-priced colt at $825,000. 
Crupi’s New Castle Farm purchased the 
bay from the consignment of Scanlon 
Training and Sales. 

Not that it was that simple. 

David Scanlon paid $35,000 for the 
colt at the Timonium fall yearling sale 
last year, on the advice (more like direct 
instruction) of all-star sales groom Errol 
"Fish” Wilson, who works that sale for Bill 
Reightler before spending the 2-year-old 
sales season with Scanlon. Bred by Jim 
McGreevey, the Fries an Fire colt was part 
of Reightler’s yearling consignment and 
caught Wilson’s experienced eye.

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“I saw that horse come in and I looked 
at him and said ‘This is a nice horse,’” 
Wilson recalled of the first time he saw the 
colt. “He’s a beautiful horse and he’s going 
to turn out to be a good horse. ” 

Wilson wanted to make sure Scanlon 
knew and told him, “Boss, I have a horse 
for you.” 

Scanlon looked and, eventually, liked 
what he saw. 

“I wasn’t going to that sale saying ‘I’ve 
got to have a Friesan Fire,’ and I probably 
would have missed him if Fish hadn’t said 
something,” Scanlon said. “I kept coming 
back and thinking to myself that he was a 
nice little horse. He had a great hip, he was 
a super walker, had all the great angles.” 

Scanlon only bought two at that sale, 
but made sure the Friesan Fire colt was on 
the van. The Florida horseman took the 
colt home and watched him bloom into 
everything Wilson expected. 

“I figured he wasn’t going to go to 
an early sale, let’s break him slow,” said 
Scanlon, who turned the colt out for a 
month late last year. “I kind of had the 
‘Go easy with that guy, he’s young’ men¬ 
tality. We did our stuff, put him through 
our paces and he just kept getting better. 
He wasn’t a sleeper, he just did everything 
right.” 

Two weeks before sending the horses 
to Maryland for the sale, Scanlon ordered 
up a breeze. 

“He worked and a couple of trainers 
at the training center here said, ‘Who was 
that? Holy cow,’” Scanlon said. “He was 
the quickest of the year for us. He was just 
a horse who never missed. He never had a 
bad day of training.” 

Things went even better at Timonium. 

“He worked easy, easy, easy,” said Wil¬ 
son of a 10-second breeze for a furlong. 
“Everybody wanted to see him, everybody. 
He had good muscle and he was tight. 
Nothing troubled him. They were taking 
his picture, he just stood right there like 
a man.” 

A native of Jamaica, Wilson worked 
with racehorses there in the 1960s, spent 
time as a sales representative for Bob 
Marley with CBS Records, ran a fish mar¬ 
ket (hence the nickname) in Miami and 
has worked the sales in Florida, Kentucky, 
New York and Maryland for the better part 
of two decades. 

“He’s kind of like my family’s adopted 
son,” said Scanlon of Wilson. “He started 
with my father at the Calder sales and has 
stuck with me. He does the work a lot of 
guys don’t want to do. He’ll stay all day, he 
handles the farrier, all the vetting stuff, he

Welcome Sight 

Wet weather can’t dampen spirits 
as 2016 racing season gets underway

M enacing gray skies and steady rain 
did nothing to dampen the enthusi¬ 
asm of fans who came to Delaware 
Park May 21 for the opening day of its 
79th season. 

The opening coincided with the run¬ 
ning of the Preakness Stakes-Gl and, 
while there was no turf racing, the main 
track was sloppy and total handle didn’t 
reach seven figures, the return of horses to 
the track was a welcome sight to umbrella- 
wielding patrons. 

The first race of the meeting went to 
first-time starter Bird Quest, a 3-year-old 
gelded son of Birdstone. Steve Epley Jr., 
based at the nearby Fair Hill Training 
Center in Maryland, trains the Louisiana- 
bred gelding. 

Three allowance races topped the 
10-race card, which also featured an 
Arabian race. Trainer Larry Jones and for¬ 
mer Kentucky Gov. Brereton Jones teamed 
for a win with homebred Etruscan. 

It was somewhat fitting that Etruscan 
prevailed on Preakness Day, as his sire, 
Bernardini, captured the second jewel of 
the Triple Crown in 2006. His cham¬ 
pion dam Proud Spell also boasts of quite 
the accomplishments, as she won the 
2008 Kentucky Oaks-Gl and Alabama 
Stakes-Gl and earned $2 million for her 
owner and trainer. 

The win was the fourth from 13 starts 
for Etruscan, who began his career at 
Keeneland in 2014. The 4-year-old colt 
broke his maiden at Delaware Park last 
June, and has also captured two allowance 
races at Fair Grounds. 

Larry Jones has stabled at Delaware 
Park for the last decade, and brought 
enough horses this season to fill 60 stalls. 

“We’ve got a nice bunch of 2-year-olds, 
so hopefully they can make splashes hke we 
have had in the past,” said Jones, a native 
of Hopkinsville, Ky. “The 2-year-olds make 
it exciting because you never know what 


you have until they start running. We are 
hoping we get another Hard Spun or 
Proud SpeU.” 

As a broodmare. Proud Spell has also 
produced the stakes winner Indian SpeU, 
who captured the Miss Woodford Stakes 
at Monmouth Park in 2013. Indian SpeU, 
by Indian CharUe, was sold by Brereton 
Jones to BesUu Stables for $500,000 as 
a yearUng; Jones bought her back at the 
2013 Keeneland November breeding stock 
sale for $175,000. Proud SpeU is also the 
dam of an unraced 5-year-old Tiznow 
daughter named Tiz Possible, who is now 
a broodmare at Jones’ Airdrie Stud, and 
an unnamed 2-year-old colt by Creative 
Cause. 

■ Hoping to make a splash at the 2016 
Delaware meet, and making an impact on 
the first day, is apprentice jockey Ashley 
Castrenze, 19, the daughter of jockey- 
turned-trainer Jackie Acksel. 

A Florida native now Uving in Bear, Del., 
Castrenze won six of the first seven races 
in which she’s ridden, with her maiden- 
breaker coming at Tampa Bay Downs and 
another aUowance win at Penn National 
Race Course. 

Castrenze, who worked as an exercise 
rider at Delaware last summer, had two 
mounts on the opening card and won with 
both—Theresa’s Honor in the third race 
and Casual CocktaU in the eighth. 

Casual Cocktail, a 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Magna Graduate trained by Tom 
Proctor, was favored in the maiden special 
weight going 5V2 furlongs despite making 
her first start since October 2014. 

Although she broke outwardly at the 
start. Casual CocktaU was guided to the 
lead by Castrenze, where she quickly 
drew away from her six rivals and estab- 
Ushed a 6-length lead in midstretch. That 
lead increased to llVz at the finish, with 
Castrenze gearing her down in the final 
strides.

“I’m surprised I’m doing so weU, but 
Mr. Proctor just keeps putting me on win¬ 
ners,” Castrenze said. “He’s given me a lot 
of confidence that I need to do weU.” 

I Since arriving on the East Coast three 
years ago from Northern CaUfornia, train¬ 
er Keith Nations has been stabled at Parx 
Racing and Tampa Bay Downs. Nations 
has now made a new home at Delaware 
Park. 

WhUe Nations didn’t enter anything for 
the opening card, he expects to have 30-40 
horses in the barn area. The decision to 
stable at Delaware was made after Nations 
and his wife, Cheryl, made their first visit 
to the track last year and feU in love with it. 

“Besides the incredible paddock and 
horse-friendly stable area, Delaware Park 
has a reaUy good feel,” Nations said. “We 
decided it was time for a change during the 
spring and summer and Delaware was very 
attractive to us.” 

Earlier this year. Nations won the 
$75,000 Spectacular Bid Stakes at Gulf- 
stream Park with Morning Fire, a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred son of Friesan Fire owned by 
Mercedes Stables. 

At Delaware this year. Nations wiU have 
some Delaware-certified horses as weU as 
young horses. 

“I have been encouraging aU of my 
owners to get their horses Delaware certi- 
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fled because it is an outstanding program,” 
he said. 

In addition to Nations, other new 
faces on the Delaware backstretch include 
George Leonard III, KeUy Rubley, Bobby 
Raymond, Harold Wyner and John Servis. 

Gerald Bennett, the leading trainer at 
Tampa Bay Downs, was given 60 stalls for 
the 2016 meet. The 72-year-old native of 
Springhill, Nova Scotia, 19th all-time and 
11th among active trainers by wins, briefly 
stabled at Delaware in 1998, and said he 
was looking forward to the season. 

Bennett promptly saddled Winning 
Stables and Raymond Rech’s Valueable 
Charmer to an allowance win May 21. 

The 3-year-old Florida-bred fiUy by 
Value Plus was second in the Feb. 13 


Suncoast Stakes at Tampa Bay, finishing 
2 lengths behind eventual Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Weep No More. Sent off as the heavy 
favorite in her Delaware debut, Valueable 
Charmer made it look easy, leading nearly 
every step in the 6-furlong contest. 

I Another newcomer for 2016 is track 
superintendent Ken Wilson, who succeed¬ 
ed the retiring Ken Brown. 

“Kenny is well thought of in the indus¬ 
try,” said John Mooney, Delaware Park’s 
executive director of racing. “He has been 
around the sport aU of his life and he has a 
solid reputation. The entire staff is excited 
and looks forward to supporting him in his 
new role at Delaware Park.” 

Wilson started with the Maryland 
Jockey Club in 2007 and was promoted to 


track superintendent at Pimlico Race 
Course in 2013. The 28-year-old native of 
Philadelphia is the son of the former Mid- 
Atlantic jockey Rick Wilson. 

■ No Guts No Glory Stable’s Michaels 
Butterfly, a Pennsylvania-bred fiUy by 
Jump Start, won the first 2-year-old race 
of the season May 23. Second in her 
only other start at Laurel Park May 6, 
Michaels Butterfly stalked the pace and 
closed down the lane to win by 3!4 lengths 
in :52.82 for 4y2 furlongs. Trained by Gina 
Rosenthal, Michaels Butterfly sold at the 
2015 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling 
sale for $5,000 from the consignment of

Elbow Room 

New Jersey track opens for 2016, 
battles for space in regional calendar

I t was 19th century French critic Jean- 
Baptiste Alphonse Karr who originated 
the epigram “the more things change, 
the more they stay the same.” These days, 
Monmouth Park president Bob Kuhna 
confronts that reahty as the track battles to 
remain relevant. 

For five years Monmouth Park, which 
raised the curtain on its live racing season 
in mid-May, has been fighting in the federal 
appeals courts to implement sports betting 
authorized by the New Jersey legislature. 
It’s been at least that long that the track 
has pinned hopes on casino gambhng to 
be expanded beyond Atlantic City into the 
northern part of the state, with a percent¬ 
age of gaming revenue designated for the 
state’s Thoroughbred industry. 


Moreover, Monmouth year after year 
must run a hve meet as the only track in the 
region that doesn’t fuel the purse account 
with money from expanded gambhng ven¬ 
ues. Yet it must compete against the others 
for horses and bettors. 

“The best I can say is that things are 
going sideways,” Kuhna said. 

This year, purses are down to a project¬ 
ed $22 mihion from the $32.5 million paid 
five years ago, $1.17 mihion was shced from 
the stakes schedule—including $600,000 
cut from graded stakes races-and the 
overnight program has been negatively 
impacted as weh. 

Not surprisingly, throughout May the 
racing department struggled to fih the 
cards. 


“Entries have been tough. So we’ve 
been running fewer races than we have in 
the past and that is the biggest issue. We’h 
run 11 fewer races and that’s almost a fuh 
day. It’s affected what the numbers look 
hke,” he said. 

Competition is the culprit. 

“The biggest issue in the Mid-Atlantic 
is there is too much competition. We’re 
aU running at the same time—there is us, 
Parx, Delaware and Laurel, besides New 
York, Penn National and West Virginia. 
So it’s just another track running that’s 
put a crimp on the horse population,” 
Kuhna said. “We’re stiU stuck waiting on 
the courts and the legislature. Needless to 
say, we don’t have the resources that the 
other tracks do from alternative gaming. 
I’m pretty optimistic about the future, but 
right now we’re deahng with what we’re 
deahng with.” 

The Stronach Group’s decision to bol¬ 
ster year-round racing at Gulfstream Park 
is another factor as some of the horse¬ 
men who normaUy would have spht their 
seasons between South Florida and New 
Jersey have elected to stay there. 

“There is demand on [horse] inventory 
ah the way up and down the East Coast. 
It’s hard. Gulfstream is doing what they’re 
doing and Laurel [also owned by The 
Stronach Group] is doing what they’re 
doing. It’s definitely put a stress on the 
entries early on,” Kuhna said. 

Discussion continues to flow that 
Stronach is interested in expanding its 
regional footprint by purchasing or leasing 
Parx Racing from Greenwood Gaming and 
Entertainment. Such a move could be a 
hfehne to Monmouth. 

“I think the interesting story is what’s 
going to happen with whether The Stro¬ 
nach Group is going to get involved in 
Pennsylvania, and supposedly they are,” 
said Kuhna. “If that’s going to take place, 
I expect there wih be some meetings to 
try to reduce some of the competition. I 
do think you wih see that down the road. 
There are some potentiahy very positive 
things that can happen, and hopefuhy they 
happen sooner than later.” 

Meanwhhe, after years of waiting for 
regulatory approval, Monmouth got the 
green hght to initiate exchange wagering, 
operated by Betfair US, and is the first 
track in the country to offer the service. 
Participation is restricted to New Jersey 
residents physicahy located in state at the 
time of placing their bets. 

“It’s too early to draw significant con¬ 
clusions, but there are several positive indi-

cators for the launch of exchange wagering 
in New Jersey,” said Kip Levin of Betfair 
US. ''The liquidity on the races offered to 
New Jersey players has been strong. That’s 
a good sign of the level of interest and, 
as people get more comfortable on the 
exchange, we expect it to grow. 

"There is a learning curve, but we are 
seeing people sampling the exchange with 
a strong level of engagement. In another 
encouraging sign, a number of accounts 
opened and the initial trading volume, 
about two-thirds, is by people who were 
not 4NJBETS players. That’s an area where 
we continue to focus, bringing new users 
to racing, along with providing the best 
customer experience and helping bettors 
learn the features and nuances of the 
exchange.” 

Said Kulina, "I find it, personally, very 
intriguing, and I think that when it catches 
on it’s going to be a big, big factor in the 
game.” 

■ Bradester may be one big, bad hombre, 
but he surely has a sweet spot for Mon¬ 
mouth Park. 

In his first race back since a ninth in the 
Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile-Gl seven months 
ago, the 6-year-old intact son of Lion 
Heart went gate-to-wire for a facile score 
in the $75,000 Majestic Light Stakes May 
21 as the 3-5 favorite in a field of seven 
that included 2014 Haskell-Gl runners 
Albano, Encryption and Just CaU Kenny. 

Last year Bradester won the Monmouth 
Cup-G2 and Salvator Mile-G3 after finish¬ 
ing second in both in 2014. He was also 
the runner-up in the 2015 Philip H. Iselin 
Stakes-G3. In six starts at the track, he’s 
never been worse than second. 

"I don’t know what it is. He loves that 
track and seems to be right at home there,” 
said Eddie Kenneally, who has trained for 
owner Joe Sutton for 10 years "I don’t 
know if it’s somewhat of a unique track. 
It’s not too different than some of the 
other tracks he’s run at. I think maybe it’s 
more that he just seems to get good at that 
time of year.” 

Bradester, ridden by Joe Bravo, notched 
his eighth win in 22 starts and boosted his 
bankroll to $752,732 after he covered a 
mile in 1:36.76 to finish 2% lengths ahead 
of Adirondack King with Encryption 
third. 

"It’s just his first race this year and 
it certainly was a real good comeback 
race for the horse,” said KenneaUy. "He’s 
been a talented horse from the beginning 
and maybe he is better at 6. It’s possible 


because he looks great and he’s sound. I’m 
delighted with the horse.” 

He is also consistently a bad actor. 

"He’s not easy to be around. He can be 
a little studdish and a little coltish at times. 
He’s really tough,” said the trainer. "You 
need to have the right person around him 
aU of the time. He’s not your average run 
of the miU horse. You want somebody 
who has a lot of experience whether it’s 


grooming him, hot walking him, or riding 
him. They have to be experienced because 
he’s a big, strong, tough horse.” 

KenneaUy said plans caU for Bradester’s 
return to the Jersey Shore in hopes of 
completing Monmouth’s grand slam of 
dirt races for older horses: the Salvator 
MUe-Gd (July 2), Monmouth Cup-G2 at 
lVi6 miles (July 31) and IseUn-G3 at IVs 
miles (Aug. 27). ^

The Show Goes On 

Abiding Star, Miss Inclusive, Disco Chick 
win stakes during racetrack quarantine

A lthough a quarantine enacted April 
1 due to multiple positive cases of 
the equine herpesvirus (EHV-1) in 
March was still in force, three stakes races 
were run on Kentucky Derby Day at Parx 
Racing May 7. 

Stonehedge’s Abiding Star extended his 
winning streak to five and earned a spot 
in the Preakness Stakes-Gl with a front¬ 
running score as the odds-on favorite in 
the $100,000 Parx Derby at 1 mile and 70 
yards. 

The son of Uncle Mo, bred in Florida 
by his owner Gilbert Campbell, was gunned 
to the front by jockey J.D Acosta, reeling 
off early fractions of :46.05 and 1:10.08. 
He increased his lead to 2 V 2 lengths at the 
eighth pole, and then scored by VA lengths 
over Discreet Lover. 


Trained by Ned Allard, Abiding Star 
upped his lifetime record to five wins 
from 11 starts, and the $60,000 first-place 
prize increased his earnings to $202,385. 
Abiding Star won the Private Terms Stakes 
at Laurel Park in March. His winning streak 
began on New Year’s Day at Laurel, where 
he won a maiden-claiming event. 

Complementing the Parx Derby was the 
$100,000 Parx Oaks, and the winner was 
Main Line Racing Stable and Joshtylane 
Farm’s Include filly Miss Inclusive. 

Trained by John Servis, Miss Inclusive’s 
win followed on the heels of another Oaks 
win by Servis —that of Cathryn Sophia in 
the Kentucky Oaks-Gl May 6. 

Prior to the Parx Oaks, Miss Inclusive 
was only out of the money once since win¬ 
ning her debut for Servis Nov. 6 at Laurel. 


Shipped to Gulfstream Park in Decem¬ 
ber just prior to Parx shutting down for its 
winter hiatus. Miss Inclusive put in a pair 
of thirds in allowance company, but then 
suffered her only off-the-board finish in an 
allowance Feb. 12 at Oaklawn Park. 

Sent north to Parx with the rest of 
Servis’ Oaklawn string in March, Miss 
Inclusive handled three foes in a 7-furlong 
allowance April 5 prior to her Parx Oaks 
tally. 

In the Parx Oaks, Miss Inclusive was 
dispatched as the 3-1 second choice behind 
the undefeated 3-5 favorite Eighth Wonder, 
but had little trouble disposing of that one, 
chasing her until deep stretch when she 
uncorked a strong late rally to edge clear by 
a half-length under Joshua Navarro. 

Miss Inclusive is out of the graded 
stakes-winning Afternoon Deelites mare 
Miss Pickums, and a half-sister to stakes- 
placed Pick and Pray, as well as four other 
horses who earned more than $100,000. 

Servis’ banner weekend didn’t end 
there. He also sent out Carguys Racing’s 
Wherebluebirdsfly, another daughter of 
Include, to win an allowance event on the 
card, and saddled Harry Daut’s Four Inch 
Heels to finish second to eventual Skipat 
Stakes winner Disco Chick in the $100,000 
My Juliet Stakes. 

Bred and owned by Y. Jerry Kolybabiuk’s 
Freedom Acres, 5-year-old Disco Chick 
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registered the first added-money event of 
her career in the My Juliet for trainer Mario 
Serey Jr. under Hector Caballero. 

The Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
Jump Start won by three-quarters of a 
length in 1:09.88 for the 6 furlongs and 
withstood two objections for alleged inter¬ 
ference in the opening furlong. The stew¬ 
ards quickly disallowed both claims of foul. 

Ten days after the three stakes were run, 
the Pennsylvania Department of Agri¬ 
culture lifted the EHV-1 quarantine, allow¬ 
ing horses to leave the Bensalem back- 
stretch. But the EHV-1 outbreak left a 
heavy toU-of the seven horses that tested 
positive for the virus, four died. 

The deaths represented the deadliest 
outbreak to hit Parx among several in the 
last two years. 

■ Joe Imbesi’s Briardale Stables and trainer 
Guadalupe Preciado have enjoyed much 
success together over the years. 

The pair teamed up with graded stakes 
winners Score a Birdie (1997 Forego 
Handicap-G2 at Saratoga) and Joker (1996 
Red Bank Handicap-G3 at Monmouth 
Park), as well as many allowance and maid¬ 
en special weight winners. 

The latest winner came May 21, when 
Bree Zee Lee, whom Imbesi purchased for 
$80,000 at the 2014 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
fall yearling sale, broke her maiden in a 
$50,000 special weight in her debut. 

The daughter of Sky Mesa survived a 
bumping incident at the top of the stretch 
with Like a Lion, but, despite being carried 
out by that rival, recovered to go on to a 
head victory in the 6-furlong race under 
Angel Castillo. 

■ Trainer Alan Goldberg shipped Colts 
Neck Stables’ Aimed from his Monmouth 
County, N.J., base and came away with 
a nifty off-the-pace score in a $55,000 
maiden special weight May 23. 

Facing six rivals in the 1-mile and 
70-yard race for 3-year-olds and up. 
Aimed raced just off the pacesetters under 
Roberto Alvarado Jr., commenced a rally 
around the far turn and drove past Gloves 
Off in deep stretch to post a neck victory. 

The 3-year-old colt by Trappe Shot 
hails from an outstanding female family. 
His fourth dam, champion sprinter Gold 
Beauty, produced European champion 
Dayjur, as well as Maplejinsky, his third 
dam and the dam of champion Sky Beauty. 

Dayjur nearly won the 1990 Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl at Belmont Park, but jumped 
a shadow near the wire and lost the race to 
the Goldberg-trained Safely Kept. ^

Daytime Experiment 

Track cards first non-evening races 
in 15 years with Mother’s Day program

N early 15 years passed since Penn 
National Race Course, a longtime 
staple of the nighttime simulcast sig¬ 
nal hneup in the Northeast, presented an 
afternoon card. But management decided 
to gamble and card one for Sunday, May 8 — 
Mother’s Day—and the results were better 
than expected. 

“Sunday’s card was a one-off and done 
at the request of the horsemen to test the 
Sunday afternoon time slot,” said Eric 
Johnston, Penn National’s director of rac¬ 
ing. “I had a fairly good idea of where the 
numbers would land when they asked, but 
as we hadn’t raced on Sunday afternoons 
since the late 1990s, it was well worth test¬ 
ing the waters to see what would happen. 
Also, doing so on Mother’s Day made the 
decision fairly easy because we knew we 
could offset a lot of expense with the sell¬ 
out of the buffet in the Mountainview 
dining room. 

“The results of the day were what we 
predicted. Live handle was up about 75 
percent compared to a typical Wednesday 
or Thursday evening program. Export 
simulcast handle was down about 30 per¬ 
cent.” 


Johnston said a portion of the lost 
handle was caused by the expected compe¬ 
tition of a Sunday afternoon with signals 
from New York and Cahfornia, but felt 
that a better card for the day would have 
helped minimize the losses. Penn National 
had been strugghng for entries since the 
EHV-1 quarantine at Parx Racing com¬ 
menced in early April. 

Johnston said the crowd encouraged 
him - attendance was not recorded - despite 
chiUy weather and cloudy skies. The buffet 
in the Mountainview dining room featured 
a reasonably priced Mother’s Day menu to 
complement the hve action. 

“As a whole, I consider the day success¬ 
ful and we wiU be looking at adding a few 
Sunday cards for 2017,” he said. 

■ From the late 1970s through 2000, Mark 
Reid was one of the top trainers in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. His stable consistent¬ 
ly finished in the national top 20 by wins, 
and in 1991 was fourth with 176. The next 
year, his horses won 216 races. 

Among Reid’s many accomplishments 
was developing the talented sprinter Mr. 
Nickerson, who broke his maiden at 


Philadelphia Park and went on to win 
multiple graded stakes races in New York 
before his death in the 1990 Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl. 

Reid decided to take a break from train¬ 
ing in 2000 and left as the all-time leading 
trainer at Keystone/Philadelphia Park and 
New Jersey’s Garden State Park. He was 
the leading trainer at 12 race meetings. 

He didn’t step away from the sport alto¬ 
gether, however, and began a second career 
as a bloodstock agent. He found quick suc¬ 
cess in that role, too. He bought multiple 
Grade 1 winner and $5,754,720-earner 
Medagha d’Oro for client Edmund Gann, 
as well as graded stakes winners You, 
Spoken Fur and Midas Eyes. He also 
managed the career of 2005 Horse of the 
Year Saint Liam for William and Suzanne 
Warren. 

Branching out even further, and in 
response to Pennsylvania legahzing slot 
machines, Reid purchased Walnut Green, 
a 100-acre farm in West Grove, Pa., with 
partners Tony Dutrow and Jim DiCicco 
from Richard and Russell Jones in 2005. 
The farm has produced many outstanding 
horses, including 2011 Kentucky Oaks-Gl 
winner Plum Pretty, who was born and 
raised at Walnut Green. Reid began con¬ 
signing the farm’s homebreds at major 
sales, as well as those bred by its chents. 

Last year, Reid returned to training on a 
much smaller scale. From 40 starts, he won 
five races and earned $107,018 in purses, 
while through May 22 he saddled 12 start¬ 
ers and won three races, earning more than 
$60,000. 

One of those winners came May 14 
when Hauler, previously owned by Bill 
Warren, registered a front-running victory 
in an allowance race at 1 mile and 70 yards.

Now owned by Reid’s client Dave Cottle, 
Hauler fought off several challenges as 
he clung to a short lead the entire trip. He 
raced in California after being purchased 
for $325,000 at the 2014 OBS March sale 
of selected 2-year-olds. Hauler had several 
disappointing races at 2 and 3, failing to fin¬ 
ish in the money in seven starts. 

“He was a cut below the best in Cali¬ 
fornia, and Bill isn’t interested in cam¬ 
paigning claiming horses—he’s looking for 
those at the top level,” said Reid. “So I was 
able to get him sold to Dave Cottle, and he 
appears to be improving as he gets older.” 

Hauler, a son of Super Saver out of the 
Seeking the Gold mare Girl of Gold, took 
four tries to break his maiden last October 
at Delaware Park. But immediately after 
that first trip to the winner’s circle, the colt 
rattled off two wins in a row, in a claiming 
race at Parx in November, and a claiming 
race at Penn National in December. 


This year, he recorded two seconds, 
narrowly beaten in both, before his May 
allowance win. 

“He had been wearing blinkers, and 
he got nailed at the wire twice,” said Reid. 
“So I opened them up into cheaters, and 
[jockey Ashley Castrenze] said he rebroke 
down the stretch [in the allowance].” 

Reid said he was pleased with Hauler’s 
development and said he doesn’t see any 
reason that he couldn’t keep getting better 
as the year progresses. 


Cottle, a Baltimore native, comes at 
racing from another sport-lacrosse. He 
played at Salisbury University in Maryland 
and in 1975 led the nation in scoring as 
just the second player in history to surpass 
100 points in a season. Cottle was the head 
coach at the University of Maryland and 
Loyola University and is the president and 
head coach of the Chesapeake Bayhawks 
of Major League Lacrosse. 

He has several broodmares at Walnut 
Green and breeds for the sales ring and the 
racetrack. #

The Irish-born, Maryland-based 
trainer won 12 races from .j.ust 24 starts, including the Iroquois Steeplechase 
' and Temple Gwathmey with Rawnaq (Ire), the My Lady’s Manor and Virginia 
Gold Cup with Ebanour (Ire), the David Semmes Hurdle Stakes with Charminster 
(Ire) and the Margaret Currey Henley Stakes with One Lucky Lady (GB). 

At the conclusion of the spring season, Murphy trailed Jack Fisher (58 starts) 
by one win in the races-won standings and led Fisher in the earnings race, while 
Murphy’s main client, Irv Naylor, dominated the owners’ division. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred!% Sean Clancy caught up with Murphy—who won six 
jump races in 2015-to talk about the torrid spring. Race by race, here are the winners 
in Murphy’s voice. 
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1 Deficit (ire) . Maiden hurdle at 
Stoneybrook April 9 in his debut for 
the barn. The 6-year-old son of Irish- 
bred Dalakhani sold for six figures twice 
in England, but won just twice in 15 flat 
starts there before being imported by 
Naylor and Murphy “We had taken him 
to Green Spring Point-to-Point, I wasn’t 
quite sure what to make of him, he didn’t 
come to us with big expectations. He 
had run once over hurdles in England, it 
didn’t look very good on paper. We went 
down there, I figured, we’d get him out 
early, win early because we might not have 
a chance when the nicer horses come out 
later. He jumped very well, traveled nicely, 
quickened well and looked like he might 
be all right. He got a curb after the race, 
I’m hoping we can go to Parx on the flat 
[in July] and then Saratoga.”

2 Jack Frost (GB). Allowance hur¬ 
dle at Stoneybrook April 9. Bred and 
raced by The Queen, the 6-year-old won 
four of six starts in England for trainer 
Nicky Henderson, before coming to the 
United States last year. He finished sec¬ 
ond twice late in the season. “Same thing. 
Going down there, you’re thinking, if 
you’re going to find a soft spot, this might 
be it. When Deficit ran the way he did, I 


felt like we were in good shape. He came 
out of it with a tendon. It’s a tendon, 
but it’s as mild as you’re going to get, he 
should be able to come back next spring. 
He’s stiU young enough, he’s got plenty of 
time. Without a doubt, winning two early 
was a good way to start, I felt like we were 
in a good spot.” 

3 Ebanour (Ire). My Lad/s Manor 

timber stakes at My Lady’s Manor 
April 16. Bred by the Aga Khan’s Studs, 
the 9-year-old made a case for the 2016 
timber championship with back-to-back 
wins to start the year. “Once we were 
able to get him there without any inter¬ 
ruptions, I felt like it was just a matter of 
showing up. Off what he did in Far HiUs 
in October, the way he finished up the 
hill, all we had to do is take him up there, 
have a clean round of jumping and he 
was going to do what he did. He’s a nice a 
horse. A very, very nice horse.” 

4 One Lucky Lady (GB). Ratings 

handicap hurdle at Middleburg 
Spring Races April 23. The 8-year-old 
mare took on the boys and beat a solid 
group for apprentice Dylan McDonagh’s 
first win. “She needed to run somewhere 
before we went to Tennessee, there’s 
really only two races for her, Tennessee 
and Far HiUs. My initial thought was to go 
to Middleburg Point-to-Point, but there 
wasn’t an open hurdle race. We threw our 
hands up and put her in the ratings race 
at Middleburg, I wasn’t expecting her to 
go and win. Dylan rode her like he didn’t 
have a bug, he rode her exactly how we 
asked him to do. We went down there 


half thinking we were going to scratch if 
we didn’t see any rain, it rained that morn¬ 
ing and it came up soft.”

hurdle stakes at Middleburg Spring 
Races April 23. Placed in two Grade 1 
starts last fall, the 9-year-old emerged 
from behind the shadow of injured 
stablemate Dawalan (Fr) with a 15-length 
win while giving away at least 14 pounds 
to seven foes. “With it being a handicap, 

I had no problem taking him down there, 
he’s a big strong horse, carrying weight 
wasn’t going to be a problem. When 
the nominations came out, there wasn’t 
anybody in there that gave us any remote 
concern. If it hadn’t rained, he wouldn’t 
have run, it was a prep run for Tennessee. 
Jack [Doyle] rode him like he was tons the 
best and he won the race like was. Jack is 
very good, very good. He sets up there 
and leaves him alone. He rides him like 
he’s a good horse, the horse feeds off 
that.” 

stormy Alex. Maiden claiming 

hurdle at Block House Steeplechase 
May 7. Bred in Pennsylvania by Naylor’s 
son Scott, the 4-year-old son of Afleet 
Alex won his hurdle debut after losing 
three flat starts last year. “It was a pleasant 
surprise for us. He got hurt as a yearling, 
he was looking for a trainer, I suggested 
Chuck Lawrence, he sent him up there, he 
ran a few times but never got a chance 
to run long on the turf At the end of 
the year, Scott said Any chance we could 
bring him to the farm and see if he’ll be 
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a jumper?’ with the idea of selling him. 
For the longest time, he led us to believe 
that he was absolutely useless, he could 
not get out of his own way Jumping, 
he could jump the rolls great, he would 
jump the small hurdles good and we put 
a proper hurdle in front of him and he 
didn’t know what to do. A month before 
(Block House), it all changed, the penny 
finally dropped, schooling started to go 
well, he started to work like he knew what 
he was doing. He did it comfortably. He’s 
a small, handy horse, he nipped around 
the corners, that’s the difference between 
winning and losing down there. And Irv is 
now his owner.” 

7 Charminster (Ire). David 

Semmes hurdle stakes at the Virginia 
Gold Cup May 7. A warrior in his fifth 
American season, the 10-year-old pre¬ 
vailed over seven others. ‘‘He’s got a 
couple of old tendons on him, he’s a very 
good work horse, he goes out and does 
his job, to win a grade two was sweet. He 
beat a solid group. That was nice. He’s a 
nice horse to do anything with, he’s had 
a couple of little problems but he’s come 
back. Last year, he had a small crack in his 
pelvis, he spent six weeks in the stall, we 
got him out and there’s never been any 
signs of it. He doesn’t hold onto to any 
of his small issues. He runs to the line 
every time he goes out there.” 

S EbanOUr (Ire). The Virginia Gold 
Cup timber stakes May 7. “When 
he did what he did at the Manor, there 
was no reason to think he wouldn’t do it 
again. We rode him the exact same way, 
we were running against the same horses, 
we knew the soft ground wasn’t going to 
bother him, he had won on heavy ground. 
A good horse will go on any ground they 
tell us. The first morning I got here, he 
was in the end stall, they said, 'That’s 
Ebanour, he’s been in there for the last 
three months, he’s got another six months 
standing in the stall.’ He had run through 
the fence and broken a small bone in his 
knee. He was standing there with his head 
over the door, just a horse on stall rest. 
When the time came, we were going to 
have to do something with him.

Emerging star Rawnaq turns back Irish raiders 
in Grade 1 Iroquois battle to stay perfect in ’16

I n 1991, famed Irish trainer Paddy 
Mullins dispatched the mare Grabel 
(GB) to the United States for the inau¬ 
gural running of the Dueling Grounds 
International Hurdle. Worth $750,000, the 
race was —and is stiU—the richest jump race 
ever run in North America. 


Grabel duly won, smacking around 
eight others including international run¬ 
ners from France and England. Mullins’ 
son Willie came along on that trip-‘'for 
the beer” as he put it—but never forgot it. 
Twenty-five years after (and about 50 miles 
south of) that historic win, Willie Mullins 


attempted to duplicate his father’s feat 
with ShaneshiU (Ire) and Nichols Canyon 
(GB) in the Iroquois Steeplechase at Percy 
Warner Park in Nashville, Tenn., May 14. 

Elevated to $200,000 and linked by 
a $500,000 bonus to England’s World 
Hurdle, the Iroquois was suddenly an 
international target. 

And Mu llin s, long a proponent of more 
international jump racing, noticed. 

“We need to get jump racing more inter¬ 
national, get Europeans traveling over here 
and Americans coming back to Europe, let 
it grow like flat racing where horses run 
all over the world,” Mullins said. “We’ve 
got to grow the purses, we’ve got to get 
more links between Europe and America 
and have more competition at the top 
level. We think it’s crucial that we try and 
make the game a bit bigger, rather than just 
traditional Ireland and England and maybe 
France and the Americans stay at home. It

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needs to be broadened to grow, otherwise 
National Hunt Racing will disappear all 
together” 

Based on the 2016 Iroquois, jump rac¬ 
ing isn’t going anywhere. 

The Mullins pair, and the American- 
based winner Rawnaq (Ire) put on a show 
worthy of trans-Atlantic attention. A win¬ 
ner three weeks earlier in the Temple 
Gwathmey at Middleburg, Rawnaq pre¬ 
vailed by a neck for owner Irv Naylor, 
trainer Cyril Murphy and jockey Jack Doyle. 
Shaneshill finished second with Nichols 
Canyon third after 3 miles in 5:42.40. 

Mullins shipped his horses (both owned 
by Graham and Andrea Wylie) over to be 
sporting, to take a flier at the big payday 
and to investigate the American game. 
They performed admirably, even if they 
didn’t win. 

“They’re probably our best couple of 
3-milers,” Mullins answered as to why he 
chose the two he did from a deep stable. 
“Our horses are at the end of their season 
and they sort of look it. I’ve seen them 
looking stronger, but I’m hoping that their 
fitness might be the edge they have here.” 

They proved to be fitter, and better, 
than everyone but Rawnaq. 

Murphy and Doyle sent their horse 
right after the visitors. Rawnaq made an 
immediate play for the lead along with 
Nichols Canyon, who led on the long 
downhill run to the first fence, followed 
closely by Rawnaq. They jumped the first 
almost side-by-side and put 5 lengths on 
the rest. Nichols Canyon and champion 
Irish jockey Ruby Walsh went sharply right 
at the third, briefly interfering with Rawnaq, 
who dropped back and—in what turned 
out to be a big tactical move—switched to 
the inside. He outjumped Nichols Canyon 
at the next two and took a slight lead into 
the eighth. Halfway through, Rawnaq led 
Nichols Canyon by a length, followed by 
Shaneshill, Demonstrative and Scorpiancer 
(Ire). The others were keeping pace, but 
that would soon change. 

Of the top five. Demonstrative cracked 
first. The jumping was there. The speed 
was not. Rawnaq shucked aside the tests 
of Nichols Canyon up the back, and 
went a length up at the third-last. Behind 
them, Shaneshill kept pace on the inside 
as Scorpiancer reached that one’s flank in 
fourth. They all spun a bit wide off the 
final turn, but Rawnaq handled it best and 
found more. He built a quick 2-length 
advantage and touched down in front 


over the second-last as Shaneshill surged 
past his stablemate. Still in front over the 
last, Rawnaq faced one more challenge as 
Shaneshill dug in for jockey Danny Mullins. 
Head low and grinding away, he made up 
ground in the final yards, but came up a 
neck short. 

“We went out there with the idea that we 
were running to win,” said Murphy. “If it 
aU fell apart so be it. We weren’t going to sit 
back and hope it aU fell apart in front of us. 
I was happy enough watching it. Nichols 
Canyon was jumping away [to the right], 
we were running a shorter route and doing 
less. Crossing the road down here [with 
four fences to go], I said to myself the win¬ 
ner’s in the first three. It’s either we’re good 
enough or we’re not.” 

Rawnaq gained a commanding lead in 
the race for the American steeplechase 
championship this season, though he 
probably won’t run again until October’s 
$350,000 Grand National in New Jersey. 

Murphy reveled in the Iroquois win 
and the chance at a $500,000 payday if 
Rawnaq could win the World Hurdle at 
the 2017 Cheltenham Festival next March. 
Launched this year, the Brown Advisory 
Iroquois/Cheltenham Challenge offers 
that bonus to a horse who can sweep back- 
to-back runnings of the 3-mile hurdle 
races-in either order. 

“There’s 10 months of thinking to do, 
isn’t there?” Murphy told the crowd at 
Nashville. 'We’U see, we’U see. We’ve got 
a lot of things to overcome to get there, 
but it’s nice to know that we could if we 
wanted. I think we’re good enough.” 

Willie Mullins will surely be there trying 
to prove otherwise. 


STAKES-FILLED CARD 
PROVIDES IN NASHVILLE 

The Iroquois meet offered $450,000 
in purses, tops on the spring circuit, and 
lived up to it with a strong racing program 
at aU levels. 

■ Novice hurdlers competed in the 
$75,000 Marcellus Frost, which went to 
Bob Kinsley’s homebred Tempt Me Alex. 
The Pennsylvania-bred, a rare 7-year-old 
in the division, outran 4-year-old Ice It 
over the final furlong and won by iy 2 
lengths for Doyle and trainer Elizabeth 
Voss. Becoming something of an Iroquois 
specialist, the son of Afleet Alex and the 
Meadowlake mare Attemptress won for 
the second time (to go with a nose defeat 
and a third) in four starts over the course. 

“He loves this course,” said Gary Murray, 
trainer Elizabeth Voss’ husband. “He won 
at 2 [miles] two years ago and he just got 
pipped going 3 miles last year. He ran a 
winning race last year, just didn’t win and to 
come back and go 2% this year and win. . . 
he’s quicker than he looks. He has a gear. 
I don’t think his best trip is today, but fit¬ 
ness-wise today was the right race for him.” 

The long-striding bay made three starts 
on the flat for Kinsley and Voss’ father 
Tom in 2012, then switched to hurdles 
(where he’s now 3-for-13). 

“He’U be a lovely horse over 3 miles 
here next year,” Murray said of taking a 
crack at the Grade 1 Iroquois. “The condi¬ 
tions were here for him in this race today 
so you’ve got to run him. Jack says it feels 
like he’s going slow, but he’s actually going 
pretty quick. The horse next to him is tak¬ 
ing two strides for every one of his.”

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H Before they took home the big prize 
with Rawnaq, Naylor and Murphy teamed 
up to win the $50,000 Margaret Currey 
Henley Stakes for fillies and mares with 
One Lucky Lady (GB). The 8-year-old 
mare made much of the early running, 
then held off The Grange late to win 
by a half-length and stake a claim as the 
division leader. The daughter of unraced 
stallion Lucky Story won for the third time 
in four U.S. starts (to go with five English 
jump wins). Last year’s filly/mare cham¬ 
pion Ivy MiUs, who defeated One Lucky 
Lady by a half-length at the Colonial Cup, 
settled for third at the Iroquois. 

“[The Grange] headed me after the last 
and before I ever got to hit her a smack 
she was gone again,” jockey Ross Geraghty 
said of One Lucky Lady. “I picked up 
my stick and nearly threw it over her tail 
because she started running again. That’s 
her, she wants to win as much as I do.” 

■ Jockey Connor Hankin completed a 
double on the spring’s biggest day when 
he steered The Nephew (Ire) home first in 
the $50,000 Mason Houghland Memorial 
timber stakes. Owned by Bruton Street- 
US, the 8-year-old followed Tax Ruling 
early, then put Le Chevalier under pressure 
on the backside and puUed away late. Le 
Chavalier finished second with Grade 1 
hurdle winner Gustavian third. 


PuUed up after ducking to the wrong 
side of a beacon at My Lady’s Manor, The 
Nephew stayed straight and true this time 
around. He won five chases in England 
with trainer Jonjo O’NeiU and won his 
American debut in a handicap hurdle last 
faU at Far HiUs. 

“Taking a horse that was good, but not 
quite the top, and running him over timber 
works,” said trainer Jack Fisher. “He’s a 
better horse than aU of them would be 
over hurdles now—he’s just a better horse 
than those guys.” 

FISHER DOUBLES 
AT RADNOR 

CaU them overdue if you want, but Jack 
Fisher trainees Straight to It and Schoodic 
went to the Radnor Hunt Races May 21 
looking for redemption—the former from 
a disputed victory over the course in 2015 
and the latter from an eight-race losing 
streak (with four seconds and two thirds) 
dating to August 2014. 

They made amends at Radnor. 

Ten-year-old Straight to It (Sean 
McDermott) ran away with the $30,000 
Radnor Hunt Cup timber stakes to erase 
the sting of a disquaUfication for interfer¬ 
ence last year. In 2015, he and McDermott 
prevailed by VA lengths, but were ruled to 
have hampered Wildcatter in the stretch 


and set down to second. This time around, 
they left no doubt—winning by 9 A lengths 
after taking over with two fences to go. 

Once a $500,000 yearling. Straight to 
It lost his only three starts on the flat 
and won twice over hurdles for Fisher 
before switching to timber, where he’s 
won six times, in 2012. The son of Giant’s 
Causeway was making his fourth start in 
the Radnor timber stakes after placing 
third in 2013, fourth in 2014 and second 
after the disqualification in 2015. 

Owned and bred by Radnor-area resi¬ 
dent Edie Dixon, Schoodic was making his 
debut over the course but deserved a win 
just as much while facing five others in the 
$50,000 National Hunt Cup hurdle stakes. 

The son of Tiznow and the Hennessy 
mare Aunt Henny lost all five flat starts 
for Dixon and trainer Michael Matz, but 
turned into a star as a hurdler—winning 
his first three and taking the Mickey Walsh 
Memorial novice stakes at Saratoga in 2014. 
Then the losing-which included a second 
in the Grade 1 New York Turf Writers 
Cup last year—began. 

At Radnor, the 6-year-old ousted a salty 
group including Charminster (Ire), Able 
Deputy (GB) and Royal Bench (Ire) for 
jockey Paddy Young. Reserved for most 
of the 2y8 miles, Schoodic charged into 
contention at the last fence and won by a 
length over Charminster with Able Deputy 
third. The Kentucky-bred won for the fifth 
time in 15 jump starts, while pushing his 
lifetime earnings to $211,246. 

NAYLOR RULES 
AT VIRGINIA GOLD CUP 

Leading owner Irv Naylor won both 
stakes at the Virginia Gold Cup meet May 
7, in another example of the depth of his 
powerhouse stable. Veteran Charminster 
(Ire) won the $75,000 David Semmes 
Memorial hurdle stakes, while budding tim¬ 
ber star Ebanour (Ire) took the $100,000 
Gold Cup timber stakes. 

The latter produced his third consecu¬ 
tive stakes triumph (and second this year) 
by handling the 4 miles, 23 fences and 
eight rivals while winning by 614 lengths 
over Two’s Company (Ire) with Personal 
Brew third. It was Naylor’s fourth Gold 
Cup win as an owner, following Make Me a 
Champ (2002) and Salmo (2007 and 2009). 
Gus Dahl rode the 9-year-old, who opened 
2016 with a win in the My Lady’s Manor 
timber stakes and took a commanding lead 
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Timber veteran Straight to It (Sean McDermott) soars a Schoodic (right, Paddy Young) rallies past three foes at the last fence of

in the timber standings with the $60,000

early leader Bodie Island before taking 
over at the last fence.

The nine-race card included the 
$50,000 Secretariat Stakes at VA miles 
on the turf In an 11-horse field where 
the top four finished within VA lengths. 
Lake Lonely Racing’s Rum Turn Tugger 
prevailed over Silver Lime and Mutasaawy 
for trainer Jonathan Sheppard and jockey 
Willie McCarthy. The 7-year-old son of 
Afleet Alex came from weU back to win by 
three-quarters of a length, his fifth win in 
26 starts. 

Divisions of a $30,000 maiden flat 
going a mile went to West Virginia-bred 
Rodie, running for Lawrence McDade, 


trainer Susan Cooney and jockey Barry 
Foley and Maryland-bred Middle Road for 
Maggie Bryant, Leslie Young and Paddy 
Young. Owner/trainer Jean Rofe and jock¬ 
ey Jeff Murphy won the $30,000 Virginia- 
bred flat with Willisville. 

Total handle on the nine-race card (on¬ 
site only) was $142,540. 

NOTES: The $40,000 Iroquois maiden 
hurdle went to Duodecim Stable’s All for 
Us, a 5-year-old Tiz Wonderful gelding 
who was stiU in the midst of a flat career 
March 5. That day, he won for trainer Tom 
Proctor at Tampa Bay Downs, but was 
purchased shortly thereafter and convert-

off Andi’amu by three-quarters of a length 
in the 3-mile race. Proving crossover hap¬ 
pens with more than horses, Brion is 
married to Penn National jockey Andrew 
Wolfsont. . . The season wrapped up at its 
traditional spot, Maryland’s Fair Hill Races, 
May 28. Amy Taylor Rowe’s Maserati (Brz) 
won the $45,000 feature, a handicap hurdle 
for horses rated 140-110, for trainer/jock¬ 
ey Paddy Young. The son of Point Given 
won a novice hurdle stakes at the Queen’s 


Cup in April, and ousted Scorpiancer (Ire) 
and Top Striker at Fair Hill. 

SUMMER SCHEDULE 
TAKES SHAPE 

After a June stop at New Jersey’s 
Monmouth Park, the summer steeple¬ 
chase lineup stops at Suffolk Downs in 
Massachusetts for two races July 9 and 
Parx Racing July 10 and 12. The Parx 
schedule includes two turf races for stee¬ 
plechase horses on the first day, and two 
hurdle races on the second. 

Saratoga’s schedule called for a dozen 
races, one each Wednesday and Thursday 
starting July 27 and running through Sept.

NOT PRESENTED 

The George Brown Bowl, presented 
to the horse “felt to have the best perfor¬ 
mance over the eight Maryland spring tim¬ 
ber races at the My Lady’s Manor, Grand 
National and Maryland Hunt Cup” was 
not presented this year. For the first time, 
as far as anyone can recall, each of the 
eight races was won by a different horse 
and the first three finishers in each race 
were different. 


Dahl enjoys solid spring in saddle 


E lizabeth Voss implored. Inside 
the crowded horsemen’s tent at 
the Virginia Gold Cup May 7, the 
Maryland-based trainer urged, twisted and 
begged for one final jump and furlong in 
the 4-mile timber feature. 

“Come on Gus. Come on Gus. Come 
on Gus.” 

Ebanour (Ire) and Gus Dahl rallied 
past Personal Brew and staved off Two’s 
Company to win the $100,000 Virginia 
Gold Cup at Great Meadow Racecourse 
in The Plains, Va. 

Voss exhaled. Nothing like a winning 
trainer. But she wasn’t the winning trainer, 
Cyril Murphy trained the winner for Irv 
Naylor. Voss didn’t care, Dahl is part of 
her team too. 

And the 21-year-old Monkton, Md.- 
based jockey knows it. 

“I’ve set good roots with good peo¬ 
ple,” Dahl said after riding a double-the 
timber stakes and an allowance hurdle on 
Royal Bench (Ire) for Voss. “Elizabeth is 
good about letting me go out and school 
for Cyril in the afternoon and things like 
that, she’s got a top notch barn. That’s the 
biggest race I’ve ever won, I had a double 
today, I had a winner last week, I had a 
winner the week before and I’ve got a 
fairly good shot at winning one for Cyril 
tomorrow. I’m on cloud nine right now’ 
Dahl did indeed win one the next day, 
taking the feature timber race at Winterthur 



aboard Naylor’s Top Man Michael (Ire), to 
complete a three-win weekend. 

Dahl picked up the ride on Ebanour 
last fall, winning the New Jersey Hunt 
Cup. This spring, they took the My Lady’s 
Manor and the Gold Cup. 

“After he won at the Manor, we had 
this date set and I really fancied him, I 
would have been disappointed if he didn’t 
run like he normally does and he did. The 
extra mile didn’t hurt him whatsoever, 
switched off, traveled, jumped for fun, 
with a circuit to go I was getting run away 
with, really,” Dahl said. “I was waiting and 


waiting. Mentally it was fine, physically, 
my arms were burning.” 

Dahl moved from Tennessee to base 
himself with Voss a few seasons ago and 
he’s got it down to a routine. Maryland in 
the spring and fall. Saratoga for the sum¬ 
mer. Ireland for the winter. 

“Just getting on the right sort of 
horses,” Dahl said when asked to explain 
the reason for his five-win spring. “I 
spend winters in Ireland, that’s like going 
to college for four years for me, I come 
back so much more knowledgeable, with 
the whole aspect of riding races and rac¬ 
ing in general, the way of life. I work for 
Pat Doyle, it does me a world of good 
every winter. Every week, I look back and 
say, 'That’s new’ He’s got 40 or 50 of the 
nicest 3-year-olds turning 4-year-olds over 
there, I’m getting on the best horses every 
day and he’s a top-notch trainer.” 

Pay Doyle is the father of Jack Doyle, 
who rides first call for Voss, and serves as 
a mentor to Dahl. 

Dahl’s biggest mentor, his dad Dennis, 
died in 2013 

“He’d be delighted,” Dahl said when 
asked what he would have thought about 
the Virginia Gold Cup win. “He’d be 
delighted.” 

Leaning on a post and rail fence out¬ 
side the after-race party, Dahl wiped away 
a tear. 

“That touched a little point there,” 
Dahl said, walking away—Virginia Gold 
Cup in his pocket and his father in his 
heart. — Sean Clancy 
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Past winners of the bowl include 
Maryland Hunt Cup winners Buck Jakes, 
Welter Weight and Private Attack. 

The award is named for a Maryland 
sportsman of the late 1800s and early 
1900s. He rode in 14 Maryland Hunt Cups 
over a span of 28 years, wining in 1900 and 
1916, was a master of the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds and was a steward at race¬ 
tracks in Maryland, Delaware and Florida. 

REGIONAL WINNERS 

West Virginia-bred Canyon Road 
won the maiden timber at WiUowdale 
May 15. Chris Kolb trains the 7-year- 
old Gordons dale Farm homebred, a son 
of Service Stripe. Also at WiUowdale, 
Virginia-bred Monstaleur dead-heated for 
the win with Grand Manan in the open 
timber for Black and Blue Stable, trainer 
Forrest Kelly and jockey Lia McGuirk. 

Virginia-bred Curve of Stones enjoyed 
a banner May with a maiden hurdle win at 
the Virginia Gold Cup May 7 and an allow¬ 
ance score two weeks later at Radnor. Bred 
by Audley Farm, the son of Arch races 
for Sarah Shepherd and trainer David 
Bourke. Pennsylvania-bred Holy Cow won 
a fiUy/mare maiden hurdle at Fair Hill 
for owners/breeders Ron and Betsy Sapp. 
Gerard GaUigan rode the daughter of 
Flashy Bull for trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 
Pennsylvania-bred Stormy Alex won a 
maiden hurdle at Block House for owner/ 
breeder Scott Naylor. 

NOTES: The NSA horse inventory rose 
slightly for the spring, in comparison to 
the same timeframe last year, with 365 
individual horses (plus 31) making 698 
starts (plus 70). There were 94 races, three 
fewer than in 2015, with total purses reach¬ 
ing $2,595,250, an increase of $232,200 
over 2015 . . . Jack Fisher (13 wins) led 
Cyril Murphy (12) in the trainers’ standings 
through June 16. No one else had more 
than five wins . . . Irv Naylor’s 14 wins 
and $513,200 in earnings were far ahead 
of the other owners as he took aim at the 
first million-doUar season in NSA history 
. . . Connor Hankin and Ross Geraghty 
were tied atop the jockeys’ standings with 
nine wins, followed by Jack Doyle (eight), 
Gerard GaUigan (six) and Gus Dahl (five). 


Hankin reaches top, aims even higher 


A t the close of the spring season, 
Dahl and Connor Hankin were 
making a case for the American 
jump jockey—finding places among a top 
10 otherwise fuU of imports. Hankin’s 
nine wins through June 16 were tied with 
Irishman Ross Geraghty at the top of 
the standings, foUowed closely by Doyle 
with eight. 

It’s been quite a year for Hankin, 
a 22-year-old Marylander who rides 
as an amateur. He graduated from the 
University of Virginia in May, finished 
the spring as the country’s top stee¬ 
plechase jockey and wiU soon join the 
United States Marine Corps as an officer 
candidate. 

Hankin’s big decision left many 
searching for responses. 

“My first reaction was. Are you kid¬ 
ding me?’” said Jack Fisher, who put 
Hankin on most of his winners. “My sec¬ 
ond reaction was that it’s going to make 
him a better person and he’s a pretty 
good person already.” 

Hankin grew up riding ponies and 
foxhunting in Maryland, and started rid¬ 
ing timber races on his family’s horses in 
2010. In 2012, he won his first National 
Steeplechase Association race and fin¬ 
ished second in the 2012 Maryland Hunt 
Cup. Last year, he rode a career-high 29 
races (winning six) and committed to a 
fuU slate for this spring—finishing with 
nine wins from 28 mounts and $233,850 
in purse earnings. Hankin’s father Mike is 
a partner in the Bruton Street-US horses 
trained by Fisher, plus a few others, but 
Connor’s mounts have come from aU 
corners of the trainer’s barn. 

“Since February, I’ve been coming 
home Friday, Saturday, Sunday and rid¬ 
ing,” said Hankin, who rode during the 
week at school and worked out on an 
Equicizer mechanical horse. “LuckUy our 
own horses have been going weU and 
Jack’s been giving me other opportuni¬ 
ties. It’s a combination of being there all 
the time and riding and taking advantage 
of the opportunities I’ve had. Those are 
big opportunities. I think for me it was 
a chance to prove to myself and prove 
to other people that I can ride against 
the professionals. It’s a challenge for me, 
which is part of the excitement.”

Hankin’s Marine Corps career path 
grew out of an internship with a private 
equity firm in Washington, DC., last year. 

“It’s not that I didn’t enjoy that, but 
it really made me realize I wanted to do 
something else,” he said. “And that some¬ 
thing else was some form of military 
service. I thought about a service acad¬ 
emy more to myself coming out of high 
school. I would talk a lot with my dad 
and he said it was one thing he regretted 
not doing. It would be one thing I would 
regret not doing if I decided not to do it.” 

Hankin did monthly fitness tests 
in 2016 and in March was contract¬ 
ed through the Marine Corps officer- 
candidates program. He will report to 
Quantico, Va., for the 10-week Officer 
Candidates School in September and, 
all going well, will be commissioned as a 
second lieutenant. From there, it’s basic 
training and ultimately a two-year post 
with a platoon somewhere—anywhere. 

That schedule was part of why he 
dove into riding races so heavily this 
spring. He may never be a steeplechase 
jockey again, but that’s OK. Hankin will 
probably ride for Fisher this summer, but 
don’t expect to see him in silks this fall. 

“Everyone asks about riding,” he said. 
“The schedule is fairly flexible. It’s a dif¬ 
ferent chapter and I’m fully focused on 
that once I start. If I can ride a little bit, 
great. If I can’t, we’U see. We’re all thrilled 
with it the spring. We set out to have a 
great spring and pretty much every horse 
has run really well.” — Joe Clancy

N ot For Love, the most 
dominant stallion in the 
Mid-Atlantic region for 
well over a decade, was eutha¬ 
nized at his longtime home, 
Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md., May 
29 due to complications from 
colic. The son of Mr. Pros¬ 
pector was 26. 

Retired from the breeding 
shed in March 2015 after suf¬ 
fering a reproductive injury. 
Not For Love’s last crop of 
21 foals are now yearlings. He 
sired more than 1,010 foals in 
19 crops after entering stud 
at Northview in the spring of 
1996. 

Campaigned by breeder 
Ogden Mills Phipps and later 


Northview principal Richard 
Golden to six wins, and one 
stakes-placing on the turf as 
a 4-year-old, from 29 career 
starts, the bay’s value as a stal¬ 
lion prospect was based on his 
pedigree. By a renowned sire 
of sires, he was from a female 
line blossoming in importance 
as a sire family. 

Out of the Grade 1-win¬ 
ning Northern Dancer mare 
Dance Number, Not For Love 
was a fuU-brother to cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old Rhythm and 
graded stakes winner Get 
Lucky, whose grandson Super 
Saver won the 2010 Kentucky 
Derby and is now a rising 
young sire. His second dam 
was champion 2-year-old fiUy 


Numbered Account, and he 
descended from famed matri¬ 
arch *La Troienne. The fam¬ 
ily includes leading sire Private 
Account (a half-brother to 
Dance Number), top Maryland 
sire Polish Numbers (who 
also stood at Northview), and 
recent sire leaders Bluegrass 
Cat, Freud and Girolamo. 

Not For Love was the lead¬ 
ing North American sire by 
progeny earnings standing out¬ 
side of Kentucky for eight con¬ 
secutive years (2003-’10) and 
was named Maryland’s Stallion 
of the Year for 13 years, 10 con¬ 
secutive. He is the top-ranked 
Maryland stallion by 2016 earn¬ 
ings. He is also the broodmare 
sire of California Chrome, the 


richest North American run¬ 
ner in history after winning this 
year’s Dubai World Cup-Gl. 

Not For Love made head¬ 
lines before his runners 
reached the races, when in the 
spring of 1999 La SaUe Street, 
a 2-year-old colt from his first 
crop, sold for $2 million at the 
Keeneland April sale, equaling 
the record price for a juve¬ 
nile sold at public auction. His 
offspring continued to bring 
six figures on a regular basis, 
with an overall 2-year-old sales 
average of $109,015 (from 
102 sold), yearling average of 
$47,181 and weanling average 
of $31,866 (through May 31). 

Not For Love has sired 
at least one stakes winner in 
each of his 17 crops to race 
(through current 3-year-olds), 
for a total of 85 stakes winners. 
His progeny earnings exceed 
$72 million, led by millionaire 
son Eighttofasttocatch. Eighty- 
four percent of his 943 foals of 
racing age have started, 80 per¬ 
cent of his starters have won 
and his average earnings per 
starter is more than $91,600. 

His progeny earnings 
exceeded $4 million a year 
for 11 consecutive years. 
From statistics provided by 
Grayson/Jockey Club Research 
Foundation on stallion progeny 
durability (through 2015), Not 
For Love ranks fourth among 
the nation’s stallions by lifetime 
starts per starter (21.68) and 
sixth by lifetime percentage of 
starters per foals. 

Not For Love is the top 
Maryland sire by lifetime prog¬ 
eny earnings, lifetime juve¬ 
nile earnings and is the all- 
time leading sire by Maryland 
Million wins with 34, including 
the featured Classic six times, 
three by Eighttofasttocatch. 
Three times Not For Love had 
as many as four winners on a 
Maryland Million Day card.

Jersey-based Cable Boy sires first stakes winner 



R epresented by 14 foals in his first 
three small crops, Colonial Farms’ 
stallion Cable Boy has his first stakes 
winner after She’s Hot Wired got up in 
the final strides to win the Open Mind 
Handicap at Monmouth Park May 30. 

Bred by Colonial, She’s Hot Wired 
is trained by Mario Serey for Lawrence 
Dilione Jr. The 5-year-old mare came into 
the Open Mind with a record of 35-4-8- 


12, and three stakes placings, in the 2013 
Jersey Juvenile, 2015 Jersey Girl and 2015 
Open Mind Stakes. She rated off swift 
early fractions over a sloppy track before 
giving chase on the outside and running 
down Bustin Out to win by a nose, with 
Love Came to Town another neck back 
in third, after 6 furlongs in 1:10.91. The 
victory pushed She’s Hot Wired’s earnings 
to $305,246. 


Cable Boy also won a stakes at 
Monmouth, taking the 2007 Coronado’s 
Quest. He dazzled in his first three races, 
all wins, including a Monmouth track 
record of 1:38.78 for a mile and 70 yards. 

From 11 starts, he won four, earned 
$156,580, and retired to stud to Colonial 
Farms in Colts Neck, N.J. The 12-year-old 
dark bay has four winners from 11 starters, 
including Meefman, his lone foal in his 
2013 crop who won at 2. 

From the first crop of leading Mid- 
Atlantic sire Jump Start (by A.P. Indy), 
Cable Boy is out of Princess Stakes winner 
MiUee Van, by Taylor’s Falls. 

Cable Boy’s second dam. Ruffle My 
Feathers (by Tom Rolfe), produced 
$238,905 earner Blue Guru, who won 
or placed in 10 stakes, and stakes-placed 
Saint Edward. The family descends from 
Ariel Beauty, found in the female line 
of dozens of stakes winners, including 
Travers Stakes-Gl winner and millionaire 
Corporate Report, Grade 1 winner Tonza- 
run, Louisiana Derby winner Federal HiU, 
and eight-time stakes winner Jyp. 

Cable Boy stands for $1,000 live foal, 
with special consideration to approved 
mares.

Taylor Mountain’s Charitable Man, 
rising sire in West Virginia, dies at 10 


C haritable Man, sire of 2015 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic winner 
Charitable Annuity and five addition¬ 
al stakes horses in his first two crops, died 
in his stall of an apparent heart attack May 
20 at Jim Casey’s Taylor Mountain Farm in 
Charles Town, WVa. Completing his sixth 
breeding season, the son of Lemon Drop 
Kid was 10. 

A multiple graded stakes winner of 
$475,800 from eight starts. Charitable Man 
was one of the top juveniles of 2008. Sold 
by his breeder Edward P. Evans as a year¬ 
ling for $200,000, the Virginia-bred carried 
the colors of Suzanne and WiUiam Warren 
to an liy 2 -length victory in his debut 
at Saratoga, and one month later took 
Belmont Park’s Grade 2 Futurity Stakes. 
A saucer fracture requiring surgery halted 
his season. 

When the dark bay returned at 3 he 
once again demonstrated his brilliance, 
winning the IVs-mile Grade 2 Peter Pan 
at Belmont Park and finishing third in the 
Jim Dandy-G2 before being sidelined for 
nearly a year by a variety of minor issues. 

Casey purchased Charitable Man to 
stand at Taylor Mountain and he was a hit 
from the start, covering 79 mares his first 
season—the most of any stallion in the 


state-and surpassing that number while 
leading the state again the next year. 

The Mid-Atlantic region’s leading third- 
crop sire also topped the ranks of second- 
crop sires in 2015. In addition to siring 
Charitable Annuity, an earner of $419,970 
and winner of eight of 15 starts, includ¬ 
ing three stakes, other stakes perform¬ 
ers include two-time stakes winner Candy 
Man’s Girl and six-time stakes-placed One 
More Time. 

Charitable Man’s first two crops have 
yielded 34 winners from 56 starters, with 
total earnings of $1.8 million. The 35 foals 
in his third crop have yet to make their 
first starts. 

Out of stakes winner Charitabledona- 
tion (by Saint Ballado), Charitable Man 
was a half-brother to graded stakes winner 
Code West as weU as stakes-placed Melrose 
Woods. His female line traced back directly 
to Broodmare of the Year Too Bald, a 
major influence as a dam of sires, and rep¬ 
resented by the likes of champion 2 -year- 
old colt Capote, multiple Grade 1 winner 
and millionaire Exceller, graded stakes win¬ 
ner Vaguely Hidden and stakes winners 
American Standard and Baldski. 

Charitable Man covered 56 mares last 
year and stood this breeding season for 
$4,000 live foal.

Reflect Times (Jpn) 
gets first winner 

The first winner for Pennsylvania 
stallion Reflect Times (Jpn), whose old¬ 
est foals are 3, came May 26 at Penn 
National when Hopeful Times romped 
by 8 V 2 lengths in a 6 -furlong maiden 
claiming test. The 3-year-old chestnut 
fiUy out of Unwavering Hope, by Strong 
Hope, won in her fourth start, and first 
for her new connections — owner Joseph 
Besecker and trainer Tim Kreiser—who 
claimed her for $16,000 in her previous 
outing from breeder/trainer Flint Stites. 

Reflect Times stands at Stites’ Whirl¬ 
wind Stables in Grantville and has 10 
foals in his initial crop and 15 current 
2-year-olds. The graded stakes-placed 
son of French Deputy, a five-time win¬ 
ner and third in the Robert B. Lewis 
Stakes-G2 while earning $160,599, is 
out of the Seeking the Gold mare 
Franca and descends directly from 
champion Numbered Account. Reflect 
Times is from the same female line 
that produced Not For Love, Private 
Account and numerous other top sires. 

Southern Success 
moves to Xanthus Farms 

A stakes-winning son of Dixieland 
Band who entered stud at Xanthus 
Farms in 2008, Southern Success has 
returned to the Gettysburg, Pa., farm 
after standing the past three seasons at 
Dana Point Farm in LenhartsviUe, Pa. 

The 13-year-old chestnut stallion, 
who also spent the 2012 season in 
Indiana, is the sire of 70 foals in his 
first six crops. 

His stakes-winning daughter R 
Frosty One, who has earned $241,649 
from a dozen starts, was named Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred champion 3-year-old fiUy 
in 2015 after winning five of her 10 
starts, topped by victories in the Mal¬ 
vern Rose and Mrs. Penny Stakes, the 
latter over older fillies and mares. 

Southern Success has had a high 
ratio of winners—in his first three crops, 
21 of his 25 runners are winners (84 
percent). R Frosty One is a member of 
his fourth crop of five foals. 

He stood this year for $1,000 live foal.

Pa.-bred llluminant sparkles 
in California Gr. 1 turf stakes 

R ichard Golden always liked Sparkling Number, a filly born 
in 1998 at his Sycamore HaU Farm in Chesapeake City, 
Md., and bred by his farm manager David Wade. Golden 
so liked the daughter of Polish Numbers that he asked Linda 
Rice, his trainer at the time, to take a look at the filly at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic fall yearling sale. If Rice liked her, he wanted to 
bid-Rice made the purchase for $57,000. And Sparkling Number 
has more than justified the purchase. 

The mare’s newest claim to fame is her daughter lUuminant, 
a 4-year-old fiUy by Quality Road who became the first Grade 1 
winner bred by Golden when she won the historic Gamely Stakes 
at Santa Anita May 30. It was the first stakes win for llluminant, 
whose only starts in stakes competition have been graded 
attempts. She came into the Gamely off a third, behind champion 
turf mare Tepin, in the Grade 1 Jenny Wiley at Keeneland. 

lUuminant once again faced Wekeela (Fr), the Wiley runner-up. 
Forwardly placed in the early running of the IVs-mile turf stakes, 
lUuminant grabbed the lead at the top of stretch and won by a 
length over Wekeela. 

Golden, who has bred or raced 52 stakes horses since purchas¬ 
ing his first horse in 1975, sold lUuminant as a yearUng for $32,000 
at Keeneland September. The fiUy was back at the sales at 2, with 
EcUpse Thoroughbred Partners spending $180,000 at the Ocala 
March select sale. Turned over to Mike McCarthy, the fiUy has 
made 11 starts and been to the winner’s circle four times, while 
earning $367,650. 

lUuminant was born at Northview PA in Peach Bottom. 
“When we started Northview PA, we would foal some mares in 
Pennsylvania if we were going to breed back to a Pennsylvania 
staUion,” said Wade. SparkUng Number was bred to Fairbanks, 
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and the resulting foal, Jeezum Jim, was stakes-placed at Delaware 
Park last year at 2. 

SparkUng Number has seven foals of racing age, and aU 
four starters are winners, but three of her first four foals, aU by 
Kentucky stallions, never raced. “It was a Uttle bit of a mystery 
why she didn’t produce something good,” said Wade. The mating 
with QuaUty Road was decided based on Golden’s admiration for 
the Elusive QuaUty staUion. lUuminant is from QuaUty Road’s first 
crop. 

“We Uked the resulting foal, so SparkUng Number was bred 
two years later to Great Notion [a son of Elusive QuaUty stand¬ 
ing at Northview StaUion Station, for which Golden is president 
and CEO],” said Wade. “If you’re going to breed back to a son of 
Elusive QuaUty you may as weU go with the home team.” 

SparkUng Number produced a Great Notion fiUy, described by 
Wade as “a beautiful yearUng.” She could race for her breeder, or 
seU at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic. 

Wade has a long history with the family. He purchased 
SparkUng Number’s dam. Sunny Sparkler, for $5,500 at the 1992 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky January mixed sale. “She was 13 and a 
graded stakes horse, but only had three Uve foals. And she was 
being sold empty. And so at the time I thought that was a good 
horse to take a chance on,” said Wade. “We got five foals out of 
her. She did pretty weU for us.” 

In addition to Sparkling Number, who won three stakes, earned 
$149,200 and was named Maryland-bred champion 3-year-old fiUy, 
Sunny Sparkler produced multiple stakes winner Smart Sunny and 
stakes-placed Canavakiss, the dam of stakes winner Lycurgus, 
at foaled Sycamore HaU. Another member of the famUy is Top 
Striker. Bred by Golden out of SparkUng Number’s unraced 
Cozzene daughter Two’s Cozy, the son of Van Nistelrooy was 
named Maryland-bred champion steeplechase horse of 2014. 

SparkUng Number didn’t produce a foal this year but at 18 
remains a prized member of the Sycamore HaU broodmare band.

Eclipse champion sprinter 
Smoke Glacken dead at 22 


The brilliant Mary- 
land-bred speedster Smoke 
Glacken, the Eclipse Award¬ 
winning sprinter of 1997, was 
euthanized due to the infirmi¬ 
ties of old age April 22 at 
Gainesway in Kentucky, 
where he stood at stud his en¬ 
tire career after retiring from 
the track as a 3-year-old in 
1997. The gray son of Two 
Punch, who had been pen¬ 
sioned since 2013, was 22. 

Smoke Glacken won six 
times in eight starts, all stakes, 
in his brief but stellar champi¬ 
onship campaign. His biggest 
score was a decisive frontrun¬ 
ning victory in the Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash-G2 
against older runners in what 
would be the final race of his 
career. A knee chip in his right 
fore was discovered soon after 



and the decision was made to 
retire him. 

A Grade 1 winner at 2-he 
dominated Saratoga's Hope¬ 
ful Stakes by 9 lengths-and 
winner of four of his six ju¬ 
venile starts (three stakes). 
Smoke Glacken earned the ti¬ 


tle of Maryland-bred champi¬ 
on 2-year-old. He was initially 
put on the Triple Crown trail, 
but after finishing third in 
the Grade 3 Louisiana Derby 
at Fair Grounds and second 
in Keeneland's Lexington 
Stakes-G2, he raced exclu¬ 
sively at distances under a 
mile. The 1997 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year and cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old retired with 
10 wins, two seconds and a 
third in 14 starts for earnings 
of $759,560. 

Bred by Perry Rosebrock 
and foaled at Glade Valley 
Farm in Frederick, Smoke Gla- 
« cken was sold as a weanling by 
I his breeder at the Fasig-Tipton 
^ Midlantic December mixed 
f sale for $14,700. He was back 
in the sales ring the following 
July at Fasig-Tipton's Ken¬ 
tucky yearling sale, bringing 
$34,000. 

Trainer Henry Carroll pur¬ 
chased the colt out of the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
2-year-old sale for $65,000, 
and Smoke Glacken raced for 


the partnership of Alex Kar- 
kenny William Roberts and 
Robert Levy. 

Out of the Magesterial 
mare Majesty's Crown, Smoke 
Glacken descended from the 
well-known Maryland family 
of Turn Capp (his third dam). 
He was a half-brother to mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner 
Smokey Glacken and stakes 
winner Capote's Crown. 

At stud Smoke Glacken 
sired 64 stakes winners, 16 
graded, topped by Grade 1 
winners On Fire Baby, Irish 
Smoke and Persistently, and 
millionaires Smok'n Frolic 
and Delaunay. His sons at 
stud include graded stakes 
winner and Grade 1 sire Read 
the Footnotes. As a broodmare 
sire, he has been represented 
by the Canadian champions 
Hunters Bay and Go Greeley. 

Gainesway reported that 
Smoke Glacken was to be bur¬ 
ied at the farm alongside for¬ 
mer stallions In Reality, Coz- 
zene. Broad Brush and Mr. 
Greeley. ^

Only one other Mary¬ 
land-bred won as many as 
20 stakes in a career on the 
flat. Hall of Earner Safely 
Kept, with 22. Next on the 
list is Twixt (18), followed by 
Challedon and Dave's 
Friend, who won 17 each. 


Ben's Cat has won at least 
one stakes a year since he 
came to the races as a 4-year- 
old. Seven stakes he has won 
more than once, none more 
than the Mister Diz for 
Maryland-breds, which he 
has taken six times-every 
year since 2010. 

National Hall of Fame 
steeplechase horse Elkridge 
holds the title of Mary¬ 
land-bred leader by stakes 
wins when including jump 
competition, having won 27 
in the 1940s and early 1950s.

Out of Meadow- 
lake's winning daughter Rey 
Lake, the colt foaled May 17 
was bred by Avia Pitts and is a 
half-brother to stakes-winning 
juvenile Bessie's Boy. His sec¬ 
ond dam is stakes winner Ex¬ 
pensive Issue. Consigned by 
Wavertree Stables Inc. (Ciaran

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The following piece was authored hy Oceanport Mayor Jay Coffey. It underscores the need 
to preserve and protect Monmouth Park Racetrack. It is Oceanport s hope that all forms of 
horse racing and breeding get the necessary attention from our representatives in Trenton. 
While we may not have the glittering, shiny lights of Atlantic City, racing does provide 
thousands of jobs and acres of working, agricultural open space. 

A summer s day in Oceanport offers myriad opportunities, both aquatic (e.g., sail¬ 
ing, boating, water skiing, paddle boarding, fishing, swimming in the Shrewsbury 
River) and land based (e.g., soccer, baseball, lacrosse, softball, jogging, horseshoes, 
tennis, basketball in our park system), for the physically active resident. But, to be fair, 
a lot of towns here at the Jersey Shore can make that same claim. What no other town at 
the Jersey Shore can stake claim to, however, is that it is home to the most beautiful and 
elegant Thoroughbred racetrack on the eastern seaboard. That s right, only the Borough 
of Oceanport is home to Monmouth Park. 

As articles in the Asbury Park Press and other papers have made very clear over the 
past few years, the horse racing industry has been undercut by both a drop in horse 
racing s popularity as a sport in general and, more importantly. New Jersey s racetracks 
inability to compete with other states for sources of alternative revenue, the most notable 
of which is gambling. Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland and New York have adopted the 
“Racino” business model, placing New Jerseys racetracks at a decided disadvantage when 
it comes to attracting new clientele and developing alternative sources of revenue. 

On Nov. 8, 2016, New Jerseys voters will be given the opportunity to decide whether 
or not to approve a referendum to expand New Jersey casino gambling beyond Atlantic 
City so long as it is at least 72 miles from Atlantic City. Unfortunately, Monmouth Park- 
an historic sporting jewel on the Jersey Shore that is already built, has rail access and a 
seven decade “track” record of being able to handle crowds of gamblers from all over the 
state - happens to sit just a bit LESS than 72 miles from Atlantic City which, incredibly, 
means that it cannot be the site of a legalized casino if New Jersey voters should approve 
the referendum. This simply defies logic and good business sense. 


Take a day, or two or 20 this spring/summer and visit Monmouth Park. It doesn't 
matter if you are a gambler. Monmouth Park is much more than that. It s food, music, 
miniature golf, bands, people in shorts, people in suits, old people, young people 
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(hopefully lots and lots of people), horses, restaurants, 
the smell of the grass, the call of the bugle, the pounding 
of hooves, the roar of the crowd and much, much more. 
And it s all part of the fabric of Oceanport. Bring some 
friends and make a day of it. 


Then take 10 minutes and write to or call your 
assemblyman and/or congressman and tell them how 
upset you are that they haven't done more to ensure that 
this wonderful piece of Americana remains a part of our 
lives. See you at the 16th pole.

Handicap promised to be an exciting race as five of 
the six entrants were stakes winners. The only starter 
not to have won a stakes race was the eventual winner, 
Chublicious. Following in his father s footsteps, or hoof 
prints in this case, Chublicious joins the list of winners 


that includes his sire Hey 
Chub, the winner in 2007. 

Making his first start for 
owner David Gruskos and 
trainer Jorge Navarro, the 
5-year-old gelding out of 
Sassy Broad (by Arch) was 
ready off a layoff that last 
saw him start Nov. 10, 2015, 
and he won going away by 
IV 2 lengths. 

With Antonio Gallardo 
aboard, Chublicious stopped 
the timer in 1:09.28 for the 
6 furlongs over a fast main 
track. Green Gratto, the 
odds-on favorite, finished 
in second. It was nearly 
9 lengths back to Fuzzy 
Muzzle in third. 

“I thought he might need 
a race, but he proved me 
wrong,” said Navarro. “I 
was real impressed with that performance. The owner 
purchased him privately from breeder, owner and trainer 
Daniel J. Lopez about a month ago. 

“He s run well long and short so we have many options 
with him,” Navarro added. “Danny Lopez did a nice job 
with this horse." 

Chublicious now sports a record of 6-2-2 from 13 
starts, good for earnings of $202,980. 

Hey Chub has sired four stakes horses in his first four 
crops to race and 14 winners from 18 starters. The son of 
Carson City out of Donna Doo, by Spend a Buck, stands 
at Joe-Dan Farm for $2,000. 
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She’s Hot Wired wins by a nose in Open Mind 


L awrence Dilione Jr.s Shes Hot Wired closed with a 
rush to nail pacesetter Bustin Out on the line and 
capture the $60,000 Open Mind Handicap on Memorial 
Day, May 30, at Monmouth Park. 

Trained by Mario Serey Jr., Shes Hot Wired covered 
the 6 furlongs over a sloppy main track in 1:10.91. It was 
a nose back to the runner-up and Love Came to Town 
was another neck back in third. 

Bustin Out looked headed to victory for much of the 
race, but began to weaken in the final furlong, drifting 
inward first and then coming out late. Shes Hot Wired 
and Love Came to Town went after her, with She's Hot 
Wired getting up to win from the outside. 

“Shes such a hard-trying horse,” said winning jockey 
Trevor McCarthy. “When I rode her in Philadelphia 
[Parx on April 25] I was really impressed with her. 


Turning for home she just kept trying and trying and 
finally she got there. 

“She was giving me everything she had at the top 
of the stretch, she's really starting to come around,” 
continued McCarthy. “She likes to settle and make one 
run. 

Serey said he knew it was going to be a tough race, but 
he was confident because of the way Shes Hot Wired had 
been training. “I felt so good about the filly today,” Serey 
said. “She's growing up and getting better and better.” 

Bred in New Jersey by Colonial Farms, the 5-year-old 
mare by Colonial Farms stallion Cable Boy is out of the 
Diablo mare Diablos Number. The first stakes winner for 
her sire, Shes Hot Wired sports a record of 5-8-12 from 
35 career starts and has earned $307,046.

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MarchFore Thoroughbreds

MarchFore Thoroughbreds was created in 
the early 1990s by a small group of people who 
revered the sport of horse racing and wanted the 
opportunity to experience racehorse ownership. 
Founding members John Leonard and Pete 
Shure were roommates at Colgate University and 
not only spent many afternoons at the nearby 
Vernon Downs for harness racing, but also 
planned vacations at racetracks in England and 
France. When forming MarchFore Thorough¬ 
breds, Leonard and Shure found a unique 
similarity between them, which they used to 
name the organization - they were born exactly 
one year apart on March 4th. 

MarchFore Thoroughbreds originally 
partnered with Terry Finley and West Point 
Thoroughbreds, allowing them to enjoy the 
thrill of owning stakes winners like Flashy Bull, High 
Finance and Sweet Nanette. It was through West Point 
Thoroughbreds that Bob Graham met the group and 
decided to join them when MarchFore Thoroughbreds 
ventured out on their own in 2005. Graham’s good 
friend Greg Newell also became a partner in 2007. 

“The original MarchFore stable consisted almost 
exclusively of horses which ran in New York. When we 
decided to venture out on our own, John Leonard was 
very intrigued about racing in his home state of Penn¬ 
sylvania, especially with purses becoming competitive 
with the advent of casinos and the buzz created by 
Smarty Jones,” notes Graham. “John knew we needed 
someone in the horse industry to help us make buying 
and training decisions, so after a detailed search we 
decided to team up with John Servis. That relationship 
is still in place today.” 

The group first experienced stakes success on 
their own with 2010 Miss Preakness Stakes winner 
Vindy City, who they then sold as a broodmare 
prospect for $125,000. She has since produced 
several quality offspring including Tizacity, a filly sold 
for $425,000. Last November MarchFore Thorough¬ 
breds also sold stakes-placed Inspired by Grace at 
Keenelandfor $190,000. 

“MarchFore has always tried to buy and race at 
least allowance level horses, and while that is never

always possible, the group has had an opportunity to 
race at a stakes level numerous times because of that 
standard,” says Graham. 

Sadly tragedy struck the group earlier this decade 
when both John Leonard and another original member, 
Ed Parry, were diagnosed with cancer. The news hit the 
team hard, but they followed Leonard’s request to buy 
two horses at the 2010 Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. 

“John [Leonard] was in large part how we were 
all able to enjoy horse racing at the level we did,” says 
Graham. “He not only ran MarchEore but he also con¬ 
tributed most of the capital to the partnership. Ed Parry 
fondly referred to the MarchEore group with John at the 
helm as Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs. Those two 
horses [bought at Keeneland] ended up being J K L’s 
Legacy and Adirondack King, both named after John. 
Sadly he never actually saw them race.” 

Leonard passed away from brain cancer in Eebru- 
ary 2011 and unfortunately Parry passed from his own 
battle with cancer just one year later. 

“If there was a silver lining in all this, [it’s that] 
John’s daughter Sarah, who loved and enjoyed horse 
racing with her dad, decided to become a partner of 
MarchEore and is [now] an integral part of the team,” 
Graham says. “The current group includes myself, 
Sarah, Greg Newell and original members Bob Schnuer 
and Pete Shure.”

Both yearlings purchased at the 2010 
Keeneland September Yearling Sale are extremely 
well-bred. Adirondack King is out of multiple Grade 
1 winner Jostle, who was incidently trained by 
Servis for most of her career, while J K L’s Legacy is 
by Pulpit out of a daughter of 1987 Eclipse Award 
champion 3-year old filly Sacahuista. 

However, in the world of horse racing, pedi¬ 
gree doesn’t always guarantee a definitive stakes 
horse; so perhaps it was divine intervention on 
behalf of Leonard and Parry when both yearlings 
became stakes horses. J K L’s Legacy finished third 
in the 2013 My Juliet Stakes at Parx Racing and 
was retired in 2014. 

“The current MarchFore group wanted to keep 
J K L’s Legacy because she had placed in a stakes 
and was pretty well-bred. We also had an emotional 
attachment to her as she was the last horse we all 
purchased together before John’s death,” admits 
Graham. “We board all of our horses at Shirley 
Lojeski’s farm in Emmaus. She does a great job 


caring for all our horses and treats them as if they 
are her own. We wouldn’t go anywhere else.” 

J K L’s Legacy has produced two handsome 
Pennsylvania-Bred colts-a yearling by Pioneerof 
the Nile and a Noble Mission (GB) weanling. She is 
currently in foal to Palace Malice. 

Adirondack King, on the other hand, is still 
competitive at the ripe age of 7. The $55,000 
yearling purchase has rewarded MarchFore 
Thoroughbreds with more than half a million dollars 
in career earnings, while capturing the Christopher 
Elser Memorial Stakes, Auld Lang Syne Stakes and 
Challenger Stakes. The Lawyer Ron gelding was 
also on the Triple Crown trail in 2012. 

“It has been an amazing experience to own 
him,” says Graham. “He has competed against 
some of the best horses in the country over the last 
five years and has taken us on a great ride. He runs 
hard every time he races. I think at MarchFore the 
greatest achievement for us in owning Adirondack 
King is that we purchased him as a yearling in 2010 


and have been his only owner since then. We have 
talked many times over the last few years about that 
fact and decided that when he tells us he is done 
competing at a high level, we will just retire him and 
find him a phenomenal life off the racetrack.” 

While purchasing stakes horses at auction has 
been exhilarating, the MarchFore Thoroughbreds 
partners are truly excited for their first Pennsylva¬ 
nia-Bred racehorses to hit the track over the next 
few years. 

“I can’t say enough about the opportunity the 
Pennsylvania breeding program gives to owners. 

I do not think it has a peer in the country when 
it comes to the value and economic return that 
are available to owners and breeders of PA-Bred 
horses,” notes Graham. “MarchFore Thoroughbreds 
came to Pennsylvania in 2006 to race because the 
increase in purses gave us an economic chance to 
succeed and we are staying because of the depth 
and opportunities that the Pennsylvania breeding 
program affords us.”

Day-at Churchill Downs- In her first 
race since finishing third in the Breeders’ 
Cup DistafTGl, Curalina stayed within 
striking distance before taking off in the 
stretch to win by IVi lengths- She was 
broke to training by Brad Stauffer and 
Ron Stevens in Aiken- 

On May 7, Kentucky Derby Day, 
Camelot Kitten won the American 
Turf Stakes-G2 at Churchill Downs- A 
graduate of the Webb Carroll Training 
Center, this 3-year-old son of Kitten’s 
Joy predictably took to the turf like a 
duck does to water, coming from seventh 
early on- He stayed inside and in a nose- 
to-nose battle from the sixteenth pole to 
the wire, won by a head- 

In Baltimore on May 20, another 
Grade 2 success was achieved by Go 
Maggie Go in the 3-year-old filly fixture, 
the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes- Following 
a fourth in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl, Go 
Maggie Go came back in two weeks 
and proved best of all while prominent 


throughout and winning by IVi lengths- 
Dale Romans, who was the guest speaker 
at the SCTOBA December meeting in 
2014, completed an exacta in the stakes- 
Both Go Maggie Go and Romans’ placed 
filly, Ma Can Do It, went through the 
breaking process under Franklin “Goree” 
Smith’s direction at the Elloree Training 
Center- 

At Woodbine on May 7, Passion for 
Action showed just that winning the 
Vigil Stakes-G3- Coming up through the 
Webb Carroll and Travis Durr program 
as a yearling. Passion for Action had 
one beat during the opening half-mile- 
While three wide turning for home, he 
surged to the lead and hit the wire a 
length in front- 

At Woodbine eight days later. May 
15, Gamble’s Ghost won the Grade 3 
Selene Stakes- This 3-year-old filly bided 
her time through the first 6 furlongs of 
the 1 M6-mile test- In the second turn, 
she came four wide and swept by the 
field on her way to a L/4-length victory- 
She also learned her early lessons at the 
Webb Carroll Training Center- 

While it was a rainy day in Baltimore 
on Preakness Day, May 21, Mizz Money 
had no trouble handling the soft turf in 
the Grade 3 Gallorette Handicap- She 
stalked the leader from the start into the 
stretch- Once inside the eighth-pole, 
Mizz Money took the lead and held 
off the rush of late runners to win by a 
head- Mizz Money added to the success 
of the Elloree Training Center graduates- 

South Carolina grads achieved a 
lot of success on the non-graded stakes 


front also- Godolphin’s Libreta won 
the New York Stallion Stakes April 23 
at Aqueduct- Trained as a youngster by 
Tim Jones in Aiken, Libreta came from 
fourth early on and was involved in a 
stretch long duel- She would not be 
denied, winning by a length- 

That same day. Bullets Fever went 
off as favorite in the Coin Collector 
Stakes at Charles Town and quickly 
showed why he deserved that accolade, 
sprinting clear early on and dominating 
the field winning by 4 lengths- He 
learned his early lessons at Cynthia 
Shuler’s Shuler Stables- 

Donna Freyer taught Weekend 
Hideaway how to be a racehorse, and 
Donna’s efforts paid off when the 6-year- 
old horse won the Affirmed Success 
Stakes at Belmont Park April 29- 
Weekend Hideaway had an inside trip 
while fourth early before pulling away to 
be clear by 2W lengths at the wire- 
Another 6-year-old, Modern, got his 
second stakes win in less than three weeks 
at Hastings Park, taking the George 
Royal Stakes May 7- He went through 
the breaking process in Aiken under the 
handling of Tim Jones- Modern led wire- 
to wire winning by Wi lengths- 

The Hilltop Stakes at Pimlico May 
20 drew a full field of 14, and the 
crowd watched Webb Carroll graduate 
Gone Away turn in a scintillating 
performance- Racing in 13th early, 
the 3-year-old filly moved out, and in 
a prolonged drive, got up to win by a 
head, gaining the lead in the shadow of 
the wire- 

At Monmouth Park May 21, 
Bradester, a product of the Cary 
Frommer Aiken-based operation, went 
off as the prohibitive favorite in the 
Majestic Light Stakes and ran like the 
betting public knew what they were 
doing- He led gate-to-wire, finishing 
214 lengths in front- 

Year after year, the South Carolina 
training centers produce stakes quality 
2-year-olds that continue to shine as 
they age-

New Mid-Atlantic Race Day Card To Feature Both 
Virginia-bred & Maryland-bred Stakes 

Virginia-bred horses will get a chance to compete 
in a second “showcase” type day in Maryland this year 
on Saturday June 25th at Pimlico. The event is part of 
a new “Mid- Atlantic Day” race card that will feature a 
series of three stakes and two maiden races exclusively 
for registered Virginia-bred/sired horses. This program 
will complement the annual Virginia-Bred Stakes Day 
slated for September 24th at Laurel, where five long 
time $60,000 stakes will be run. 

“Mid-Atlantic Day” is the highlight of Pimlico s 
closing weekend and includes a trio of new $60,000 
Virginia-bred stakes that will be held for the first time 
— the Nellie Cox (3 & up girls on turf, 1 1/16 miles), 
the Edward Evans (3 & up boys on turf, 1 1/16 miles) 
and the White Oak Earm (5 furlongs, turf). A pair 
of $30,000 Virginia-bred maiden races will also be 
contested — one for boys and one for girls — ages 3 & 
up respectively on turf at 5 furlongs. 

Maryland- 
bred horses 
will also be 
showcased 
in a pair 
of $75,000 
stakes that 
afternoon. 
The All 
Brandy 
Stakes, for 
fillies and 
mares 3 and 
up, and the 
Eind Stakes, 
for 3-year- 
olds, will be 

run at 1 1/8 miles on the turf course. The afternoons 
five stakes combined will offer $330,000 in purse 
monies. 


The third annual Virginia-bred Stakes Day at Laurel 
this fall will again feature the Oakley, Bert Allen, 
Jamestown, Brookmeade and Punch Line Stakes. More 
details will be available at www.virginiahorseracing.com 
in the coming days. 

New Bonus Program For Owners Of Virginia-Bred 
Horses To Be Implemented 

The Virginia Horsemens Benevolent & Protective 
Association (VHBPA) and the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association (VTA) announced plans to implement a 
new Owner s Bonus program that will reward owners 
of Virginia-bred horses that win an overnight race 
at Mid-Atlantic region racetracks. The new bonus 
program, slated to begin July 1st, will add a 25% 
bonus to the purse earnings of any Virginia-bred that 
wins an unrestricted overnight race at a Maryland, 

West Virginia, Delaware, New Jersey, New York or 
Pennsylvania track. There will be a $10,000 cap on any 
single reward. 

“We hope this new program will help current owners 
of Virginia-breds while we rebuild our race program 
in Virginia”, said VHBPA Executive Director Erank 
Petramalo. “Virginia Breeders have always produced 
a quality product. This new regional owner s program 
added to our nationwide Breeder s program will help 
boost the appeal of Virginia-breds in the market place.” 
Implementation of the program is dependent on 
approval of the Virginia Racing Commission at its June 
21st meeting but the VHBPA Board felt that it should 
market the program immediately so that owners and 
trainers can make future plans.” 

Flat Races On Virginia Gold Cup Card at Great 
Meadow Feature Deep Fields Again 

The 91st running of the Virginia Gold Cup Races 
took place at Great Meadow last month and the 
afternoon featured five steeplechase and four flat races.

Jonathan Sheppard s 
Rum Turn Tugger 
completed a thrilling come 
from behind stretch drive 
to score a close win over 
Silver Lime in the May 
7th, $50,000, 1 1/2 miles 
Secretariat Stakes, featured 
flat event on the Gold Cup 
card. The 7 year old Afleet 
Alex gelding started among 
a field of 11, was 8th at the 
half and 6th at the 11/4 
miles point before going 
to the far outside. Rum 
Turn Tugger passed five 
frontrunners including Ack Feisty, who led from the 
start, in a huge deep stretch move, crossed in 2:56 1/5 
and beat runner-up Silver Lime by less than a length. 
Rider Willie McCarthy directed the effort atop the 
Kentucky-bred whose stable personnel said this stakes 
was their goal for the winner all year. Most recently, he 
had raced on dirt three times in allowance company 
at Penn National and tried to get a turf tightener in at 
Laurel several weeks ago in advance of the Secretariat 
stakes, but did not get in.

The 4 year old 
Stephen Got Even gelding s only other life start came at 
Charles Town last September, where he finished 10th in 
a maiden special weight race. Rider Barry Foley guided 
the effort against a field of twelve including Lilith 
Boucher s Jump Ship, who finished second but was 
disqualified for bumping Mr. Bossy.

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Anthony Bencivienga: 
Portal to the Past

T hough we consider ourselves 
to be a civilized society far 
too often we neglect those 
who have already tread upon the 
ground we now traverse, or fail to 
ask counsel from those who have 
already discovered the answer. 

Walk the backside of any 
racetrack in this immense land 
and you'll come across individuals 
who fall into the aforementioned 
category 

Like old War Horses that have 
descended into the bottom 
claiming ranks, our elderly 
backstretch workers sometimes are 
treated like castoffs unworthy of our 
attention. 

In my experience, they can be an 
inexhaustible source of information 
and provide an unequaled historical 
perspective. 

Perchance, sporting a worn pair 
of khakis, they may have a sweater 
on with one or both elbows missing 
and generally a played out ball cap 
hiding profoundly confidential eyes. 


Depending on their occupation 
a long piece of burlap cloth may 
be protruding from the rear pocket, 
systematically keeping time to a 
purposeful stride. 

When approaching a young 
lady or woman weathered hands 
respectfully move to the brow of the 
headgear, as an endearing sign of 
respect to them and the game they 
have spent a lifetime in service to. 

The subject for today is 87-year- 
old Anthony Bencivienga. 

Born in Hoboken, N.J., in 1929, 
Tony lived in a very distinctive Italian 
neighborhood, where his next door 
neighbor just happened to be the 
one and only, "Ol' Blue Eyes" himself, 
Frank Sinatra. 

"My family and I lived at 413 
Monroe Street and Frank was at 415 
Monroe Street." 

As a young boy Tony regularly 
rode on his grandfather's vegetable 
wagon. 

"I guess you could call my family 
blue collar, my relatives held down a 



varied assortment of jobs including 
dock workers, politicians and an 
occasional wise guy or two. Back in 
my era communities like mine were 
patrolled daily by mounted police 
and this is where my original interest 
in horses began." 

Tony recalled that while in high 
school his bantam weight size 
allowed him to discover the trade 
of exercising horses at Ho-Ho-Kus 
Training Center near Ridgewood, N.J. 

"During this period my uncle, a 
'made man,' asked Stanley 'Skippy' 
Shapoff to take me under his employ 
at old Aqueduct Racetrack." 

Following a brief stint there Tony's 
resume begins to look like a who's 
who in the journal of American 
racing families. 
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That summer he went to Red 
Bank, N J., where he galloped at 
Brookdale Farm, one of racing's true 
powerhouses for generations. 

"It was an honor to work for 
Brookdale. They had some of 
the nation's finest stallions and 
broodmares and it afforded mo 
a chance to quickly return homo 
to my tight-knit Jersey household. 
Remember, in those days you had 
to travel to pursue your dreams. 
Literally across the street in Red 
Bank was another well-established 
Thoroughbred breeding operation, 
Greentree Stable. I was 17 to 18 
years old when I worked there, 
making $11.22 a week, but it wasn't 
money that kept me in that location, 
it was horses like One Hitter, Blue 
Border and Capet. This was the era 
of the Whitneys and everything was 
larger than life. It was also where I 
heard stable whispers that I might 
be jockey material." 

Tony jokingly says that at 106 
pounds he was perceived to be 
way too heavy to ride, but took a 
chance on the advice of a friend 
and headed for the Detroit Jockey 
School. 

"This would have been around 
1948.1 met Harry Trotsek there and 
he became my instructor. Trotsek's 
development of young riders was 
well known. Johnny Sellers, Kenny 
Church and John Rotz were some of 
the most memorable. Interestingly, 
in those days apprentices rode 
in races versus apprentices and 
journeymen competed against 
fellow journeymen." 

Soon afterward Tony's contract 
was picked up by the Mimosa Stock 
Farm, but a conflict called the 
Korean War halted his aspirations 
to ride. In 1951, he was drafted by 
Uncle Sam and sent to medic school 
in San Antonio, Tex., at Fort Sam 
Houston. 

"I was assigned to the 351st 
Transportation Group. In July of 1953, 

I was bound for home and my first 
stop was Thistledown in Cleveland, 
Chio. I broke my maiden on a horse 
named Imperial War, but as my 
height and weight increased I took 
steps to alter course and took out 
my first trainer's license." 

Tony quickly grew weary of his 
run-of-the-mill claiming stable and in 
1956 decided to return to the land 
of milk and honey, going to work for 
Calumet Farm. 


Established in 1924, Calumet 
Farm's founding owner was William 
Monroe Wright. Throughout its 
history they have produced some 
of Thoroughbred racing's greatest 
horses. 

"I was there when Mrs. Lucille 
Parker Wright Markey managed the 
operation. She inherited the property 
following her husband's death in 
1950.1 galloped Tim Tam (winner of 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
Stakes), Iron Liege (winner of 
Kentucky Derby), Bardstown (superior 
handicap horse), A Glitter and many 
others. While there I became friends 
with the great Eddie Arcaro." 

It was a natural that Anthony 
Bencivienga and Edward Arcaro 
would become kindred souls. They 
both loved racing and shared their 
substantial Italian heritage. 

"Eddie was the most professional 
and generous rider I ever had the 
pleasure of encountering. He was 
a true scholar of the game and 
studied the Doily Racing Form like 
he was going to be tested on the 
material. I was blessed to work 
around some amazing horses and 
people. Cne of the foremost was 
trainer Jimmy Jones, who I still keep 
in touch with at his home in Parnall, 
Missouri. I stayed at Calumet until 
Jimmy left to be director of racing 
for Monmouth Park in 1964." 

Like a rolling stone and in 
typical racetrack fashion Tony has 
continued to move where the 
demand needs him. 

For 16 years Tony worked at 
Charles Town for general manager 
Robert Leavitt. 

"Like many racetrackers before 
me, the little night track in a remote 


corner of West Virginia just seems 
to pull you in. I was a docker for the 
Morning Telegraph and remember 
sending workouts to New Jersey over 
the Western Union." 

Tony held that post until an 
opening in the racing office at Penn 
National became available. He set 
up roots for about five years and 
fondly recalls his boss and racing 
secretary, Peter Kosiba. 

"Peter was brilliant at his job and 
understood how to write a condition 
book for the horses stabled on the 
grounds. Cne night in the '80s while 
I filled in for the paddock judge I 
prepared to announce 'Riders Up', 
and nothing came out. My buddy 
and legendary Penn jockey Arnold 
llescu glanced confusingly in my 
direction and the next day I was 
diagnosed with throat cancer." 

Experimental laser surgery and 
prayer seemed to suppress the 
dangerous predicament, while 
countless friends sent words of 
encouragement from across the 
country. 

Nowadays, Anthony Bencivienga 
can be found on the Charles Town 
backstretch training a few horses 
for his longtime client, Mary Francis 
Hughes. 

The man from Hoboken who 
walked in the unspoiled footsteps of 
some of the "Sport of Kings" greatest 
heroes and personalities, stopped 
while walking his horse, grinned in 
my direction and said; "Do you know 
what the secret of life is?" 

This was like the Cracle at Delphi 
speaking! I leaned closer and he 
said, "Wake up every morning and 
challenge yourself to have a better 
day than yesterday."

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Rawnaq’s stirring iroquois victory 
iifts Nayior to spring purses mark 



As Irv Naylor’s Rawnaq headed baek to the 
bam after his stirring win in the $200,000 Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) on May 14, one ques¬ 
tion was left unanswered. Will he or won’t he? 

The subjeet of the question was the Brown Advi¬ 
sory Cheltenham-Iroquois Challenge, a $500,000 
prize to any horse able to win the Calvin Hough- 
land Iroquois (Gr. 1) and the Cheltenham Festival’s 
Ryanair World Hurdle (Gr. 1) in a 12-month period. 

Trainer Cyril Murphy, who had watehed the 
epie battle on the Iroquois Steepleehase’s giant 
matrix board, aeeurately pointed out that the 
three-mile World Hurdle was 10 months distant, 
and a lot ean happen in that time. How well he 
knew. Naylor’s 2015 Eelipse Award ehampion, 
Dawalan, went to the sidelines for the year after 
an early-spring injury. 

Naylor, who shattered his own earnings reeord 
last year, offered a subtle and definitive answer 
to the big question on that shining afternoon in 
Nashville. With wife Diane beside him, Naylor 
said: “I think this horse will represent the United 
States well in England next year.” 

It was a memorable quote at the eonelusion of a 
memorable raee that eapped a memorable spring 
season. When the spring session eoneluded two 
weeks later at the Fair Hill Raees in Maryland, 
Naylor had established yet another reeord. 

For the first time ever, an owner had eraeked 
the half-million-dollar mark in spring National 
Steepleehase Assoeiation raees. By sweeping the 
two stakes raees at the Virginia Gold Cup and two 
of Iroquois’ four stakes raees, the Butler, Md., 
horseman and philanthropist had aehieved stable 
earnings of $513,200. 

To provide perspeetive to that mark, only two 
other owners have earned more than $500,000 in 
entire raeing seasons. George Strawbridge Jr.’s 


Augustin Stables did it twiee, in 2000 ($596,991, 
then the reeord) and 2001 ($541,417). Bill Pape, 
the ehampion owner in 2013, had purse earnings 
of $551,710 that year. 

Murphy, who began training for Naylor two 
years earlier, had a big share of the purse earnings, 
$426,200, whieh plaeed him atop the trainers’ 


earnings board. Reigning ehampion trainer Jaek 
Fisher led by wins, 13 to Murphy’s 12. 

The Naylor stable won early and often. The 
stable had three wins on April 9 at Stoneybrook, 
and the following weekend won the My Eady’s 
Manor with Ebanour. Two weeks later, Rawnaq

Three Grade 1 raees highlight a National 
Steepleehase Assoeiation summer pari-mutuel 
raeing season at five East Coast raeetraeks. 
In all, the summer sehedule offers more than 
$ 1.5-million in purses. 

All three top-rated raees will be offered at 
New York Raeing Assoeiation traeks, with the 
first two—the $125,000 A. R Smithwiek Me¬ 
morial and the $ 150,000 New York Turf Writ¬ 
ers Cup Handieap—at historie Saratoga Raee 
Course. The third Grade 1 raee, the $150,000 
Lonesome Glory Handieap, will be staged at 
Belmont Park on Sept. 22. 

The Smithwiek Memorial will be run at 2 
1/16 miles on Aug. 4, and the New York Turf 
Writers will be at 2 3/8 miles on Aug. 25. 

The Saratoga sehedule, with seheduled 
purses of almost $1-million, begins July 27, 
and jump raees will be staged every Wednesday 
and Thursday of Ameriea’s premier summer 
raee meet. 

The Saratoga sehedule also ineludes two 
noviee stakes, the Jonathan Kiser on July 28 
and Miehael G. Walsh on Aug. 18, and two

Naylor sets spring earnings mark 
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History Lessons 


Mystery at the Museum: The “Vanderbilt” Coach 


The National Sporting Librarj and Museum 
in Middlehurg, Va., is dedicated to preserving, 
sharing and promoting the literature, art and 
culture of horse and field sports. For more, 
see nslmhlog.mrdpress.com.

W ith a Carriage Day celebration 
scheduled at NSLM for July 23, it’s 
a great time to highlight a spectacu¬ 
lar object in the NSLM Permanent Art 
Collection: the sterling silver model of a 
park drag that came to the Museum in 2011. 

It is the largest known silver model of a 
coach, measuring a substantial 3y2 feet 
long excluding the base. The piece was 
intended to be a tabletop centerpiece deco¬ 
ration. 

It seems to have surfaced out of thin air 
in 1950 even though it is thought to be a 
circa 1910 creation. Curators are sticklers 
for provenance. It makes us nervous when 
there isn’t a complete line of ownership 
from the point of creation of an object to 
the present. It makes us even more ner¬ 
vous when English sterling silver doesn’t 
bear the hallmarks it should. 

The model has plenty of hallmarks —a 
full set on the footrest of the coach and 
submarks on all of the pieces, each applied 
as a result of an assay (formal metallurgical 
analysis). The capital letter P in the square 
indicates the year of assay—1950. The 
leopard’s head is the mark of the London 
Assay Office. The lion passant represents 
sterling silver. The A&W hallmark is that 
of a small silversmith firm no longer in 
operation, Austin and Williams, first regis¬ 
tered in the London Assay Office in 1933. 

The hallmarking system has historically 
been rigorously enforced in England to 
maintain standards of quality and consis¬ 
tency. For an object to be sold, a mark of 
origin of the assay office, a standard of 
fineness mark designating the grade of the 
silver, a maker’s mark, and a date letter are 
required. Based on this, the 1950 hallmarks 
on the coach directly contradict the asser¬ 
tion that the object was produced circa 
1910. 

This little bombshell is enough to make 
any curator’s blood run cold, but it wasn’t 
the only research challenge. Some may 
have encountered the description of this 
piece as “The Vanderbilt Coach” promul-

gated while it was under the ownership of 
George Mossman, a member of the 
esteemed English Coaching Club and an 
expert carriage maker, who acquired it c. 
1950. The model carries with it written 
testimonials that it was commissioned and 
displayed by the renowned historic figure 
and internationally-acclaimed champion 
carriage driver, Alfred G. Vanderbilt him¬ 
self After extensive review of these docu¬ 
ments, we have been forced to connect 
some of the key documentation to a sepa¬ 
rate, much smaller-scale sterling silver 
model. 

Vanderbilt, however, would have cer¬ 
tainly been one of a few who might have 
been able to bypass the hallmarking sys¬ 
tem, especially if the model was intended 
for export to the U.S. The quality of the 
model and its magnitude point to someone 
with the means and desire to have it creat¬ 
ed. The problem is that there is to-date no 
known primary written source that con¬ 
firms the original ownership of the model. 
Could Vanderbilt’s untimely passing on the 
Lusitania in 1915 explain the mystery sur¬ 
rounding the creation of object? Was the 
sale never completed? 

The park drag model came to the col¬ 
lection along with a custom-made carrying

case built by Elkington & Co. circa 1910. 
The esteemed silver firm was famed in the 
19th century for its elaborate silver tableau 
displays at international fairs. The NSLM’s 
sterling silver park drag rivals these works 
which represent hundreds of hours of sil- 
versmithing and finishing techniques at the 
highest levels. It would certainly make 
much more sense that a piece like the 
coach would have been produced by the 
great Elkington & Co. instead of a small 
firm in existence for only a few decades 
with no recorded output on this order. 

After hundreds of hours of research, 
interviews, and expert silversmith and 
coaching opinions, I am as of yet unable to 
fully explain the hallmarks and the gaps in 
the provenance of the park drag tabletop 
centerpiece. I remain hopeful that one day 
we will be able to solve the mystery at the 
Museum, but at the end of the day, the 
silver coach speaks for itself as a magnifi¬ 
cent work of art, regardless of who owned 
it or made it. #

Stud manager Marvin "Junior” Litde out 
of a Dancing Count mare he purchased 
in utero at the Maryland 1980 Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association fall mixed 
sale. Hansel was a knockout from the start. 

"He was really something special, from 
the time he was born,” said Little, who 
oversaw the raising of such Newstead 
stars as Miss Oceana and White Star Line. 
He sold the Woodman colt as a yearling 
at the Keeneland September sale for 
$150,000. 


10years ago 

B "Barbaro battles on, amid shattered 
dreams. The spectacular victory in the 
Kentucky Derby inspired visions of a Tri¬ 
ple Crown—but the scene was heartbreak- 
ingly different in the Preakness,” was the 
headline following Barbaro’s tragic injury. 

Roy and Gretchen Jackson’s homebred 
Dynaformer colt, based at Fair HiU 
Training Center with Michael Matz, was at 
the University of Pennsylvania’s New 
Bolton Center following surgery to repair 
a condylar fracture of the cannon bone, a 
break in the ankle joint and a shattered 
first phalanx pastern bone in his right 
hind leg. 

The undefeated colt, running in the 
Jacksons’ Lael Stables colors, won the 
Derby in dominant fashion with regular 
rider Edgar Prado aboard in his sixth 
start. He had launched his career in the 
Mid-Atlantic, winning first out at 2 at 
Delaware Park and taking the Laurel 
Futurity on the grass in his second outing. 

B The nearly forgotten winner of the 
Preakness was Bernardini, a Darley Stable 
homebred by A.P Indy who swept home 
by 5% lengths. Trained by Tom Albertrani 
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Preakness winner Hansel adds the 1991 Belmont 
over Kentucky Derby winner Strike the Gold. 


Hansel’s 23-year-old grandsire Dancing 
Count, a son of Northern Dancer, had 
a long career in Maryland, standing at 
Windfields Farm, Thornmar and in his 
later years at Shamrock Farm. 

Hansel stamped himself the division 
leader when besting Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Strike the Gold three weeks later in 
the Belmont Stakes, winning by a head. 

It was the closest margin since Affirmed 
beat Alydar 13 years earlier.

"invader” in Spanish, wouldn’t actually 


B Maryland-based jockey Andrea Seefeldt 
became the third woman to ride in the 
Kentucky Derby when climbing aboard 
Sam Morrell’s Forty Something, who 
pressed the pace but eventually finished 
last. 

B Safely Kept returned at 5, her first start 
since her win in the previous fall’s 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl, and equaled a 
track record (1:08.40 for 6 furlongs) while 
carrying 128 pounds in the Garden State 
Budweiser Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3, 
her third victory in the race. 

B Joe’s O.K., the reigning Timber Horse 
of the Year trained by Alicia Murphy, held 
on to win the $35,000 Virginia Gold Cup 
by a half-length over Shining Beacon. The 
New Jersey-bred was ridden by Sanna 
Neilson, who became the first woman to 
win the race while subbing for the injured 
John Bosley. 

B Fasig-Tipton’s Spring Selected Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale saw 81 horses 
sell for an average of $16,232, a 3 percent 
drop from the year before, and $1.3 
million total sales. The results were 
considered good news after more dramatic 
declines at sales around the country that 
spring. 


turn 4 until Aug. 3 but proved a rising 
handicap star with the victory. 

B Led by the sale of colts for $625,000 
and $525,000, which broke the previous 
mark for a horse sold at public auction 
in Maryland, the Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic 2-year-old sale saw gross receipts 
surpass $21 million and an average of 
$57,396, 16.9 percent higher than the year 
before—both records for the May sale. 

B Pennsylvania-based Tony Black rode 
his 5,000th winner aboard Robert Seeger’s 
Actcentric May 1 at Philadelphia Park. 

The native of Mt. HoUy, N.J., launched 
his career in 1970 at Liberty Bell Park 
and won with his first mount. Other 
career highlights included winning the 
1996 Pennsylvania Derby-G3 with Devil’s 
Honor and guiding Eclipse Award-win¬ 
ning sprinter My Juliet to key victories in 
the mid-1970s. 

B Bug River captured the Maryland Hunt 
Cup for a second time, becoming the 21st 
double winner in 110 runnings. Trained 
by Regina Welsh for Northwoods Stable, 
the Maryland-bred son of Polish 
Numbers was second in 2005. 

B Fair Hill Training Center in Fair HiU, 
Md., announced plans to instaU the 
Tapeta aU-weather surface on its training 
track that summer. 




50 years ago 

B The 10th annual '"Virginia Yearling 
Tour” was designed to be a preview 
of yearlings se llin g the next month at 
Saratoga. Mike Ford had seen Kauai 
King two years earlier during the tour, 
and purchased the colt for $42,000 at 
Saratoga. Attendees were certain they 
would glimpse another future classic 
winner as they visited Daniel G. Van 
Chef’s Nydrie Stud, Whitney Stone’s 
Morven Stud, Clay Camp’s Glenmore 
Farm and Mrs. E.H. Augustus’ Keswick 
Farm on the first day, and Dr. and Mrs. 
Frank O’Keefe’s Pine Brook Farm (where 
they saw a half-brother to Kauai King), 
plus Hubert Phipps’ Rockburn Stud. 


In attendance on Sunday was Ford, 
who made the trip from Chicago after 
Kauai King had made his first start since 
the Belmont Stakes the day before, taking 
on Buckpasser in the Arhngton Classic. 
With Ford’s arrival came the announce¬ 
ment that Kauai King puhed suspensories 
in the race when he finished fifth, beaten

B Area farms were advertising their 
yearlings in earnest for the upcoming 
Saratoga sale in upstate New York, to be 
held 13 days later in mid-August. 

Counted among new consignors was 
William L. Brann, selling a number by 
his leading sire *ChaUenger. Also Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm, which 
generally held its own sale at the farm in 
Maryland, was sending nine to Saratoga, 
many by Discovery.

He takes off at 
the opportune time, merely skims 
the hedges and is ready to move 
when he lands,” captured two 
stakes at Delaware Park. But he 
got caught in the third, the Indian 
River, which proved to be a battle 
between Maryland-breds, as 
Demarara overtook Tuscalee after 
the final fence and won by 3 A 
lengths. Bred and trained by Janon 
Fisher Jr., Demarara established 
a new course record (4:34y5) for 
214 miles in the process. He was getting 28 
pounds from the favorite. 

B Lady Brilliance, a result of Leonard P. 
Sasso breeding his stallion Globemaster 
to his stakes-winning mare Staretta, 
captured the fiUy division of the National 
Stallion Stakes for 2-year-olds by 8 
lengths at Aqueduct. She was the first 

whose yearlings were foaled in Kentucky, 
and Adolphe Pons’ Country Life Farm 
“with an imposing lot.” 

Others advertising in the magazine 
were Morven Stud in Charlottesville, Va., 
Colin MacLeod Jr. of Huntlands Farm 
in Middleburg, Va., Blue Ridge Farm in 
UpperviUe, Va., and Mrs. W Plunkett 
Stewart from The Plains, Va. 

B Editor Humphrey Finney was keep¬ 
ing a busy schedule during sales prepping 
season, visiting farms around the region 
and beyond.

Virginia owner/breeder, 
advertising giant 
Backer dies at 89 



W illiam M. Backer, a national leader Backer created iconic advertising cam-

Born June 9,1926, in New York, Backer 
grew up in Charleston, S.C., with his moth¬ 
er Ferdinanda Legare Waring and sisters 
Georgette and Nancy. His father William 
B. Backer died in 1932. His grandfather, 
George S. Legare, represented the 1st 
District of South Carolina from 1903-1913 
in the U.S. Congress. His sister Nancy 
Stevenson was the first woman to serve as 
Lieutenant Governor of South Carolina 
from 1979-1983. After graduating from 
The Episcopal High School in Alexandria, 
Va., and two years in the U.S. Navy, he 
attended Yale University, graduating in 
1950. He married Ann Mudge, a public 
defender at Legal Aid in Manhattan, in 
1983. 

After retirement from a long career in 
advertising in 1994, Backer lived at Smitten 
Farm, near The Plains, Va., where he raised 
Thoroughbred racehorses, cattle and prize¬ 
winning hay. As a leader in land conserva¬ 
tion, Backer donated conservation ease¬ 
ments to the Virginia Outdoors Founda¬ 
tion on both Smitten Farm and Salem 
Farm at the edge of Marshall, Va. 

Backer was recognized as one of the 
leaders of advertising in the 20th century. 
From the Advertising HaU of Fame: 

After three years of writing jin¬ 
gles and selling real estate follow¬ 
ing graduation from Yale, he joined 
McCann Erickson as a trainee in 
the mailroom. It was there and at 
Young and Rubicam that the Backer 
brand of advertising began. As he 
later explained in a book he wrote, 
called The Care and Feeding of Ideas, 
he looked for basic needs or wants in 
people’s lives that were bigger than 
the product, but which the product 
could help satisfy and in doing so, 
grow in importance. 

It was when Backer pointed out 
to the world that “Things go Better 
with Coke” and put that promise to 
contemporary music, that his career 
took off 

In the late 1970s, Backer became 
disenchanted with being vice chair¬ 
man and creative director of a big 
agency. He felt his duties were tak¬ 
ing him too far away from what he 
entered the business to do . . . create, 
help shape, and promote advertising. 

He left McCann and while mulling 
over the idea of opening a select 
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creative music company, he ran 
across another McCann resignor, 
Carl Spielvogel. The result, after 
much talk and many more meetings, 
was what Backer termed “a return 
to the classic agency” Backer and 
Spielvogel, was launched June 18, 
1979, with a promise to all future 
clients that it was to be an agency 
where any and aU principles would 
be “hands on” workers at the client’s 
business, rather than their own. 

To quote New York Magazine. . . 
“Backer and Spielvogel became the 
fastest growing agency in ad history 
In two years, a name that hadn’t 
even figured in the agency rankings 
before, was listed as the 29th largest 
among U.S. agencies worldwide and 
billed more than $200 million.” That 
figure had become nearly $500 mil¬ 
lion when the agency sold itself to 
Satchi and Satchi seven years later. 

AU through his career as a leading adver¬ 
tising executive. Backer traveled to Virginia 
to hunt with the Orange County Hounds, 
near The Plains. He was a member of the 
board of stewards of the Orange County 
Hunt for 50 years and served for a time as 
president. 

A member of The Jockey Club, he 
bought his first Thoroughbred in 1955 and 
bred and/or owned dozens of stakes win¬ 
ners. His homebred Snit won the CotiUion 
Handicap-G2 in 1997 and earned $454,547. 
She produced three stakes horses including 
graded winner and $370,760-earner BUnd 
Date. A Maryland-bred daughter of Not 
For Love, Blind Date won the Virginia 
Oaks-G3 in 2009, the Maryland MiUion 
Distaff in 2010 and four other stakes with 
trainer HamUton Smith. Backer also bred 
Princess Roberta, the dam of Snit and a 
multiple stakes winner. 

Backer described Applause as his favor¬ 
ite horse and eulogized her in a letter to the 
editor to Mid-Ntlantic Thoroughbred in Dec¬ 
ember 2008. Purchased as a yearUng, she 
became a seven-time stakes winner and 
produced two stakes winners for Backer, 
Jazz and Favored Lady, the latter the grand- 
dam of Grade 1 winner Her Smile. A third- 
generation homebred. Backer campaigned 
Her SmUe to her first stakes win, but sold 
her privately to Bobby Flay in the spring of 
2011 prior to her Grade 1 Prioress score. 

Homebred Crab Grass won nine races, 
earned $543,291 and won the Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred Championship Series in 


1999. More recently. Backer’s runners with 
Smith, Jonathan Sheppard and BiU Mott 
included 2014 Jamestown Stakes winner 
Moon River, a half-brother to Her SmUe. He 
sold the Blame fiUy Sweet Victory as a year¬ 
Ung at Saratoga in 2014 for $285,000-she 
won her first stakes, the Honey Ryder at 
Gulfstream Park, on May 7. 

Beginning in the 1960s, Backer and his 
neighbors recognized the potential for the 
loss of the Virginia countryside to sprawl¬ 
ing development. He got concerned citi¬ 
zens to participate in early efforts to plan 
for future growth and conservation in 
Fauquier County. A focal point of the 
debate at that time was the proposed devel¬ 
opment of the North Wales estate west of 
Warrenton. Backer was a long time sup¬ 
porter of the Citizens for Fauquier County 
and later The Piedmont Environmental 
CouncU, founded in 1972. In 1974, along 
with former Sen. John Warner, the late 
George Ohrstrom, and Pete Porter, Backer 
produced The Piedmont Virginian^ a local 
newspaper that provided regular updates 
pertaining to development, conservation, 
and agricultural issues throughout the 1970s. 

Backer took on national stature during a 
1993-1994 debate over the Disney’s 
America development proposal near Hay- 
market. He encouraged PEC to focus its 
efforts on alternative locations for a theme 
park in the Washington metropoUtan area 
that would have less impact on area traffic, 
air quaUty and history, avoiding the sprawl¬ 
ing development that occurred in and 
around Walt Disney World in Florida and 
Disneyland in California. His ideas became 
known as the “Disney: Take a Second Look 
Campaign,” which focused on alternative 
sites which became the basis for the Coali¬ 
tion for Smarter Growth’s Blueprint for a 
Better Region, a vision for transit oriented 
development in the Washington region. 

In 2004, Backer became president of 
the Piedmont Foundation, which supports 
The Piedmont Environmental Council. 
As president, he led the first capital cam¬ 
paign, raising more than $15 million in 
gifts and pledges, including funding for 
the Piedmont Memorial Overlook, a con¬ 
served open space site adjacent to Sky 
Meadows State Park and the Appalachian 
National Scenic Trail, with expansive views 
of over 100,000 acres of conserved land in 
Fauquier and Loudoun counties. 

A memorial service and celebration is 
planned for early September. He is sur¬ 
vived by his wife Ann. 


PHILIP F.N. FANNING 

T horoughbred owner, breeder and 
former amateur steeplechase jockey 
Philip F.N. Fanning of UnionviUe, Pa., 
died May 6. He was 92. 

Known to his friends as Phil, he was 
born Jan. 28, 1924, in Philadelphia. After 
serving in World War II and being awarded 
a Purple Heart he returned home and 
attended Princeton University where he 
majored in economics and competed on 
the junior varsity and varsity polo teams. 
He was also a member the Ivy Club. 

A longtime horseman, one of his great¬ 
est accomplishments was winning the 
Maryland Hunt Cup aboard Ned’s Flying in 
1958. His wife Joy (Jill) Landreth Fanning 
trained Hunt Cup winners Cancottage 
(GB) (three times) and Freeman’s Hill. The 
latter was also bred by her, as was his Hunt 
Cup-winning full brother Bewley’s Hill. 
Fanning managed the breeding operation 
of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Allies Valentine, 
from the late 1970s until her death in 2000. 
Mrs. Valentine was named the TOBA 
Pennsylvania Breeder of the Year in 1998 
when represented by graded stakes win¬ 
ners Buck Trout and Private Buck Trout. 

A member of the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association, Fanning 
bred numerous stakes winners at his Ivy 
Dell Stud, among them Grade 1 winner 
and Pennsylvania-bred champion Great 
Hunter, one of nation’s top 2-year-olds in 
2006 and a starter in the Kentucky Derby. 

Other noted stakes performers bred 
in the name of Ivy Dell were half-sisters 
Gold Glove and Oh My Pride, winners on 
back-to-back Maryland Alillion Day cards. 
Gold Glove won the 1987 Ladies, and Oh 
My Pride captured the 1988 Oaks. 

Fanning most recently campaigned 
Athelstane, whom he purchased as a year¬ 
ling in 2012, with trainer and longtime 
friend Pat Graham. Based at Fair Hill 
Training Center, the Pennsylvania-bred 
gelding had won four races and placed in 
two stakes through April. 

Fanning had a long, happy marriage to 
Jill, who passed away in March 2003. He 
was also predeceased by his most recent 
wife, Adele Aerosmith Fanning, a child¬ 
hood friend whom he reconnected with 
later in life. 

Fanning is survived by his son James 
R.H. Fanning (and his wife Amy and 
their three daughters) of Ipswich, Mass., 
his daughter Rebecca F. Splaine (and her 
husband Jeremiah) of Sun Valley, Idaho, 
and his youngest daughter Carol (Mini) F. 
Young (and her husband Marvin (Marty) 
and their three children) of UnionviUe, Pa.

On track 
education 


D uring Preakness Stakes week this year, 
2,500 people took a backstretch tour 
at Old Hilltop. More than a hundred 
of those were from Arlington Elementary 
School, a Baltimore City public school 
located within walking distance of Pimlico 
Race Course. ''This is our third year with 
the school but our first having the entire 
school. These kids walk over each year from 
school to the track,” said Fran Burns, the lead 
coordinator of the Sunrise Tours at Pimlico. 

The Arlington Elementary School 
groups were led by one of Burns’ invaluable 
volunteer tour guides. Each group visited 
with a farrier, learned all of outrider Tim 
TuUock and pony Junior’s secrets (such as the 
crowd-pleaser 'horses can’t vomit!’), and met 
the Budweiser Clydesdales. They watched 
jockey Darius Thorpe demonstrate his skills 
on an Equicizer, and visited the winner’s 
circle. "These kids have had no exposure to 
horses. Put yourself in their shoes. These 
horses are so large to them and they are so 
surprised the animals are so kind,” said Burns. 

For the kids, it’s not just a morning away 
from school. It’s a new experience with 
something in their backyard. It’s another 
chance for Maryland’s Thoroughbred industry 
to enrich a few more lives. "Some of these 
kids could be future fans, owners, trainers, 
breeders, jockeys, grooms, hot walkers, racing 
officials, etc. Unless we step up and educate 
them at an early age we may not have a sport 
when they are grown up.”
